EXTRACT of the COMPANY'S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL, 

dated 4th July^^ 1777* 

Par, 14. tN regard to Mr. Nathaniel 'Middleton, to whofe conduft we have no other objec-’ 
^ tion, than his refiifuig to fiibmk his correfpondence to the pcrufal of the Governor 
General and Council, we feel a concern in being obliged again to exprefs our difapprobation Of 
fuch ref^^al; and are particularly lorry, that the tendernefs with which we treated the fubjed 
. in our letter of the 15th December 1775, lliould have induced the Governof General to draw 
•coriclufions manifelHy contrary to our intentions^ and to the fentknents exprefled in that 
letter. 

15. In order to obviate every doubt on this head, we hereby order and direa, tint our Go^ 
vernpr General do forthwith deliver in to your Board, all fuch parts of his correfpondence with 
Mr. Nathaniel Middleton, from the day of his departure from Fort William, to his return to 
that leftlement, as have hitherto been withheld from your perufal, or withdrawn from the cor- 
reipondence. 

16. It is alfb our exprefs dire<!lion, That Mr. Middleton deliver to you, without delay, th« 
\vhole of his original correfpondence with the Governor General, with Sujah ul Dowlab, and with 
.all and every other perfon on public bufmefs, from the time of his departure from Fort William,

Dear Sir 

T deceived yohr favour of the 8th infent on the eyth, as I was on the print of difpatching let- 
1 ters, which I had already ^uritteh aftd dofed, to the Vi*ier, the Rcfidgnt, and yourfelf, on the fubjedt 
of the Vizier’s intentions, communicated to me by Mr. Nath. Middleton, to reward the ferviccs 
of the Brigade in the manner in which your letter informs me he has fince earned into exe¬ 
cution." Your letter, placing the fubjea in a new point of view, determined me to fuipend my . 
difoatches, until I hud taken the fenlc of the members of the committee upon their contents. By 
thefr advice I now forward to you the letter wliich I had before prepared ; , and am authonhid by 
Meifo Alderfey aild Dactefs to declare, that they concur with me in the fentiments therein 
exoreflid. Ydut letter 1 have laid before ihem In felea committee, and it was agreed to refer 
it to the council at large, as we did not think ourfelves, as a committee, authorifcd to give 
our a/Tent to the donation. The mode of it not being ftridly conformable to the paft r^olutions 
of the .Board, nor ,(conndcred in Tefpe^b to the time) to the order of the Court of IJtredors, 
it was accordingly referred, and the Board readily confented to give their huKtion to the 
Vizier’s donation, and to empower the troops to receive it. But they could not help difapprov- 
intr’df the manner in which this tranfaaion had been condu6fed, for the following reafons 
Becau'fc it was more the appearance oi a ftipulation niade for future fcrvices, than a for

it__A,id becaufe, in both thefe points of view, the donation is repugnant to the fenfe of 
the Court of Directors, in the orders above alluded to. In this manner the Board had formed their 
determination; but it did not then occur to us to confuk the new a£l of Parliament, a furmife 
OB this fubjeifl: was only fuggeftod before we broke up. Upon a reference, however, to it, I wp 
• tthich difanpointed', aHd foriy to find that our intontiora were intirely defeated, by a daufe in 
the a^f, to be 'in force after the ift of Auguft, 1774, whiclt deprives us of the power to grant, apd 
exorefelv prohibits tlie army to receive, the Nabob’s intended donation; 1 inclofe a copy of this 
^u(e' although 1 make no doubt of your having received the ad from your corref^ndems. 
Agreeable to the pofitive fenfe of this claufe, notwithftaiiding it is expreffed individually, there 
is not k doubt but the army is included, witii all other perfons, in the prohibition for receiving 
wrefents or donations; a confirmation, of which is, that in the claufe of exception^ wherein 
« Cuifrvfellors at Law, PhyficiaTis, Surgeons, and Chaplains, are permitted to receive the tecs an- 
« netavd to their profellion,” no mention whatever is made of any latitude gi^n to the army, or 
anv ctrcuiwflance wherein it would lx allowable for them to receive jirefcnts. This point it feems 

was particularly debated in the Houfc ; Lord Clive ftated the cafes wherein he thought it would be 
Droper and necefiiiry to allow the army to receive gratuities or prefents; but his reafomng 
was over-ruled, and no exception admitted in favour of the army. This unlucky difcovery of an 
exclufion by ad of Parliament, which admits of n6 abatement or evafion wherever its authority 
extends, rentiers a revifal of our proceedings necefl’ary, and leaves no option to our decifion. 
It is not like the ordinances of the Court of Diredors, where a favourable conftrudion may be put, 
and fome room is left for the interpofition of the authority veiled in ourfelves, but pofitive and 
decifive, admitting neither of reftncinent nor mifconllrudion : I ihould be happy if in this in- 
flancc a method wuld be devifed of fetting the ad afide, which I ihouki tnoft willingly embrace ; 


but in my opinion, an oppofition, would be to incur the penalty. The molt eligible plan 
fhiit I cun think of in the prefent circtrniitanceS, is, for the ^ciinlmftr^tion to teceive the fom 


intended by the Vizier as a donation to the Brigade, and depofit it in the Company s cafh; 
to proceed to the calculation of the proportion due ;o each individual of the. army; to make a yubiic 
record of the name rf every nerfon entitled to a <hare, With the exad fiiif. fpecified which is difc to 
him bv which tneaus, 'if the donation fiiould be admitted, the right and property cfwory indivi¬ 
dual will be exfldly afcertained and fixed, beyond the pofllbilky of any future werB: to 
eoiiallv recoverable, whether he maybe in the fcrvice, or removed from k, and w cafc < 5 t death, 
snainable to the heirs or executors of the dccsafcd,- This appears to me th* beft expedient for the

-treafury, from the ift.alTen, anfwering to the 14th of September 1781, to the 20th January 
which you wifi perceive that Rajah Myrpnarain'has liquidated the three Ml kiftsof Alfid, Kautick, 
.and Augun. 

Cheyfe Sing, the late Rajah, had paid his kife only to that due the 4th July; the late difturb- 
ances which broke out the i6th Auguft prevented my receipt of the one due the 4th of that month. 

On the 16th July 1781, I had completed the payment of two klfls, or the Suih of Benaref- 
Sicca Rupees 3,49,356. 13. S, to the Houfe of Gopaul Doih, Hurry Killen Oofs; the S^um ot 
Benares 8^ R* 1,74,678. 6. id. was due to him on the acceflioii of Kajah ^ 4 yipnarain. By the 
accompanying account you will perceive, that 1 have dilburfed Benares Sicca Rupees 50,000, in 
part payment of this demand.

EXTRACT of BENGAL GENERAL CONSULTATIONS, the 8th April 


Jj^EAD the following letters from theRefident at Benares. 


I do^Tnyfelf the honour of tranfmitting you, according to the orders of the Honourable Governor 
General, when at Benares, account particulars of the Cuftoms, as defigned to be levied, and of the 
duty as levied by Rajah Chyte Sing. 


You will perceive that, to preferve uniformity, and to point out whatever difference there may be 
Between theprefent duty and that propofedto be levied, in a more ftnlcing manner,^! have rated the 
three laft columns on hTungay or fix maunds, the load which a bullock is fuppofed to carry, as tlie 
former method of colleaing the duty was on the weight, not on the value of the goods. 


I fhall truft to the candour of your Honourable Board for my excufe, in pointing out feme articles 
on which a duty of 5 per cent, will be too heavy, and by which the colleaion would be required } 
viz. mace, -cloves, nutmegs, cinnamon, ancl filk. 


The people who principally trade in thefe articles, are the Maratta merchants, and a rel^.ous fcd 
called Ahteels, whogenerallv land their goods at Mirzapore, and from thence carry them by land 
mid biXcks into th! decan; or to delhy ; and they wiH find it more profitable to unload their boa« 
at Patna, and carry their goods through Ramgur, than to pay fo heavy a cultom as 5 p^r cent, 
will amount to in the road from Patna to Mirzapore, 


I know for certain, that on the rumour being fpread, in Dec^ber laft, that 5 per cent, was lo be 
levied on every article, by the diredions of the Honourable the Governor General, tnat the principal 
Jioiiles in the ^ccan immediately ordered their gomaftahs toftop all their boats at Patna, and to fend 
their goods by the route above-mentioned, if the duty of 5 per cent, was continued. 


I betr leave to lay before your honourable Board another propofition, whether it will not be ju¬ 
dicious to reduce the 5 ptir cent, to 2I, on our own ftaple commodities} broad clotn, Europe iron, 
fteel and copper.

extract of BENGAL SECRET C0NSULTATI6NS, 8 th April 17 

^HE. ^yovdriior'Gen^^ the Board a Letter which he has juft received from the Re- 

Meht at Benares. He deems the fubjedt of fo much Importance, that he withes the Board 
to take it immediately into copfideration, and whatever orders it may be necefla^y^tbr him to give 
to the Chief Magiftrate of that city, he thinks that an anfwer to the Refldcnt fhould be fent in the 
name of the Board. 

,,, , 

It is with much concern that I find myfelf obliged to inform you of the ill behaviour of Durbeetzy 
Sing, and its melancholy confequences, on the morning of yefterday. 

The plalh'ftatfeih'dht of the cafe is as folfows. 

A body of armed men, to the amount of an hundred and fifty or two hundred, entered the towi^ 
of Benares, and attempted to carry off by force the pefion of one Buflant Loll, whom Durbeetzy 
Sing affirms is indebted to him on ncqpunXQf xeyeaue, ^ TheLanan, , ail^mbling his friendsy-0f)porcd 
force by fdrcej in the fkirmim an unconcerned fpeftator was Ihot through the body, and two of the 
Naib's parties were delperately wounded. 

Immediately as the intelligence reached me, I diredled Captain Hogan to parade two cpmpanics 
of fepoys, and in a meffage to the Chief Ma.o:ifttate, informing him that a military force, if he 
judged it xiecefTary, was ready to march fo bis aififtaiSe. 

Durbeetzy Sing, Qn my requilition, delivered lip three people who were the leaders of fhe party 
in this difturbance, and I have fent them to Ally Ibrahim Cawn, that juftice maybe done upon them 
according to law. 

It Will however be an hstfd cafe, fhould fhefe ‘poor wretches fuffer capitally for the obedience vdiich • 
they paid to the commands of the "Ngib ; they were igrtorant of the illegality of tlie fervice on which 
tbey werfe fent. Durbceetzy Sing'Is the perfoii criminal on whom the whole cenfure ought Co fall, and 
the punifiiment be infiidled. 

His direft procedure would have beeft eftfier to have applied,, through me, to the Chief Magiftrate 
for the enforcement of the payment of the due tp^hiirt^ or for the ddiveryof the perfon bf liis 
debtor. In fuch a cafe there is aii abfolute neceiiity for fuppprtipg fiis.c^aim,,^ left^ the.coiledlion of his 
revenue fliould be impeded 5 but it is eqiialiy as incumbent on me to watch wif^ a jealous eye, left any 
encroachment fliould be made,, as ii\^the pjefent cafe, on the autl^ority, 9f Chiqf lVI^gil^rate,,as the 
peace and qulef of me town in a great meafufe ^eperid tfie x)5^Yerp^c?:,*a.pd. rcfpe(5 . with which his 
ch^badCr is Confideredi and the knowledge which the public ought to have of his independence froni 
any controul of the Rajah. 

I flioiildbe Wdhting In equity to Ally Abrabim CWri, was I tq be.fiient on the mpderafion* and 
propriety of his condudl, fince he has been vefted with his prefeht appointment. He hasy I believe, 
given univerfal fatisfa<Sbun ^ and by how much it was more difficult for him to efcape from cenfure 
in a town where the inftitutiori (if an Adawlut was new, and its powers heretofore unexperienced, by

juft reward of his merit.

Sir ' ■ ' , 

The Governor General has juft received, and imparted to us, your letter addrefted to him under 

date tiic ift inftant.. 

Wc approve the condiu^ which you obferved on occafion of the difturbances caufed by the vio¬ 
lence of J-)urbeet7,y Singes people, by parading the troops, and offering their aid to the fupport 
of the Chief Magiffrate in keeping the peace of the tov/n ; but we are pleafed to find that the tu¬ 
mult was quelled without their affiftance. Wc think that Durbeetzy Siiw, was very reprehpifible, 
in attempting to introduce a military force into the city ot Benares j we direiSl: that you fignify our 
difpleafure to him, and acqimint him, that if any perfon in Benares is indebted on account of the 
a'evenue, he may fummon him by his own warrant, but muff: apply to the Chief Magiffrate for his 
authority to apprehend him, in cafe of difobedience, and not affTume that power in his own perfon. 
We ftiall .give-orders to the Chief Magiffrate to grant him every neceflary .affiftance in cafes of 
this kind, but not to fuffer the pence of the city to be difturbed by the lawlefs of his de¬ 

pendants ; at the fame time it. will be neceffiiry to publifh that all perions, who endeavour to fhelter 
thernfelvcs in the town, in order to avoid payment of theirrents, ftiallbe liable to fevere punifliment.

Refolved, ^'hat the Commander in Chief be dire£l:ed to order Colonel Sir John Gumming, with 
five regiments, to return immediately towards the Carunnaflar, and to halt in any convenient litua- 
tion, within the province of Bahar, in that neighbourhood. 


EXTRACT of BENGAL GENERAL CONSULTATIONS, the 22d April 1782. 
j^EAD the following letter from General Stibbert. 

CJentieiTien, 

TIk*^G overnor General having Intimated tome the ncceffity of forming a corps for the immediate 
defence of the fort of Beejai Ghurr, and the neighbouring diffri< 5 ts, and having requefted that I 
would draw out a plan of fuch an eftablifliment as I judged would anfwer the purpofe, I beg leave 
to lubinit the accompaiiying to your confideration. 

As we have always experienced a difficulty in recruiting the regular regiments ftationed in Ben¬ 
gal, which diiHculty now increafes, there will arife to the fervice a very great advantage from 
liavnv^ a body of difciplined men, from whence draguhts may at all times be made j I therefore’ 
prop^e tliat this corps, befides performing the fervices of the above garrifon, fliajl be a nurlery for 
jlipplying recruits to fill up all occafional vacancies in the regiments below. 

The Board will fee that I propofe this corps (hall receive Brigade pay, and half battaj lefs than 
that I am afraid would not be fufficient for the men, confidering the fervices on which diey may be 
employed ; and were they to receive more, on being draughted to corps in cantonments, they would 
cpnfider a redudtion of pay as a hardfhip, and not be prevailed on to remain. 

To the end that the intention of this corps may be fully anfwered, I fhall In the event of the 
Board’s complying with the propofition, give fuch mftruitions as lhall appear to me beft calculated 
lor the purpofe. 

For the command of the corps I beg leave to -propofe Captain Archibald Hook, who is, I diink, 
iji every refpect well qualified ibr the charge. ^

The Governor General delivers in the following minute on this fubject. 

Governor General, 

Having had an opportunity of viewing the fort of Bidjy Gur, I am of opinion, both from the 
importance of its fituation, on the extreme ffontier of our provinces, and from its great elevation, 
which renders it impregnable, if properly defended, againlt any number of affailants, that it ought to 
be maintained, and a frnall garrifon would be fufficienc for that purpofe ; but if neglected by us, fuch 
,a poll, in the poiTeffion of a foreign or hoftile power, might prove of infinite danger to our iatereftsin 
that quarter: I therefore recommend, as the Hrll point of confideration, that it be kept and garri- 
foned by the Company's forces, The Generals plan has two objects : firft, the defence of the 
place, for which, as 1 have faid, a very feiv men will be fofiicient againft multitudes; but they 
would require frequent reliefs, on account of the unhealthinefs of the air, both in the fummer and 
rainy leafons* 

The 2d objeft is, to make this eilablifliment a iiurfery for recruits, which may be had of very fit 
men for the lerviefe in the neighbourhood^ I recommend the ellablilhment accoraingly. 

The forts ©f Augoury and Luteifpoor being of little or no confequence to the fecurity of the 
frontier or of the province, whilft we have a garrifon at Bidijgur, I recommend their being given up 
to the Zemindar, or deftroyed, as the Board lhall judge beft j but no ill confequence is to be appre¬ 
hended from putting them into the hands of the Zemindar. 

I deferred giving any final orders on thefe fubjedis whiJft I was at Benares, willing that the Board 
and Commander in Chief might have an opportunity of difculling thole points, and forming their 
ultimate opinion from perfonal enquiry. 

Agreed to the Commander in Chiefs plan and propofal. 

Ordered, That it be ilTued in general orders, 

Relblved, 7 'hat the forts of Leitteefppre and Augoury be delivered up to the Zenxindars by the 
Refident, he taking their receipts for the fame, with a promife to deliver them up to aiiy garriloii that 
the Board may think proper to place them in.

We direct that the forts of Augoury and Lutteefpore, in the Zejniiudary of Benares, be delivered 
up to the Zemindar, on his giving you a receipt in writing for the fame^ with an obligatfon to 
them, or either of them, when demanded, if at any time hereafter this government fhould deem it 
necelTary to garrifon them with the Company’s troops..

^ f appointment to be Refident at Benares was in Auguft 1775. He was re¬ 

tailed from thehce m December 1776, and Mr. Graham appointed to fuc'ceed him. Our orders 
however, of the 30th January 1778, were pofitive for his reftoration : but they were rendered inef! 
feiitual by your refolution, in July 1778, to fufpend the execution of them. In May lyyg we re¬ 
peated the orders refpedting ■ Mr. Fowke, and in confequence thereof Mr. Fowke was again ap- 
pointed to proceed to Benares. But judge of our aftonilhrnent to find that, in January 1781 - in 
contempt of our authority, Mr. towke was once more removed from his ftation at Benares* So^far 
from a charge having been brought againft him, on which ground alone his removal could be iufti- 
hed, we find his eoiuka approved, and his charaifter efteemed and in lieu of the ftation from which 
he is thos removed, aimther pofitive order of the Company w.ns broken through, by his being appoint¬ 
ed Agent for the Provifion of Boats to be employed for the military fervice of your eftablilhment 
with a cominiffion of 15 percent, upon his (lifburlements, and an allowance given him of rupees 
1,600 per month, until the expiration of the then fubfifting boat contratSi:.

But without entering into the confideration of this matter, and in 
order to vindicate and uphold our own authority, we do hereby pofitiveJy direft, that Mr. Briftow 
do fc^thwith proceed to Oude in the ftation of our refident there. We do not mean in the leaft to' 
icflecf on th^ character and ability of Mr. Middleton, who muft be immediately recalled from 
thence; but jt is a duty incumbent upon us thus to maintain the refpea due to the orders of the 
Court ot Direaors. You are likewife to obferve, that we fhall not fuffer any other perfon to proceed 
to Oude for the management of the finance, one perfon being in our opinion fufficient to tranfadl 
oui bmineis there, as principal in both thofe departments j and we expeft our orders refpedlinjs: the 
iuccdTion to that refidency be fully complied with.

EXTRACT of a Letter from CAPT. ARCHIBALD HOOK ; dated Camp, Samereeah, hear 

Bidjee Ghur, 4th September 1782, 

On my arrival at this place I found the fort lumbered up in fuch a nmumer, by the mixture of 
various ftores, that it was impoifible to lodge one third of my people, fo as that they would be 
fiieltered from the inclemency of the weather during the approaching rains, nor did I think it Me 
to have fo many people within the fort in the fituation in which I found it.-—Vaft quantities of 
rotten grain, mixed with ioole gunpowder, heaped up in filed houfes, which, after a little rain, fent 
forth a fmoke as if i t were aflually burning ; this I though t proceeded from the heat of the fun aSino' 
upon the damp grain, which, When dried to a certain degree, I feared might communicate de- 
ftriiufionto the whole garrifon. The officer whom I relieved, not having received any regular ac¬ 
count of what the fort contained, could not give me any particular one, or an exaft return, but 
mentioned that the granaries were locked up, and under charge of the Refident of Benares, with whom 
I find the keys are all lodged, which adds to the inconvenience and danger of keeping many people 
in the fort, as the doors cannot be occafionally opened, which would prevent the accumulation of 
foul air, and other bad confequences.

A fter compliitients.—The impropriety of your conduit, and intentional delays in pj^ing up 
yoiir Bhadoon kifts, have at length determined the Honourable Nabob Imaund ul Uowlab, 
ire. &c. to remove you from the hign ftation to which he formerly raifed you, from all interference 
in the affair^ of your fon, and confequently of this Zemiiidary. 

You have, fince the firft of Affeen of the fuflillee year 1189, paid no more into the Treafury 
than twenty-feven lacks, twenty-^feven thoufand riipees : it is impofiible from a country, by your 
own acequnt, affording an eafy revenue of forty-nine lacks, that no more fliould be colleded; I 
therefore recommend it to you moff: earneftly, to make up the balance due, and avoid the diflionour 
and fhame, and perhaps even worfe, which will inevitably purfue you, if you difregard thefe injunc¬ 
tions. In the mean time I have thought proper to keep a guard upon your perfon ; I defire that 
you, without delay, give me a paper containing the names of all your Mutzuddies, writers of 
accounts, &c. &c. &c.; that you in the courfe of this day fend me a lift of the balances due to 
you from the Aumils whom you have employed; that you give the moft pofitivc orders to your 
Mutzuddies, &c. &c. &c. to render me a juft account and information of the prefent ftate of the 
country, and to attend me whenever I fliall call upon them.

It is necelTary to be remarked, that Baboo Jagger Deco Sing, and Baboo Ncehul Sing, are the 
only two of the old family of Bulwant Sing, and indeed the only two men with whom I am ac¬ 
quainted in the Zemindary, to whofe hands fo high an employment can be entrufted j and I gave 
the preference to the former, as age and deafnefs are great impediments to bufinefs in the latter.

I arrived here this morning about an hour before day-light, in hopes, from the Intelligence 1 
received from the Aumil, of being able to furprife the Zemindms your inftruaions ordereo me to 
apprehend , but by fome means they had received intelligence of my approach about fun-fet yefter- 
day afternoon, and immediately decamped with (from what I can learn) about nine hundred head 
of cattle, loaded with all kinds of grain, and other plunder^ which they had colkaed in the different 
villages adjacent to this place; from the intelligence I have received, the wliole of the refraaory 
Zemindars have crofted the Sone, and have (for the prefent) taken up then refideiice m the village 
ofDourah, about five cofs from this, in the Purgunnali of the Burdy Rajah, to which place my 

inftruaions forbid rny following them. 


Permit me to obferve to you that, from tli«i information the Aumil has given me, I have every 
reafon to believe they are both encouraged and protefted by the Burdy Rajah to commit the depreda¬ 
tions they have lately done in this Purgunnah j I therefore think he ihould bejapplied to for permiffio.n to 
feize them in any part of his Purgunnah they are to be found, or for he to feize, arid deliver them to me: 
1 will make the application, if you approve of it, and wait, in my prefent encampment, for your 
reply, without fome circumftance occurs which may require my moving. 1 hey have burnt feveral 
villages, and plundered about thirty. The vilkges hereabouts are entirely deferted by the inhabitants, 
from the dread they entertain of thefe robbers ; however, I hope, from the protection I take 
care they fhall receive, they will foon be reinftated in their former populoufnefs, as I {hall make it my 
principal ftudy that they are not oppreffed either by the camp followers, or others*

HE following letters, from the late and prefent Refidentat Benares, having been for a long time 
before the Board, they were confidered by the different members, and the following refblutions 
pafled on them. 

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, 

I have the honour to cnclofe you an account of the dcdu&ions demanded by Baboo Durbeetzy 
Sing ; for the Fuflilly yc'dv iiSg ; Ifhould not have deferred fending it fo long, but that 1 was pre¬ 
vented by Duiheetzy Sing not being able to give an exa< 9 : account of the deniand for the duties 
the ialtpetre from the Nabob Vizier-s ^dominions. 

For the firft eight articles, the Honourable Governor Genera!, when at Benares, agreed to .allow 
him the medium rate of the hvo preceding years, viz. the mint, Adaulet, and Phoufedarry, Cutwallic, 
Nuchufs, Delolly Perdaific, Telk/Iic, Khimar Khannah, and the Dullon Anguilarry. 

Your Honourable Board direded that the mint fhould be put under the diredlion of the Refidenf; 
his demand upon it is not exorbitant, though, according to the papers I have been able to colled 
it, the exad medium rate is 13,410. 

With re^ed to the Adaulet and Phoufedarry, the amount of lois by not being continued in the 
Rajah hands, cannot be definitively afeertained, as both offices were conduded, during Cheyte 
Sing’s and even Bulwant Sing’s time, in a manner by no means conformable to juftice.~Thc 
Courts were fometirhes held at Ramnaghurr, the place of refidence of the Rajah, fometimes at Be¬ 
nares : by the enquiries I have made, I do not conceive that the clear income arifing fromj|thefe two 
articles would be more than ro,OGOtor 12,000 rupees. 

The Cutwalic was In the hands of a man whom I believe to have been fince dead, as I can get 
no account of him.— I believe the amount to be juft. 

The Nuckhafs is a duty taken on all horfes, oxen, ^<c. fold in the Bazar, the’amount fefc down is 
juft; but JDurbeetzy Sing colleded on this article 235 rupees, fo that he is only entitled to 965 
rupees. 

The Delolly Perdaiffic was a tax colleded on all travellers, people coming from the Decan to 
Benares upon religious purppfes, kc, which the Governor General forbad to be colleded, as great 
impofitions were made on people thus coming to Benares, and is I believe folly juft. 

Tellaihic was a duty colleded on every boat that pafled Benares, independent of the regular du- 
tjes;^ I believe its amount never exceeded more than 2,000 rupees. 

The Khiiw Kbamia was ^ duty colleded on all gaming houfos, and is, I believe, a juft de¬ 
mand* 

The Duftoor Angaftarry did not amount to above 10 or 12 rupees ; was a duty colleded on 
foall ,irpn and pewter .which die,people, who vvafh at the BenaresGhunts, arc obliged to 

wear.

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The demand of dedudiohs for Govind Jut, Idoll Sing, and Buekhut Sing’s Malkhaiina, aW 
doubtedly j uft. 

A village granted by the Honourable Governor General’s Purwannah to Mufti Khurriem Oulah 
is likewife juft, aA the Governor General confirmed the Sunnud given to his family by Aurung- 
zebe. 

Land confirmed to Zubrage Sing ftands in the fame predicament^ and is likewife juft. 

The land eftablifhed by the Governor General to the Chunar Fachier,—-The amount juft. 

The duty on the ftones, granted by the Governor General to the Commanding officer at Chunarj 
was given for the following reafons. 

To prevent dirputes which often happened between the Rajah and the Commanding Ofixeer, 
and as the ftones w^ere cut clofe to the fort, and within thq limits of his command, the Governor 
General judged any perquifite arifing from them to appertain more properly to him than the Rajah i 
as this point was not fettled before the fignature of the Pottah and Cabouleat, the Rajah demands a 
declufhon. 

The 4,000 cubits, mentioned as 4,^347 rupees, is the land which the Governor General dire^fed 
to be meafured out, and given to the Commanding Officer, as being within gun-fliot of his fort— 
The Honourable Governor General vvdll be able to explain the foregoing articles. 

Your Honourable Board dire(Sed me, in a letter of July 1781, to pafs the faltpetre, which came 
from the Nabob's Vizier’s Country, free of duties. His demand upon this account is about 2,000 
rupees lefs than it ought to be. The lofs which acemed on the eftablifiirnent of the permit through the 
Zemindary he has rated very high, and is the moft exceptionable part of his demand; a lofs, a- 
heavy lofs was certainly occafioned, partly from goods being fent on different routes by the mer¬ 
chant, partly from the dcdu6tions of the Schair, which he was obliged to allow to his Aumils, and 
from the collections of the permit not being equal to that deduction. 

The Paymoily he originally fet down at 10,000 rupees; he afterwards attempted to impofe another 
10,000 rupees on the amount.—This I refufed to admit oft 

The unavoidable damage which a detachment fo large as Colonel Cumming’s mull occafion in 
marching through a country like this, at a time when the grain was ripe, and his encampment at 
Choufah during part of the .rainy feafon, will be a fufficient guide for your. Honourable Board’s 
decifion on this article.

Sir, 

We have lately taken into confideration a letter from our late Refident at Benares, dated 17th 
February, enclofing an account of the dedu6Hons demanded by Baboo Durbeetzy Sing for the 
Fuffillar year 1189; and. we have alfo had before us fundry other letters from Benares, bearing;^ 
the following dates, 9th April, 14th May, 5th and 9th June, 28th July, 12th and 17th Auguft, and 
24th September. 

We enclofe an account of the deduftions claimed by Durbeetzy Sing, and an account of thofe 
which we agree to j we will not allow of any addition to the latter, unlefs it be for the village and 
land given by the Governor Generars Puiwannah and grant to Muftee Khurreim Oulahand Ju- 
brage Sing, in confirmation of a grant of the Emperor Aurungzebc, and amounting to the total fum 
of ficca rupees 2,822, 13. i; this deduftion we permit you to add to our account, if, as the late Re¬ 
fident informs us is the cafe, the Governor General’s name appears on the original funnuds, and in 
fuch cafe only. 

You will obferve, that the difference between the amount of Durbeetzy Sing’s claims, and that 
which we agree to, even including the deductions for the village and land granted to Mufty Khurreim 
Oiilah, and Jubrage Sing, is ficca rupees 1,42,259. 5. 8 : we direCt that you make an immediate 
claim of this fum on Durbeetzy Sing, who according to the muchulea which he gave to our late Re¬ 
fident on being releafed from confinement, is engaged to pay it into the Benares Treafury. 

We underftand, that in confequence of a requeft made by the widow of Rajah Bulwant Sing, and 
by the prefent Rajah Myjiipnarain, the amount due from Rajah Durbeetzy, for the collections of 
that part of the Fufliillee year 1190, during which he held the oftice of Naib, was agreed to be left 
to the arbitration of Ally Ibrahim Cawn j and your letter of the 5th of June informs us, that his 
fucceffor, Babboo Jugger Deo Sing, has paid the full amount of that year’s kifts up to the date of 
it, independent of the coIleCfions made by Babboo Durbeetzy Sing at the beginning of the year : we 
have not yet learnt whether Aliy Ibrahim Cawn has delivered In his award 5 but if he has, we direCt 
that you claioi and receive the amount adjudged by him to be due from Babboo Durbeetzy Sing, and 
tranimit a copy of the award to us. . 

Being informed that Mr. Hay, who attended the Governor General in the year 1781 by the Board’s 
orders, to do the public duties that might be required of him in his .line in the general depart¬

On the credit fide of the account, betwixt the Honourable Company and Rajah Myhipnarain, 
your Honourable Board will releafe him of two lacks, two hundred tjiirteen rupees, eleven annas, three 
pice, placed to the Rajah’s credit.—The particulars of this fum are fully explained to your Honour¬ 
able Board in a letter from the late Refident, bearing date the i6th of February 1783, a copy of 
which 1 have the honour to enclofe. 

There is alfo one article in the account placed to Baboo Dufkbidgey Sing, under the head of 
waffillaiits or coll edbions made by him (belonging to the prefent year’s revenue) before he was put 
into confinement, by orders from your Honourable Board. 

By a letter under date the gth April 1783, from my prcdeceflor, your Honourable-Board were in¬ 
formed of the releafe of Babboo Dulkbidgey Sing, and alfo of the conditions of his enlargement, 
one of which was, that he fiiould pay, without hefitation, to the prefent Naib, whatever lums he had 
coiiefted belonging to the FufiHIee year 1190. 

By a letter under date the 5th June 1783, your Honourable Board was informed'of the probable 
effect that thefe colledions would have, when the reft for the month of Bhadoon, which is the clofe

the year, came to be adjufted oxi the engagement entered into by Bab boo Duflcbidgcy Sing at the 
time of hisrdeafe, the Chief Magiftrate, Ally Ibrahim Khaun, ischofen by eachparty.as an umpire, 
and Babboo Dulkbidgey Sing binds bimfelt to abide by his award in adjufiing the amoimt of his 
waffeljauts. The fum determined by Aliy Ibrahim Khaun, a$ feat down in the account, amounts to 
22,536. 7. 6. Benares ficca rupees. 

That Babboo Dufkbergey Sing did not make collefilons from the revenue of the prefent year, h 
not a mutter of difpute, as he has himfelf acknowledged it by a written engagement, under his leal 
and fignature 5 the amount of fuch colledbons was the only point that remained doubtful.—As both 
the late and prefent Naih chofe Ally Ibrahim Khaun as an umpire, the bufmefs of inyeftigating and 
determining the amount due from Babboo Duflcbidgey Sing, devolved of comfe upon him ; I mult 
acknowledge myfelf much indebted to Ally Ibrahim Khaun, for the labour and trouble which 
attended the adjuftment of accounts in rhemfelves fo intricate, and for the readinefs with which he 
has at all times afforded his affiftance, whenever the intereft of the Honourable Company, or the 
bufmefs of Government required it.—The' mode in which he adjufted thefe accounts was as 
follows. . 

Four Mutfuddees were appointed, two by the prefent Naib, and two by Babboo Dufkbidgey 
Sing, to examine into the accounts: four Mutfuddies attended the Chief Magiftrate daily, the 
Connangoes of fuch Purgunnahs attended, as the accounts of each were inveftigated. The different 
collections of each Purgunnah (after having undergone the examination of thefe four Mutfuddies in, 
the prefence of Ally Ibrahim Kha.wn, aftifted by the Connangoes) was determined by them, and the 
Mutfuddies appointed by each affixed their fignatures to tlie amount which appeared, upon this 
examination, to have been collected from the country by Babboo Dulkbedgey Sing. In any in- 
ftance where a difpute arole, which muft unavoidably have been the cafe, in examining and adjufting 
accounts fo complicated as Revenue accounts are, the Chief Magiftrate accommodated the dif¬ 
ferences that arofe, and refufed to admit any fiim as colleiied, which was not attefted by the figna¬ 
tures of each party.

I have the honour to enclofe you an account of the deduflions demanded by Babboo Dufbedgey 
Sing, for the Fuflelli year 1189. I fhould not have deferred fending it fo long, but that I was pre- ' 
vented by Baboo Dufbedgey Sing’s not being able to give meanexadt account of the demand for the 
duties on the faltpetre from the Nabob Vizier’s dominions. 

For the firft'eight articles the Honourable Governor General, when at Benares, agreed to allow 
him the medium rate of the five preceding years, viz. The mint, Adaulut, and Phoufdanw, Cu- 
tuallic, Nuckhafs, Diiloby Pardaifuc, Tellaffxc, Khimar Khanna, and the Duftoorle Anguftarry. 

Your Honourable Board direifed that the mint fhould be put under the dire^Slion of the Reftdent, 
his demand upon it is not exorbitant, though, according to the papers whi«h I have been able to 
colle< 3 : refpeding it, the exaft medium ftate is 13,410 rupees. 



, fometimes held at Rarnnagur, the place of Refidence of the Rajah, arid whatever-prefents were made 
on the decifion of caufes, were by no means regular, and cannot be alcertained but by his own trea- 
fiiry accounts ; by the enquiries which I have made, I do not conceive that the clear income ariling 
from thefe two articles would be more than to,ooo or i aiooo rupees.

Tellaffore was a duty colleaed on every boat that pafTed Benares, independent of the regular du¬ 
ties. I believe its amount never exceeded more than 2,000 rupees yearly. 

The Khimar Khanna was a duty colleaed on all gaming houfes, and is, I believe, a juft demand. 

The Duftoorie Angiiftarry did not amount to above lo or 12 rupees, was a duty colkaed^on rings, 
fmall iron and pewter rings, which the people who waftied at the Benares Gauts are obliged to wear. 

The demands of deduaion for Govind Jut Idull Sing, and Buckhut Sing s Malkanna, are un- 
doubtedly juft. 

A village granted by the Honourable, Governor General’s Perwanna to Muftie Khurrim AuIIahi 
is likewife juft, as the Governor General confirmed the Sunnuds given to his family by Aurungzieb. 

Lands granted to Jubraje Sing Hands in the fame predicament, and is likewife juft. 

The land granted by the Governor General to the Chunar Fackhur—-the amount juft. 

The duty on the ftones granted by the Governor General to the 
Ghur, was given for the following reafons; to prevent the difputes which 

Rajah and the Commanding Officer ; and as the ftones were cut clofe to the tort, ^ 

limUs of his command, the Governor General judged any perquifite anfing ^ 

more properly to him than to the Rajah,; as the point was not fettled before the fignature of tlie 1 ettah 

and Caboliat, the Rajah demanded a deduflion.

HE following minute having been delivered by Mr* Wheeler, and Mr. Wheeler not being yet 
dL fufficiently recovered from his indlfpofition to attend the Board in the iIounc.il Chamber, the 
Members are met in his^ houfe, to confider the minute which he has laid before them, 

Mr. Wheler. May xgih 1784. 

As the letters received by the Board from the Governor General, fince I have been prevented by 
illnefs from attending the meetings of it, comprehend feveral fubjects of great importance, and, in 
my opinion, fuch as require our immediate decifion and reply, I have defired the Secretary to 
attend me with them, to receive my ifentimeht's on fuch points as appeared' to me moft particularly 
deferving of my attention, thatbufinefs of fuch confequence may not be delayed till I am fuiiicieutly 
recovered to affift you perfonaliy in your deliberations. 

His letter of the 2d April, giving a defeription of, the prefent ftate of tbe. Z’emindary of Benares, 
tontaim matter of a very important as well as difagreeable nature. Thofe dillrifls are repre-^ 
fented by the Governor G«?netal not only to have fuffered in an extreme degree from the drought 
of the. laiit feafon,^ but he adds, that this natural calamity has been rendered more grievous and more 
dreadful in itsef&fts, by the mifmanagemcrit and oppreffions of the prefent Naib^ The Governor 
General points out alfo, in this letter, many defedfs in the plan of government eftablifhej for the 
regulation of that country, and recommends a new fyftem of official controul 5 adding, that, if 
we think it proper to entruft him with powers for this purpofe, he will cheerfully undertake the 
reformation of the country, and will be anfwerable for its effedls.^* 

I regret that the Governor General has not communicated to us the plan by which he intended to 
accomplifli the reformation of the Zemin<.lary of Benares, becaufc the fubjedf would have been 
then completely before us, and our refolutions on it might have been as inftant as he wilhed; and 
I now propofe that the Governor General fhould be requeff(?d to lay before us the whole of his in¬ 
tended plan in refpedt to Benares, on receiving which, we fliall determine finally on his letter ;

j^EADthe following letter from the Honourable the Governor General. 


Gentlemen, 

In a very long letter, dated the 2d April, I reprefented to you the diftrefled Rate of the province 
of Benares, and the mifeonduft of the Naib, and the neceffity of applying fome early meafures to 
prevent what I apprehended would be the confequence of his continuance, and the want of a due 
tyftcm of controul, I have not yet been favoured with your anfwer, and fufpect that my difiippoint- 
ment in this inftance, may have arifen from your difapprovai of the offer which I made of my fervices 
for the eftablifiiment of afyltera for the adminiftration of that province, and perhaps an unwillingncfs 
to give my propofal a dirc£l: and unpleafant refufal* 

To me perfonally, provided an adequate fyftem is eftablilhed, it is of little confeqitencc through 
whom it is effeiSted : but to our employers, and the inhabitants of an extenfive territory under our 
governroenb it is of great confequence that fome better fyftem ftiould be eftabliflied, and in this the 
credit of our adminiftration in general is deeply concerned, independent of the motives which we mull 
poffefs in common.—For my own part, I have had the fenfible mortification of being an eye-witnefs 
of evils which I could not redrefs ; and 1 have feen the hopes of a fuftering people raifed by the ap¬ 
proach of the fuperior member of your adminiftration, whilft I felt that, inftead ofbeing able to aftbrd 
them relief, I could only fend them away with difappointment- 

It is my duty toreprefent to you again, that fome changes ought to be made, and fpeedilyj that 
the prefent Naib muft be removed, and a fyftem of fome controul placed over whomever it may be 
determined to fubftitute in his ftead, or fome intire new mode of Superintendence eftabliflied , or that 
the lofs of the revenue, and difaffeftion of the people, will be the infallible confequence of the prefent 
admihiftration being fuflered to remain. 

If you flial! think it improper, for whatever reafon, to confide this temporary charge to me, I.muft 
ftill recommend and intreat, that you will take the fubjeft into your confideration, and apply fuch 
meafures as your judgment may fuggeft for the fecurity of the dominion and revenue of the pro- 

vince, 

I am forrv that the temper and current of the times eompel me to obviate a conclufion which 
might be made one ground of objedion, by declaring that I have not the moft diftant idea of re- 
.TKwine- Mr Fowke, of diminiftiing his influence, or of rendering his fituation leffs eligible, by any 
«lan which I mav have in contemplation. If I have furnilhed an argument againft my own propo- 
fl\ by not deferfbing the minute detail of it, I muft beg leave to obffcrve thin much of this muft be 
formed on the inftant of execution, and will depend on circumftances arifing out of it; and that 
until I have feme encouragement toe.xpea that the general plan, fo far as I have determined it in my 
own breaft, will be adopted, I do not know that I have a right to commit deferving men who may 
be either nUed, or too plainly indicated by it, to the efteas of private Vengeance from thofe whofe 
jntcrefts would be affeaed by the projeaed change, in calc it fhould not take place.

j^EAD letter, as follows, from the Honourable the Governor General. 

Gentlemen, Lucknow, 13th June 1784. 

In one of the letters which I had the honour to receive from you, both dated 20th ultimo, you 
are pleafed to write, in reply to mine of the 2d, concerning the Zemindarry of Benares, tliat “ you 
“ (hall be happy to be made acquainted with my intended plan for the reformation of the country,” 
ami that “ you lhall readily adopt any checks which I may thuik likely to be effeftual for fecuring 
“ the happinefs of the people, and the equal collection and regular payment of the Revenue, witliout 
“ encroaching upon the rights which have been eftabliihed to the Rajah by tlie agreement which 1 
“ made with him in 1781.” 

I have already obferved to you, that it was impoffiblc for me to form a plan fo complete and ahfo- 
lute, but that it would ncceflarily require feme alteration at the time of its execution j and I alio ai- 
figned fuch reafons as, I doubt not, will have fatisSed you of the propriety of my referving the com- 
niunication of the plan which I might have to recommend, till I had the encouragement of foms 
affurance from you that it would be favourably received.—I conceived that tlie lall-recited paragraph 
of your letter conveys to me fuch affurance j and upon the ftrength of it I now v/rite, as I fhoiild 
have written upon the inflant receipt of it, ifl could have found leifure for it, to offer you the plan 
which you require : ,and I requeft that you will not aferibe it to impatience, that I urge your Ipeedy 
anfwerto it, for the reafons which I have already ftated, and my own fpecial ufe in the allotment 
of the time of my return. 

I believe you will find the plan ftridly conformable to the engagements under which the Zemin¬ 
darry is held by the prefent Rajah. If more is meant by the relative fituation of your government 
to Benares, perhaps you may allude to the diftance at which the management of the province in de¬ 
tail has been hither kept from the knowledge of the Board, which fatisfied with receiving the 
amount of its ftipulated rent, has feldom thought proper to interfere in its internal adminiftration. In 
this conftriidtion alfo I have endeavoured to conform to your inftructions j the checks which I have 
propofed being not fo much intended for the fccurity of the Company’s rent, as the faithful admi- 
niftratiou of the charge held by the reprefentative of the Rajah, to whom we owe that attention, 
while we preclude him from the direfi management, and authorize an intermediate lagency for his 
behalf. Whenever he fhall be qualified to execute that charge for himfelf, and fulfil his engagements 
with the Company, I prefume that the Board will leave him in the entire and uncontrouled iTi.anage- 
raent; but this privilege cannot extend of right to thofe appointed under him by any other authority 
than his own. 

I beg leave to remind you. Gentlemen, that one of the evils which I enumerated as refulting from 
the nrefent adminiftration of the province was, that the rights of the Rajah of Benares, and of courfe, 
the faith of our Government, which was pledged for their obfervance, had been utterly difregarded. 
You will, therefore, readily be allured, that I lhall not “ encroach,” or propofe any thing which will 
have fuch a tendency on the “ rights which have been eftabliihed to him by the agreement made with 
him in 1781.” 

I now fubmit the plan to your confideration—^It is this, 

ift. That the Rajah be appointed and declared the principal in all official adls of the Zemindarry} 
that be lhall fit as often as he lhall chufe it in the Cutcherry ; that on fuch occafions all accounts an.l 
reports, and other official bufinefs, lhall receive his infpedion, and his name, fcal, and, fignature 
Voi.

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14 fed for the autheutication of all orders and inftranwnts to which, by the cuftoro Of his pnsde* , 
ceffors, they were ufetl to be afRxed ; hut he is neither to condua the bufmefs himfelf, nor interfere 
jn it, furth.CT than may he neceifary for his inftruaion, nor refufe or cieiay his authentication of iudi 
papers as fUall he prefemed to him. 

adly. That Baboo Ajaib Sing, the brother of Ranny Galaub Cooer, the widow of Rajah Bul- 
want Siiif^, be appointed the Naib or Deputy of the Rajah, with the entire manageipentanfl adminif- 
tration or the Zeinindarry 4 and his approbation in the ofHcial forms, Munzoor, iliaJl be added to all 
inliruincnts to which the Rajah’s fignature is affixed. 

•idly. That Ally Ibrahim Cawm be appointed Aumeen or infpetftor, to affitt the Naib with fiisai- 
vIcercfpeeHng die formation of the fettlement, the new appointment of aumils or officers of the co!-' 
ledtlons, and other important tneafures relative to the Zemindarry, which the Naib fhall duly report 
to him for th-atpurpofe, and Chall tranfmit to the Naib the complaints which fhall_ be referred to him 
by the Canonp^oesin the manner fpecifled in the following article,•—'In all the inftanees prevnifed^ 
the A umeen i? only to advife, not to command. The decifion is to relt folely with the Naib, who, 
in the cafes of complaints, fhall caufe an enquiry to be made into them by one perfon appointed by 
himfelf Oft the part of the Rarah, and another by die Aumeen, the judgment to reft, as has been be¬ 
fore provided, with the Naib only.

. mr<»ar or Buxar, fpecifying the fervices required} and in like manner applications fhall be made by 
the Raiah and his Naib to Mr. Fowke, for the recall of fuch parties r and for thele purpofes the 
'•ommandine officers of Chunargur and Buxar fliall be ordered to conform literally to his^tequifitions 
fo the fivft iHftanGe,'and m emergent cafes, the officers commanding detached [parties foaif _ receive 
their inftruaiore.&om Mr. Fowke, and Mr. Fowkn fhall enter into a book, in the order of their dates, 
jiH' fuch applications made to and all oiFicial affs done by him^ in confc<|uencej and fhall tiani- 
rait tlie fame every three months to the Board.

rnents had already taken effc 6 i v that a confiderable progrels had been made in forming the Mo- 
fulfil fettkment, and confequently that there remained little for me to do, except to receive the Ra¬ 
jah’s kiftbundec, to confirm, by the fanftion of my authority, the meafures already adopted, and to 
give folidity to the fyfiiem of adminiftration, newly elUblifhed, by habituating the members of it under 
my own infpe<Sfion to the exercife of the duties of their refpe<Stive Rations. But as political negoti¬ 
ations impending at Agiah, and the recent arrangements *iu the province oj Oude, feetnal to re- 
quire my prefence in this part of the country for fome time longer, I was dellrous of employing the 
intermediate period in examining more minutely the eftate of tbiwS province, and enquiring juto the 
caufes which, independent of the oppreffion of its late ruler, had tended to pfpinote either dts pro^- 
fperity or declenfion j and in proportion as I fhould difcern circumftances having one or other of thtfe 
tenilencies, it was my intention to have taken meafures for improving or obviating them. 

In the mrdft of thefe pttrfuite the melancholy intelligence which I yeferday rcceiv^ad from CaL 
cutta, inipofcs upon me a neceffity fuperior to every other confidoration, of immediately returning 
VoL L X to 
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1 have the honour to \ay before you a tr7inflat!on of the Kiftbundee, which was,this day executed 
tv Rajah Meyhipnarrain, for the amount of liis annua! tribute to the Company for the prefetit 
'fufruliee year 1192. It correfponds with thofe of former years in refped to the fhtn total, but 
differs in the proportions orkifts ftipulated for each month. In the Kiftbiindee,- whjch was fettled 
with mr by the ilrdahiri lybl, a very heavy payment was referred for the latter month'. T his was 
an iniL '^ftiicc which the Rajah preflingly folicited for that year; and it was neceH'ary at that p.arti- 
ticular’tfthc, when the country w^s jull emerged from a date ot' univerfal rebellion, and v/Heu the 
credit and authority of the new government were ftill imperfedlly eilabliflred, although the feafoji 
for collefting the revenue was far advanced ; but it was not underltood, either by the Rajah or 
myfelf; that it Ihould be extended, as it has been, to fubfequent years. Every one converfant in the 
colleaion of the revenues knows, that the monthly kills of the reiats or cultivations muft be ‘‘e- 
gulated by the relburces of the produce of the. harvefts, and the aggregate of their kifts muft be 
the rule for proportionating the demand in,(,the different ftages of colleaion, from the reiats up to 
the Government. If the demand anticipates in any great degree the refources, the renter muft 
'either fail in his payments, or have recourfc to methods of raifing tiioney that will terminatedn'the 
ruin of himfelf and the country. In the fame manner, if the demand follows at too great a diltance, 
the refources will probably be diffipated, or the difficulty of colkaing them encreafed. On thele 
principles 1 was induced to propole an alteration- to the Rajah, which 1 have the plealure to inform 
you he readily agreed to, and the prefenf Kiftbundee is ac’cordingly drawn out on an infpedtion o.t Ins 
own fettlement widt the Moffufal Auniils and Farmers. 

The Rajah has prefented to me a paper of requefts, a tranflation of which, and of my anfwerS, 
is incloled with tiiis addrefs; you will obferve that thefe anfwers are drawn out in fe^s, which, 
without conveying new rights to the Rajah, will confirm to him the more fecure enjoyment of 
yhofe he already poffcHcd. . 

The Rannee has reqiiefted that her grandfon, the Rajah, may be fecured in the poffelTion of tfift 
diftridls of Khura and Mangrora, alledging that they have long been feparated from the Jumna ot 
Kovernment, and referved as a jagheer for the maintenance of her family, of which he is the re- 
prefentative. Theciaiin, I believe, is juft, and I have accordingly granted a fonnud confirming 
thc Raiah in the poffeffion of thefe diftrias; but, as I anl defirous that this tranfeaion Ihould be 
ratified on more authentick and official information than my time vyould admit of procuring at pre- 
fent 1 have thought it neceflary to infert aprovilional claufe, fpecifyiiig that it is to be continued ift 
foni only on condition that the Ranny’s right Ihall be fully afeertained and proved, and I have 
dir "died Mr. Fowke to enter into ah inveftigatfon of the tenure, and to report thereon to you. in 
thr fame manner the Rajah has on his part executed a paper, which is depofited with Mr. Fqwke, 
declariiw that the Sunnud is to be valued only on the condition above mentioned. 1 his i^mnud is m 
faa of no great confequence, for whilft the province is left under the management of the Rmah, thefe 
diftriefts as well as the reft of the country, muft be in his {lofl'eifion, and, as he has himfelf exprelsly 
acknowledged, they will be equally anfwerable for the payment of his ftipulated revenue.

ruent for their induftry. Tlie late Bulv.-ant Sit^ fully underiW tae importance _ ot this trade, 
•Ind it flourifhed under his proteaion. His liicceilhr, more attentive to the gratification of .his de¬ 
pendants than the interetts of his country, connived at oppreffions which deterred the Merchants 
from following .their ufual purfuits; and when I arrived here m rySi, ! found that the trade ot 
•MerzaDore was ereatly decayed. The rates of duties to which I myfelf had given a fanaion m 
^773 were origirfally too high, but they had been raifed ftill higher by arbitrary conftrua-.ons; and 
thl ilerchantf had been expofed to Infufferable ve.xations, from the mult.Hica icn of Cn^ 
Ciiftom-hoiifes, feparatcly colIcci:ing duties m every partof l^e province. 1 o lemedy thefe dek^s 
I formed feme regulations hr 17S1, and if they had been ftnaiy enforced, I (hould fcarcely nave had 
occafion to refurhe the fubjed now. But the fad is, that they teve been fo little attended to by die 
executive officers of Government, that they have become almoil: oblolete. 1 have therefore compiled 
them together, and have ilfucd them a-new, with fome additional provifions, either occahoned 
by ciraimtfances of a later date, or formed to prevent the mtrmgement of thofe whicn were before 
eltablillied. A copy of thefe regulations, as they now ftand, is fubmitted to your pelufal. I hey 
are fhort andfimple, and I flatter myfelf that they wil meet with your approbation. 1 he only- 
alteration of confequence which I have made, is in tlie rate of duty to be exaHecl on filk piece 
goods manufaaured in Bengal. From the information of the moft inte ligent Mei chants it appeared 
hme, that the exportation of their goods had confiderably decreafed of late, the fonner rate of 
c per cent, duty haHng fo much enhanced the coft of them, that tlie Merchants, who found them- 
felves un'derfold by the Manufiicturers of Bourhanpore, and other places m the Deckan, were oifcou- 
racred from dealing in them. Some time ago the Board, at the recominc-ndatton of the late Refident, 
reduced the rate of duties on raw filk at Benares from 5 to 2 f per cent, I do not know how it 
happened that we omitted to make a fimilar reduaion at the fame time m die duties on filk piece 
goods, fmee, independent of other confideratioris, it is an incontrovertible pr>«i«p!e of policy in 
every populous and commercial ftate, to encourage the exportation of its irunufaaures, even in a 
greaLr degree than of its raw or uiiwrought commodities. I have correaed this omiflion 
prefent regulations, and I think I may venture to affirm, that it will be attended with no bfspt 
revenue to the Rajah, as the enefeafe of commerce, and confeqiiently of cuftoms, which it wul 
occafion, miifl amply compeiifate for the reduaion of the rate. 

Bv fome miftake, either in tranflating or tranferibing the table of rates which accompanied my 
. orders to the Refident, of the agd November 1781, the valuation of chovver, or cow tm.s, was 
fet down at 12 rupees per feer, though the real price of this article nas fe dom ever exceeded 3 od 
4. rupees. It was reprefented to me, in confequence ot this miftake, the duties had been charged 
atfo liigharate, that the Merchants of Nepaul had been deterred from bringing this artick, foc 
ibme .years paft, to Benares 5 and as it is one of the principal commodities which their country aftords, 
the commerce with them had been greatly affeaed. In the prefent regulations I have correaed 
this miftake, and have valued the white chowers at 4 rupees, and tne black at 3 rupees pec 
fecr. 

To obviate effeaually the apprehenfions of the Merchants of Merppoor, who, from their fuf- 
feiings, have Contrailed a diffidence very unfavourable to the growffi of commerce, I have, m 
compliance with a petition which they prefented to me, direaed the Reiuieat to depute^one of hip 
affiftar.ts to refide at that place, for the purpofe of receiving their complaints, which he to trani^ 
mit to the Refident, or the officers of Government, with a reprefmtation of tne circumftances, as 
far as they may come to his knowledge, but he is not to exerCife of himlldt any aa of coercive 
authoritv: And as the Merchants had offered in their petition to fupport the expenee of this ap¬ 
pointment by a voluntary payment of 4 anna^ ijer hundred rupees on the yidue of their goods 
Lported or imported by them at Mirzaptrpr, I have for the prefent authmifed tae receiving of this 
feel but I have given particular direaions to the Refident, in cafe it fhould ever occ^ton any com- 
plaints, totranfmit immediate intimations to you, and fufpend the further colleaionof it until your 
pleafure flnill be known* 

Juffperdeo Sing, the late Manager, has delivered to me an account Jumnia WalTel Baky, from the 
beginning of the Fuffellee year iigi, until the time when he was removed irom office, ihis 
account Rates his collections from the Zemindars, Aumils, and armers of the land re venue,^at 
rupeesof forts 30,82,164. 8. 9 > or Benares rupees 30 , 44 . 39 '^* 3 > and from the 

nares rupees 2,81,006. ii. 6 : and an account which I have received from Mr^ f owke ftates tne 
fubiequent collections of Baboo Ajaib Sing, the new Naib, from the land rev^ue, at 
forts 124,006. 15. Q, and the Huzzoor colleaions at rupees 85,729. lO. 0.— The whole of didc 
collections hilling fo far ftiort of the revenue of the province, it was my intention to have^cauled a 
niinutemve.(Bgationof Tuggerdeo Sing’saccountto have been, made under my own immediate m. 
TpeCtion, but the neceffity which has occurred for my fudden departure has obliged me to coritcnt 
myfelf with direfling Mr. Fowke to refer them to the proper officers for examination, 



enjoined BaboO Ajaib Sing to pay attention to the balances that are ftill due from the far- 
mcrs^'autnils, &c. on account of laft year, and to take fuch meafures as may be moft effefiual for 


recovering them. 


' The drought, wliicH has prevailed in fo extraordinary a degree for feme years paft in the t^eftern 
parts of Indoftan, has idfo been felt with great feverity in this province; but Ihoua^h the fata! effeifs of 
it m^fiy be of fonie duration, it is with pleabne I can mform you that the caiife is at an end. The 

preient feaft^n has been extremely favourable, the lands have been Cultivated with uncommon care 
md induftcy, and ti\e whole face of the countiy promifes a plentihil harveft.

I have received an official letter from the Chief Magi ft rate, reprefenting the great diftrefs to which 
the town of Benares is fubjeS,from the want of grain in the prelent great fcarcity and drought, and 
requefting that I would diredd: the Naib to take off the duty on that article ; the Naib, on the con-^ 
trary, has reprefeiited this as a probable lofs to a very large amount. 1 beg to receive the honour of 
your inftru6lions with refpeft to the extent of the Chief Magiftrate’s authority ht tliis point, and how 
far I may confider his requeft as authorifing the remiffion of the duty. In the mean time, how¬ 
ever, to mitigate the immediate diftrefs of the town, I have directed a partial remiffion of the duty, v/hich 
I have confined to the Chokies in and near Benares. In this I had alfo in view the fupport of the 
Clfief Magistrate’s authority and dignity in the eyes of the public, who looked up to him for relief, 
and having heard of his application, were perfunded it would not be in vain. ’ I haye ordered the 
Cuftom Mafter to give me an exaeft and daily account of Che lofs arifing from this remiffion, which 
I ftiall do myfelf the honour of laying before you.

The with-holding this fum from circulation in the city of Benares, the refidence of many capital 
fhrofts, and particularly of Gopauls.Dofs Saw,whofe concerns with the Honourable Company’s mi-- 
litary expences is well known to your Honourable Board, is attended with mariy and great inconve- 
niencies, both immediately to them, and will alfo be felt in the payments of the public revenue to be 
made in the two fucceeding mondis. 

For thefe reafons 1 have been induced to fubmit to your confideration, whether the remitting this 
fum to the Prefidency by bills of Exchange, or to any other ftation where the calls of Government may 
require a fupply of cafh, may not be neceffary.

I Received the honour of your letter of the 29th Ultimo, diredling me to endeavour to obtain from 
the Rajah Naib the kills of Cautick, Augun, and Poofe, and alfo that of Maug. 

By my accounts tranfrnitted to your Honourable Board, under date the 31ft January 1784, you 
would be informed, that the kifts of Cautic had been received ^ the kills of Aughun has fince been 
paid, ar\d I hope fhortly to receive that of Bofe. 

The caufe of the prefent difficulty that the Naib finds in liquidating the Rajah’s kills proceeds 
prtucipally from the heavy lofs which this country fuftairicd in the Kurreef harvell for want of rain. 
This is tne harveft on which the kifts at the beginning of the year folely depend; great part of 
this ms loft by the drought, and the Aumils, confequently, rendered lefs capable of making good their 
engagements with pundtuality than in a plentiful year. To this may be added the lofs which the 
collodions of this country fuffered in ftriking off all duties upon grain; which, though abfolutely 
neceffary to leffen the high price of grain which the drought occafioned, was neverthelefs attetided 
with a heavy lofs to the colJedions, 

There is alfo one fund which, in former years, was often applied in this country to remedy tem¬ 
porary inconveniencies in the revenue, and which, in the pre^nt year, does not exitt : This was the 
private fortunes of merchants and Ihroffs refident in Benares, from whom Aumils of credit could ob^ 
tain temporary loans to fatisfy the immediate calls of the Rajah. The funis, which uled to cir¬ 
culate betwixt the aumil and the merchant, have been turned into a different channel by bills of Ex¬ 
change, to defray the expences. of Government, both on the weft coaft of India, and alfo at 
Madras.

jP^EAD the following letter from the Honourable tlie Governor Gcueml. 

Lucknow, the 2d April 1784# 

EDWARD WHELER, Efq. Coundl, See, kc. Fort William. 

Gentlemen, 

Having Contrived, bv making forced ftages, while the troops of my efcort marched at the ordi¬ 
nary rate, to make away ofhve days at Bcnares, I was thereby furniflied with the means of ac¬ 
quiring fome knowledge of the Rate of the province, which I am anxious to communicate to you. 
Indeed the inquiry, which was in a great degree obtruded upon me, affedled me with very morti¬ 
fying rcfle^ons on my own inability to apply it to any ufeful piirpofe. .From the confines of Buxar 
to Benares I was followed and fatigued by the clamours of the difeontented inhabitants; it was 
what I expected in a degree, becaufe it is rare that the exerclfe of authority Ihould prove fatif- 
fadory to all who are the objedls of it. The dhlreffes which were produced by the long continu¬ 
ed drought unavoidably tended to heighten the general difeontent; yet I have reafoa to fear that 
the caufeexifted principally in a defedive, if not a corrupt and oppreffive adminiftration. Of a mul¬ 
titude of petitions which were prefentedto me, and of which I took minutes, every one that did not 
relate to a perfonal grievance contained the reprefentation of one and the fame fpecies of oppreffion, 
which is in its nature of an influence moft fatal to the future cultivation.The pradice to which I allude 
is this:—It is aiErmed that the aumils and renters exad from the proprietors of the adual harvell a 
large increafe in kind on their ftipulated rent, that is, from thofe hold their pottahs by the ten¬ 
ure of paying one half of the produce of their crops, either the whole without a fubterfugc, or a large 
proportion of it by falfe meafurement, or other pretexts; and from thofe whofe engagements are for 
a fixed rent in money, the half or a greater proportion is taken in kind. This is, in effedf, a tax 
upon the induftry of the inhabitants, fince there is fcarce a field of grain in the province, I might iay 
not one, which nas not been preferved by the inceflant labour of me cultivator, by digging wells foV 
their Ibpply, or watering them from the wells of Mafonry (Do Orig.) with which this country a- 
bounds, or from the neighbouring tanks, rivers, and nullahs^ 

The people who impofed on themfelves this voluntary and extraordinary labour, and not unat¬ 
tended with expence, did it in the expedation of reaping the profits of it ; and it is as certain, that 
they would not have done it, if .they had known that the rulers, from whom they were entitled to 
an indemnificdiion, would take from thena what they had fo hardly earned. If the fame adminiftra¬ 
tion continues, and the country fhall again labour under a want of tlie natural rains, every field will 
be abandoned, the revenue fail, and thoufands perifli through the want of fubfiftence j for who will, 
labour foi the foie benefit of others, and to make himfelf the fubjeil of vexation ? 

Thefe praftices are not to be imputed to the Aumils employed in the dillrltSs, but to the Naib 
himTelf. The avowed principle on which he adls, and which he acknowledged to myfelf, is, that 
the whole fum fixed for the revenue of the province mull be collefted : and that for this purpofe, the 
deficiency arifing in places where the crops have failed, or which have been left uncultivated, mirfl 
be ibpplied from the refoufces of others, where the foil has been better fuited to the feafon, or the 
induftry of the cultivators more fuccefsfully exerted ; a principle which, however fpecious and 
plaufible it may at fidl appear, certainly tends to the moft pernicious and deftrudUve confer 
quences. 

If this declaration of the Naib had been made only to myfelf, I might have doubled my coriftruc"* 
tionofit; but it was repeated by him to Mr, Anderfon, who underftood k exadlly in the fame fenfe* 
In the management of the Cuftonms, the condudl of the Naib, or of the officers under him, was 
forced alfo upon my attention. 1 he exorbitant rates exadlcd by an arbitrary valuation of the goods, 
the pradlice of exadling duties twice on the fame goods, firft from the feller, and afterwards from 
the buyer, and the vexatious dilputes and delays drawn on the merchants by thefe oppreftions, 
were loudly complained of; and fome inftances of this kind were faid to exilt at the very time 
when I was in Benares. Under fuch circumftanccs we are not to wonder if the merchants of fo¬ 
reign countries are dlfcouraged from reforting to Benares, and if the commerce of that province 
fliould annually <* ;"cay, Other evils, or imputed evils, have accidently come to my knowledge, 
which I will not now particularize, as I hope that, with the afliftanccot the Refident, they maybe in 
part corre£h‘d. One, however, I muft mention, becaufe it has been verified by my own obferva- 
tion, and is of that kind which reflects an unmerited reproach on our general and national cha- 
xadler*

When I was at Buxar, the Refickntvat my defire, enjoined the Naib to appoint creditable peo¬ 
ple to every town through which our route iay^ to perfuade and encourage tlie inhabitants to remain 
in their houfes, promifiiig to give them guards as I approached;, and they required it for their pro- 
ted'ion ; and that he might perceive how earned I was for his obiervation of this precaution (which 
I am certain was faithfully delivered) I repeated it to him in perfon, and difmifled him that be might 
precede me for thatpurpole ; but, to my great difappointment, I found every place through which 
I paffed, abandoned, nor had there been a man left in any of them for their protecStion, I ^rn forry 
to add, that from Buxar to the oppofite boundary, I have feen nothing but the traces of complete de- 
vaftation in every village ; whether caufed by the followers of the troops which have lately pa/Ted for 
their natural relief (and 1 know not whether my own may not have had their fhare) or from the 
appxehenfions of the inhabitants, left to thenvfelves, and of themfelves deferted their houfes. 

I wlfhto acquit my own countrymen of the blame of thefe unfavourable appearances, and in my own 
heart I do acquit t|tem •, for atone encampment near a large village called Derrera, in the Pergunnah 
of Zemancea, a croud of people came tome, complaining that tfieir former Aumil, who was a na¬ 
tive of the place, and had long been eftablifhed in authority over them, and whofe cuftorn it had 
been, whenever any troops pafted, to remain in perfon, on the fpot, for their jproteftion ; having been 
removed, the new Aumil, on the approach of any military detachment, him fcfffirflilcd fromthe place, 
and the inhabitants, having no one to whom they could apply for redrefs, or for the reprefentation of 
their grievances, and being thus remedilefs, fled alfo ; fo that their houfes aud efte6ls became a prey 
to anj perfon who chofe to plunder them* The general conclufion appeared to me an inevitable 
conlequence from fuch aftate of facts, and my owm fenfes bore teftimony to it in this fpecific ijiftance; 
nor do I khow how it is polHble for any officer, commanding a militar}’’ party, how attentive foever 
he may be to the difeipline and forbearance of his people, to prevent diforders, w^hen there is neither 
oppofition to hinder, nor evidence to deter them. 

Thefe, and many other irregularities, I impute folely to the Naib, and I think it my duty to re¬ 
commend his inftant removal. I would niyfelf have difmilTed him, had the controul of this province 
come within the line of my powders, and have eftablifhed fuch regulations and checks as would have 
been mod likely to prefent the like irregularities. I have faid checks, becaufe unlefs there is fome in¬ 
fluence, and a powerful and able one, impending over the head of the manager, no fyftcm can avail. 
The next appointed may prove, from fome defedf, as unfit for the office as the prefent; for the 
choice is limited to few without experience to guide it. The firft was of my own nomination : 
His merits and qualifications flood in equal balance with my knowledge ofthofe who might have beeit 
the candidates for the office j but he was the father of the Rajah, and the affinity funk the fcale 
wholly in his favour; for who could be fo fit to be entrufted with the charge of his foU'S interefts, 
and the new credit of the rifing family ? He deceived my expectations. Another was recommend¬ 
ed by the Refident, and at my inflance the Board appointed him. This was Jugger Deo Sing, the 
prefent Naib ; I knew him not, and the other Members of the Board as little. While Mr Mark¬ 
ham remained in office, of whom, as his immediate patron he may have flood in awe, I am told that 
he rcflrainedffiis natural difpofidon, which has been deferibed to me as rapacious, unfeeling, haughty, 
and to an extreme vindkfive. 

I cannot avoid remarking, that excepting the city of Benares itfelf, the province depending upon It 
is inefled without a government, the Naib exerciiing only a dependant jurifdidh'on, without a prin¬ 
cipal. 'I'he Rajah is without authority, and even his name difufed in the official inftruments iffued 
or taken by the manager. The repreientation of his fituation lhall be the fubjedlof another letter ; 
I have made this already too long, and flxall confine it to the fingle fubjedt, for the communication 
of vhich it was begun : This permit me to recapitulate~The adminiftration of the province is mif- 
condudted, and the people opprefled ; trade difeouraged, and the revenue, though faid to be exceeded 
in the adlual collecSfions by many lacks (for I have a minute account of it, which ftates the nett 
amount, including Jaghires, at fomething more than 51 lacks) in danger of a rapid decline from 
the violent appropriation of its means. The Naib or manager is unfit for his' office *, a new manager 
is required, and a fyftem of official controul—in a word, a conflitution ; for neither can the Board 
extend its fuperintending powers to a diftridf fo remote from its obfervation, nor has it delegated 
that authority to the Refident, who is merely the reprefentative of Government, and the receiver 
of its revenue in the laft procefs of it; nor indeed would it be poffible to render him wholly fo, for 
reafons which 1 may hereafter detail. 

If, Gentlemen, you fliould think proper to entruft me with powers for this purpofe, I will cheat-" 
lully undertake the reformation of the country, and will be anfwerable for its efte£fs j but I entreat 
that your"refolves may be inftant ; for from the hour that it is known that fuch a defign is in con¬ 
templation (and it will be known in ten days after your receipt of it) the authority of the manager 
will fink with his influence, unlels it is preferved by fome immediate pledge of confirmation ; and 
fuch I would advife, if you ihould deem it improper to yield to my recommendation. I have the happi- 
nefs to find all men fatisfied and happy in the excellent adminiftration of the city of Be¬ 
nares ; and have experienced what few men of the firft flation have known in the intcrcourfe wdth 
VoL.

the Rajah and the Rannee, 1 fliall agree to his appoiritmeut, with the checks .which the Governor 

General propofes_I mean thofc of the Canongocs and Aumeen, which promife d kennty to the 

Rvotv^. T here appears to be an objedtion to that part of the. Governor General s hrlt propolitioa 
which declares/^'That the Raiah {hall nut refufe or delay his authentication of fuch papers, &c. 

or orders, as Iball be prefcnted to him by the Naib.’’ The influence ot fuch'a regulation ri^nt 
be underftood} but the regulation itfelf ftiuuld not be publicly declared or tmforced by our Go^. 
vernment. I inaagine the Naib will always baye fu.fHeierit influence to obtain thole fanctions hnrn 
the Rj^ah; and the confideration that this, powor rells ultimately in the Rajah, though he may have 
little capacity, may he neecifary for bis proteiSiian and confequence.

Mr. Wheeler.—In my minute of the iQth ofhft month, recorded on our proceedings of the 20tly 
i delivered my opinion on the reply which I thought proper to be given to the Governor (.ienerafs 
letter of the 2d April, in refpefl to the condition of the Zemindary of Benares, I regretted thnt 
the Governor General had not communicated to us the plan by which he intended toaccomphih 
the reformation of the country, becaufe the fubjea v/ould have, been then completely before^us, 
« and our refolutions on it might have been as inftant as he wifhed ; and I propofed that the Go- 
vernor General Ihould be requefted to lay before us the whole of his intended plan, on receiving 
« which we fliould determine finally on his lettet 5 and if he fboiild conceive that bad confequences 
« to the Company, or a failure of revenue, might enfue from this delay in our refolution, that we 
fhould give our fandlion to the Governor General for the difmiffion of the prefent Naib, and for 
‘‘ the appointment of any perfon who is at prefent an inhabitant of the country of Benares, whofe 
qualifications arc fuited to the charge, who is known and refpeaed by the people, and whcife truiT 
« iball be exclufively confined to the management of the Zemindary, to fucceed to the office now 
held by Jagger Deo Sing.” 


In the letter addreffed by the Board to the Governor General on the 20th of iaft month, they ex-, 
prefled themlelves as follows : 


We fhall be happy to be made acquainted with your intended plan for the reformation of the 
“country: and make no doubt that you will keep in view the particular circumftances in which 
“ this government is fituated with refpea to Benares. We wifh as much as poffible to avoid fre- 
quent changes in the adminiftration of the colleiSHons. t rom the coufequenees which fuch 
changes muft inevitably produce, we fhall readily adopt any checks which you may think likely 
“ to be effbaual for fecuring the happinefs of the people, and the equal coIle<aion and regular pay- 
“ ment of the revenue, without encroaching upon the rights which have been cftablilhed to the 
“ Rajah, by the agreement which you made with him in 1781. 


“ We are much concerned at thofe appearances of oppreffior which you obferved.in your progr^fs 
“ through the Zemindary, and wifh it maybe in the power of this government to apply a fufficient 
“ and permanent remedy.’' 


The Governor General has now fubmitted his plan to our confideration, and defircs our early de- 
cifion on it. The Rajah is reprefented as incapable of the management of the Zemindary; and the 
Governor juftlyobferves, that if he were otherwife, we could not with any fhew of juftice transfer 
the management of it from him to any other perfon. His incapacity has been long a fubje< 9 : of our 
belief j and it was alfo known to us, that the Rauze was beftowed on Bauboo Mahipnarain, in the 


year lySx, merely becaufe he was the next lineal heir to it. I confider him in the light of a minor 
Zemindar, who has the nominal charge of a country by right of inheritance; but as he is not able 


to manage it, a Dev/an or Naib is appointed to manage it for him. The office of Naib of Benares 
was given by the Governor General, in the year 1781, to Doorbejy Sing, the father of Rajah Mahip¬ 
narain. Doorbejy Sing behaved ill, and was guilcy of oppreifion, and was therefore removed from 
the Naibut at the end of X782. He was fucceeded by J'^gger Deo Sing ; but this man is alfo repre¬ 
fented to us by the Governor General as oppreflive ^ and the Governor General propofes his removal 
from office. It is true, that he has difcharged the Rajah’s kilts vvith regularity; but if the people 
grieve under his management, and if the country is defolated, no time lliould ^ loft in removing 
him, and with him, if poffible, the evils that are complained of; and this opinion I deliver, at the 
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time I coincide entirely in that of the Board, that we ought to avoid as much as poiKble frequent 
changes in the adminiftration of revenue colledions—yet I would not on this principle perfift in al¬ 
lowing the continuance of an evil reported to us'by the firft authority, where it is thought that fuch 
evil may be flopped, becaufe fuch allowance mufl ultimately turn to the ruin of the country, and, 
in the prefent inftance of a country, which has, until lately, been efteemed above every other in India 
for its fertility. 

The Governor Generars plan propofes checks, which he informs us are ^‘not notfo much Intended 
for the fecurity of the Company’s rent, as the faithful adminiftration of the charge held by the 
reprefentative of the Rajah, to whom we owe that attention, while we preclude him from the 
dire^lt management, and authorife an intermediate agency for his behalf.” But I fuppofe that 
the Company’s rent cannot be prejudiced by the plan, fmee the Governor does not propofe a dimu- 
iiition of it { and there is nothing in the fpirit of the plan which I conceive will have that tendency. 
It is propofed as a temporary expedient; and the Governor declares he will be anfwerable for the 
cFe£l of it as fuch. He has the greateft reliance on the wifdom and integrity of Ally Ibrahim 
Cawn.—He acquaints us, that the fmie opinion is univerfally entertained of him.'—Ajaib Sing the 
perfon recommended to be the Naib in the room of Jagger Deo Sing, is reprefented to us by the 
C5overnor General to be generally refpe6ted, and reputed to be well qualified for the oJfice ; we are 
informed that he is the Raiuiy’s brother, and that he is her choice, and the choice of the Rajah j the 
allotment to the Canongoes of the full charge of their offices feems to be very proper, and well 
calculated for the happinefs of the people.

Dear Sir, Benares, 22d June 1784. 

A Veryftrong report has prevailed at Benares, of your intention of appointing a new Naib for 
the approaching year. I mention this on account of the effeil which the prevalence of fuch 
an idea amongft the Aumils will probably have on the cultivation at this particular time. The 
heavy Muffuifil kilts have now been collected by the Aumils; the feafon of tillage is arrived; the 
Ryots muft be indulged, and even affifted by advances ; and the Aumil muft look for his returns in 
the abundance of the crop, the confequence of this early attention to the cultivation. The efteit 
is evident which the report of a change in the firft officer of the Revenue muft have on the minds of 
the Aumils, by leaving them at an uncertainty of what they have in future to exped ; and in pro¬ 
portion to the degree of this uncertainty, their efforts and expences in promoting the cultivation will 
be languid and fparing. 

In romphance with the Naib’s requeft, I have written to all the Aumils, encouraging and ordering 
them to attend to the cultivation of their refpeftive diftri<fts. 

But I conceive I fhould be able to promote this very defirable intention much more eftciSIually, 
if you would honour me with the communication of your intentions on this fubjeft ; at the fame 
time I cannot help juft remarking, that if a change is intended, the foonerit takes place the more 
the bad effe^fts I have deferibed will be obviated.

I’wo 
eighteen pounders arc on their way from Chunar, and a battery for them will fhortly be ready within 
four hundred yards of the wall; fo that on the arrival I lliall immediately begin to effect a. breach, 
which willj i hope, alarm the befieged to furrender. 


The iVaiah’s mother, wife, and all his women, with thofe of many of his . principal depen¬ 
dants, are in the fort; on their account I hope we fhall not be obliged to ftorm, and alfo for that 
of the troops, as the rock is fo exceedingly fteep, that it mufl be very difficult to afeendj and if the 
affailed fljould adt refolutely, next to impoifible. 


Some propofals have already been made by the Rajah’s mother, but they are too unreafonable to 
deforve attention, being'nearly demands of a continuance in the Raje j yet ii is piobabie her fears.

I did myfelf the honour of informing you, in my letter of the 19th ultimo, of the operations of 
the detachment to that date. Since that two eighteen pounders have been opened on fort from 
the former batteries, but not with the cfFe£t hoped for, as the wall has proved to be very ftrong, and 
icfift the (hot with but little damage, A few days ago one of the large guns was rendered totally 
ufelefs by fplittirig, which has obliged me to fend to Chunar for more, and I am now waiting their 
•imival from thence j but that no unneceflkry delay might occur, a mine has been opened under the 
contiguous work to the intended breach ; the firft gallery is finifhed, and near four feet carried on 
towaifls the breached work, fo that if no accident happens, I hope by the 6th to blow up as much of 
the wall as will make an accelfible breach for the fbrm. 


Three Hill Mangees, with their followers, attacked the batteries, but wcre repulfed irnmcdiately. 
We had only four people wounded. Five of the enemy were found dead in the morning, which 
leads me to fuppofe they muft have had many wounded. 


A detachment marched this morning to fcour the woods, andfeize tire families of thefe offenders. 
This muft put a ftop to fuch infolence in future.

EXTRACT of the Governor General’s Narrative of his Proceedings at Benares in 1781* 

ATter having gained polTeffion of Luttefpore, Major Popham loft no time in prcfecuting his 
march to Bidjeegur.^—Cheit Sing did not wait his approach, but fled, taking with him as much 
trealure as his elephants and camels could carry, which has been reported to me to have conlifted 
of one lack of mohrs, and fifteen or fixteen of fdver, befides jewels to an unknown amount. 
His wife, a woman of an amiable charafter, his mother Paund, and all the other women of his fa¬ 
mily, and thefurvivors of the family of his father Bulwant Sing, who were connected with his, were 
left in the fort of Bidgeegur . He took the route of Rewa, and from thence proceeded to Panna, 
the capital of Bund'lecund, paying as plundered as he palled. He was, by the Inft advices, in that 
country. The Rajah profeffiiig in his letters to me a refolution to withdraw his protedlion from him, 
and fecretly favouring him. 

The fortrefs of Bidjeegur furrendered by capitulation on the lOth of November, yielding to Ma¬ 
jor Popham the peculiar credit of having furrnounted all the obftacles which nature and art had op-^ 
pofed to* the conqueft of two of the fortreJfes pf Hindoftan, which had been before univerfally deemed 
impregnable*

1 am this inflant favoured with yours of yefterday ; mine to you of the fame date has before this 
time acquainted you with my refolutions and fentimcnts refpecSfing the Rannee. I think every 
demand Ihe has made to you, except that of fafety and rcfpciSt for her perfon^ is unreafonablc. 
If the reports brought to me are true, your rcje< 9 :ing her offers^ or any negociations with her, 
would foon obtain you pofleilion of the fort upon your own terms. I apprehend that file will con¬ 
trive to defraud the captors of a confiderable part of the booty, by being fuifered to retire without 
cxa?ninadon j but this is your confideration, and not mine. I fhould he forry that your officers 
and fddiers loll any part of the reward to which they are fo well entitled, but I cannot make any ob¬ 
jection, as you mud be the bell judge of the expediency of the promifed indulgence to the Rannec. 
What you have engaged for, I will certainly ratify; but as to perrrlitting the Raiinee to hold the 
Purgunnah of Kurleek, or any other in the Zemindary, v/ithout being fubjeCl to the authority of 
the Zemindar, or any lands whatever, or indeed making any conditions with her for a provifion, I 
will never confent to it.

My Dewan Can too Baboo has fl-^evvn me a letter addreffed to him from Panna, thq mother of 
Cheyt Sing, entreating his, intercelTion, that fhe may be relieved from the hardflilps and dangers of 
her prefent fituation, and offering to furrender the fort of Bidjygur, and the treafure and valuable 
efFedts contained in it, provided fhc can be affured of fafety and protection to her perfon and ho* 
nour, and to that of her family and attendants, and that Cantoo hirhfelf will undertake to conduCl 
her out of the fort to fuch place of fecurity as fhe (hall choofe. As this offer affords a profpedl of 
your obraining poffeilion of the fort, and the wealth which It contains, without further lofs or delay, 
1 have judged it proper to accept it, and directed Cantoo to repair to your camp immediately, with as 
many doolies and as can be collefted for the conveyance of Ranna, her family, and fuch ne- 
cefiaries as are indifpenfable to woriien of their condition. 


You will be pleafed, when Cantoo arrives with you, to fend a meffenger of your own, accompanied 
with one from him, to acquaint Panna that I have fent him, conformably to her requeft, to receive 
and coiiduCl her with fafety and honour to whatever place fhe may choofe as her refidence, and that 
I am willing to grant her now the fame conditions to which I at firft confented, provided that flie 
delivers into your poffcdion, within twenty-four hours from the time of receiving your meiiage, 
the fort of Bidjygur, with the treafure and effefts lodged therein by Cheyt Sing, or any of his ad¬ 
herents ; with the referve only, as above-mentioned, of fuch articles as you fhall think neceffary to 
her fex and condition, or as you fhall b^ difjppfed of yourfelf to indulge her with : If fhe complies, as 
I cxpedl (he will, it will be your part to fecure the fort and the property it contains for the benefit 
of yourfelf and detachment* I have only further to requefl that you will grant an efeort, if Panna 
fhould require it, to conducSfcher here, or wherever fhe may choofe to retire to. But fhould fhe refufe 
to execute the prornife fhc has made, or delay it beyond the term of 24 hours, it is my pofitive in- 
junitlon that you immediately put a flop to any further intercourfe or hegociation with her, and on 
no pretext renew it. If fhe difappoints or trifles with nie, after I have fubjedted my Duan to the dif- 
grace of returning iaeffevitually, and of courfe myfclf to diferedit, I fhall confider it. as a wanton 
aflfont and indignity, which 1 can never forgive ; nor will I grant her any conditions whatever, but:v 
leave herexpofed to thofe dangers which fhe has chofen to rilk, rather than truft to the clemency 
and generofity of our government. I think fhe cannot be ignorant of thefe confequences, and will 
not venture to incur theroi and it is fdr thefe reafous I place a dependance on her oftbrs, and have 
confented to fend my Duan to her^

Dear Sir, ' 

I did rnyfelf the honour the day before yefterday, to inform you of the furrender of this place, and 
the fituation of affairs at that time. 

The Rhannee came out of the fort with her family and dependents the loth at night, owing to 
which fuch attention was not paid to her as I wifhed; and lam exceedingly forry to inform you, that 
the licentioufnefs of our followers was beyond the bounds ofcontroul, for, notwithftanding all I could 
do, her people were plundered on the road of moft of the things which they brought out of the fort • 
by which means one of the articles of furrender has been much infringed. The diftrefs I have 
felt upon this occafion cannot be expreffed, and can only be allayed by a firm performance of the 
other articles of the treaty, which I fhall make it my bufinefs to enforce. 

The fufpicions which the officers had of treachery, and the delay made to our getting pofleffion, 
had enraged them, as well as the troops, fo much, that the treaty was at firfi: regarded Ts void ; but 
this determination was foon fucceeded by pity and compaffion for the unfortunate befieged. 

The women are now in tents at a little diftance from the camp, with a proper fafeguard, and I 
have fent into the fort for thofe conveniences which are neceffary to their fituation, and the Rhan¬ 
nee will have herfliare of fifteen per cent, exadfly paid her. She will remain here until fuch time 
as bearers and carriages can be procured to convey her to Benaris, where fhe wifhes to re,fide; 
but Ihe earneftjy begs that fhe may not be dependent upon the old Rhannee, the new Rajah, or 
Ouffaun Sing. She tells me that fhe has a houfe at Benares (that I believe in which the Nabob 
Saadut Alii now lives) alfo another at Gungapore, about four cofs from the city : both thefe fhe 
hopes for from your indulgence, and, for future fupport, fhe moft humbly fubmits to your gene- 
rofity. Cantoo Baboo is with the Rhannee ; and as he has particularly requefted that Captain Scott 
may pitch his tent near hers, and accompany her on her way to Benares, I have cpnfented, and he 
will move accordingly. 

I have to requeft that you will give orders for fuch a number of bearers and coolies as can be col- 
Ie6led to be fent here immediately, to conduct the Rhannee and her family, &c. who are in all 
about 300 women, befides children. Thirty Or forty choupalas will alfo be neceffary, and if fome 
Bazar is likewife fent, it will make the journey perfeCly convenient: I fhall furnifh a fufficient ef- 
cort—^very means is taking to procure bearers here, but I fear this country will aftbrd but very few 1 
on which account, I hope many will come from Benaris. 

Dhouda Buggutt may juftly be faid to have occafioned the Rhannee’s fufferings, as he caufed the 
delay in the furrender of the fort Bogweifdial: the Buxey, on the contrary, a<fted with the greateft 
honour, and fhould he furvive the fever he is now ill of, I think he will merit the attention of Go¬ 
vernment. Ghumput Roy alfo demands praile, for the fufferings which his attachment to our Go¬ 
vernment has drawn on him. He is likewife with the Rhanna.

T Have received your letter of the 12th, and fincerely congratulate you on the ealy conqueft which 

you have made of Bidjygur. 

It gives me great concern, that the licentioufnefs of any perfons under your command fhould have 
given caufe to complain of the infringement of the fmalleft article of the capitulation in favour of the 
mother of Cheyt Sing and her dependents. I hope you will difcover the offenders, and oblige them 
to make reftitution, and alfo punifh them in the moft exemplary manner. I rely on your humanity 
and juftice to make her all the recompence in your power, by a fcrupulous attention to enforce the 
performance of the remaining ftipulations in her favour. 

Bearers, coolies, and other conveyances, have been ordered for the women and their effecSs. 

The mother of Cheyt Sing, her family and attendants, may refide wherever fhe pleafes, and fhe 
mall be put in pofleffion of fuch houfes as are her own immediate property.

T he Secretary haying repelved the following mjlnute, with the letter inelofed in it, from the Go- 
vernor Geiieral, they w'cr.e ci^,culated agreeable to.his infLu^hons. 

Governor General, %*]ik Nov. 1782. 

1 defire the Secretary to lay the accompanying letters from Mr. Markham before the Board, and 
requeft that orders may be immediately knt to him concerningthe fubjefts contained in them. 

It ipay be necdlary to inform the Board, that on repeated Information from Mr, Markham, 
which indeed, was confirmed to me beyopd a doubt by other channels, and. by private affurances.. 
which I could tfuft, that the affairs of that province were likely to fall into the greateft confufion, 
from the mifconduia of B’aboo Doorkbelej^ Sing, whom I had'appointed the Najh ) fearing, the- 
dangerous confequences of a delay, and being at too great a diftance to confult the members of the 
Board, who I, knew could, repofe that confidence in my local knowledge, as to admit, of this 
occafional exercife of my own fepajrate authority, I wrote to Mr. Markham the letter to which he. ' 
alludes, dated September laft,' of which ,I nOw hy, before the Board a copy. 

The firft of the accorripanying letters from Mr. Markham arrived at a time when a fevere.return 
of wy late illnefs obliged"me, by the advice of my phyficlaris, to leave Calcutta for the benefit of the 
country air, and prevented me from bringing it earlier before the notice of the Board. It had 
indeed been my intention, but for the fame caufe,* to have requefted the inftruftions of the Board for 
the conduftof Mr. Markham in the difficulties which he had to encounter immediately after the 
date of my letter to him, and to have recommended the fubftance ofdt foran order of the Boards of 
which. indeedd had given him expedfation ; and this will account for his letter of the 24th O 61 :ober, 
ftating the fubjed, without any reference to the orders which I had given him : and for his fub- 
lequent letters referring to my orders, for what, he kid done in obedience to them, and in default 
of orders from the Board. 

I do now moft carneftly recommend that the Board will be pleafed to confirm the appointment 
which Mt. Markham has made, and to dire6t him to exad from Baboo Doorkbejey Sing with the 
utinofl: rigour every rupee of the colledlions which it fhall appear that he has made, and Jiot broughtv 
to accouht ) and cither €0 confine him at Benares, or to fend him a prifoner to Chunar, and to^ 
keep him in confinement until he fhall have difeharged the whole of the amount due from him. 

1 fed myfelf, and may be allowed on fuch an occafion to acknowledge it, perfonally hurt at the 
ing-ratltude of this man, .indthe diferedit which his ill condufthas thrown on my ap^intmentof him. 
In'iny own* juftification it wiH be fuflicient to recur to the remembrance of my afilgned motive, for 
his appointment. 

The Rajah himfelf, fcarcely arrived at the verge of manhood, was in undcrftandlng but little ad¬ 
vanced beyond the term^of childhood, and it had**been the policy of Cheyt Sing to keep him equally 
fecluded from the world and from bufeicfs. It was tlierefore indifpenfably neceflary to depute fome 
perfon for the management of his affairs, and no one certainly could appear fo fit for this truft as his 
own father, whofe external appearance and behaviour, and the mode. of his education {which qua- 
iities were all that could be yet known of his characlrer) feemed befides to qualify him for that charge. 
He had deceived me ; he has offended againft the Government which 1 then reprefented, and me¬ 
rits at leaft the punifhmeat of a rigid exadtion of its dues, and, in my opinion, a forfeiture of itjs 

bounties. 
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bounties. As he allowed a Jaghcer of a very liberal amOilnt, fcS enable hitti' 16 maliitairi a ftrild 
and confequence fuitable both to the felatioft inwhich he ffood to the Rajah, and Ihe high o/Kce whicK 
had been affivned to him, and fuMcient alfo to free hhni frorti |fhe terftptatiori of little’ arid mean 
culations ; it is therefore my opinion, and I recommend that Mr: Markham be ordered to diveft hirii 
of his jagheer, and re* unite it to the Maulguzary, or the land paying its revenue through the Rajah 
to the Compajif, 

Tke oppt^fition made by the Rajah, and the old Rannee, both equally incapable of judging for 
therafelves, do certainly originate from fome fecrct inlluence, which ought to be checked by a de^ 
cidi^d and peremptory decfaratioa of the authority of the Board, and a denunciation of their difpleafure 
at their prefumptlon. If they can be induced to yield the appearance of a ehearful acquiefcence tit 
the new arranfi;eiTient, and to adopt it as a meafure formed with their paiticipation, it would be bat-^ 
ter than that it fliould be done by a declared a6t of compulfton^ but at all events it ought to be 
done* 

fn the management of this bufinefs I would recoii^mcnd that the Board ti'uil: to Mr* l^arkham’s 
dilcrction for the execution of their orders* 

I mufl beg leave farther to recommend, that Mr* Markham be authorifed to grant the Kdielaut for 
the Niabut to Baboo Jagger Deo Sing, and to carry into execution the other points of my Iciiter of 
the 29 th September. The inibtution of the new offices therein recommended will effe6lually guard 
againR the embezzlements and concealed praftices which the example of Doorkbijey Sing may fugr. 
geft to others entrufted* wkh that charge.

I Have received your letter of the 8th inftant, and am no lefs pleafed with your conduft, than I 
ani'difikished with that ofDoorbijee Sing. I am-thoroughly convinced of his incapacity, and of 
the neceffity of removing him. Your recommendation of Ally Ibrahim Khawn gives me plealure ; 

I confider it as a confirmation ofhis worth, and as an additional ptoof of yours,- that you haVe con¬ 
ceived a friendfhip for the man, who, from the nature of hts office, might poffibly have been to niany 
others in your fituation an obje<Sl: of jealoufy. 

For the reafons you have affigned I think he cannot with propriety accept the Neabut, and for 
the fame reafons I /hotild be willing to make him a Sizawal; it is an invidious office, inferior in 
point of dignity even to that of Naib, and invariably expofes the perfon who poflefTes it to the ill- 
will, not only of Ims- immediate fuperior iit hk d?fl:ri<&; bdt^of all over whorri his authority extends: 
thepoft he already fills is as laborious as it is ufeful and important ^ not only perfecSf leifure, but popu¬ 
lar effeem, is in fome meafure neceflarv to the perfeft difeharge of its duties^ and‘ I fhould be very 
forry to give him an employment tliat^might contribute to rob him of either. Avail yourfelfi 1164 ^- 
ever, ofhis experience and abilities upon all occafions where' they can be of lervice to yott in yt»ur 
public bufinefs, and particularly upon the arrangements which this letter Will authorife Voit'tcf. 
make *■. 

I need not tfel) yon,' my dear Sir, that I pofiefs a very high opinion of your abilities, and that F 
rqpofo the utmofi: confidence in your integrity-: the whole of your conduit fmee our acquaintahcd" 
has forved to imprefij me with ‘thefe fentiments,' and mine Fhope has proved that I entertain them'; 
From your long refidence^at Benares, and from the part yoti have had in the bufinefs of that Zer- 
mindary, you muft certainly befl know the men who are moft capable and deferving of public ehi- 
ployment. From among thefe I authorife you to nominate a Naib to the Rajah in the room of 
pGorbijey Sing, ^vhom on account of his ilp' condudt rthink it neceffiiry to difmift from that office. 
It will hardly be necel&y to except Oofiaun Sing from the defer)ption of men to whom 1 have 
limited your choke, yet’it may not be improper to- apprize yoii that I wiU'ou no terms conferit tW 
his being Naib. 

In formmg the arrangements confoquent upon this new-appc/intment I requelt you Will, auS far' 
as you can v/itli prCrprktyj adopt thofe which were in ufo during the life of JBulwant Sing, fo'fat at'

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_as to have diftincl offices for diftin-fl purpofes, independent of each other, and with proper men 

at the head of each, fothat one office may deteft or prevent any abufes or irreplarities in the others, 
and together form a fyftem of reciprocal checks. Upon that principle I defire you will in parti¬ 
cular eftablifh, under whatever names, one office of receipts, and another of Treafury } the officers 
of both muft be refponfible for the truft and regularity of their refiKdUve accounts, but not fubjedt in 
the ftatement of them to the controul or interference of the Rajah or Naib, nor flhould they be re¬ 
moveable at pleafurc, but for inanifeft mifcondudl only. 

At the head of one or other of thefe offices I could wifti to fee the late Buxey Rogofher Dyall. 
His rondudt in his former office, his behaviour on the revolt of Cheit Sing, and particularly at the 
fall of Bidjeygur, together with his genera! charadler, prove him worthy of employment, and of the 
the notice of our government. It is poffible that he may have objedtions to holding an office'uncler the 
prefent Rajah—oiler him one however, and let him know that you do fo by my uiredtions. 

In forming thefe arrangements do not wholly negledl the Rajah; confult with him in appearance, but 
in appearance only; Flis fituation requires that you ihould do that much, but his youth and inexpe¬ 
rience forbid that you ihould do more. 

With refpedl to Doorbijey Sing, he has diflionoured my choice of him. It now only remains for 
me to guard againft the ill effedts of his milcondudt, to detedl and puniih it. 

To this end, I defire that the officers to be appointed, in confequence of thefe inftruaions, do, with 
as much accuracy and expedition as poffible, make out anaccouht of the receipts, difburfements and 
tranfadtions of Hoorbijey Sing, during the time lie has adted as Naib of the Zemindar of Benares j 
and I defire you will in my name afllire him, that unlefs he pays at the limited time every rupee of the 
revenue due to the Company, his life ihall sinfwer for the default. I need not caution you to pro¬ 
vide againft his flight, and the removal of his effedis.

Honourable Sir, and Sirs, , , t u ^ 

I Have delayed fending to you the accounts Treaftiry for jthe month of bepteniber, as 1 have ye« 
only received from Rajah Myipnarain the fum of 155^000 rupees, in part payment of the kift of 
Bahdown, due the 21ft ultimo. 

The month of Afliii is now elapfed, and I fee no probability of his fpeedily completing the ba¬ 
lance due on account Malguzarry of the laft year. I have in the ftrongeft terms reprefented to the 
Naib Durbeetzy Sing the impropriety of his condu6l, and the ruin which muft attend him, if thus 
aaing contrary to my advice, he wilfully abufes the truft repofed in him by your Honourable Board . 
He cannot plead inability, for I am confident that he has ready cafh now by him more than fufticient 
to anfwer every demand. 

I am forty that my duty obliges me to mention to your honourable Board my apprehenfions ot a 
a fevere lofs accruing to the Honourable Company, if Baboo Durbeetzy Sing is continued in the nai- 
bur during the prefent year. I grounc^my fear on the knowledge I have had of his mifmanagement, 
the bad choice he has made of his aumils, the miftrnft which they have of him, and the feveral com¬ 
plaints which have been preferred to me by the ryoits of almoft every Purgunnah in the Zemin- 
ilary, I did not chule to wafte the time of yout.^onoutable Board, in liliening to my reprefent- 
ations of his inattention to the complaints rf opprellion, which were made to him by his ryotts, as 
I hoped that a letter he received from the Honourable Governor General would have had weight fuf- 
ficient to have made him more regular in his bufinefs, and more careful of his fon’s intereft. I am 
forry to obferve that it was but a temporary remedy to the evil. 

* 

During a courfe of two months illnefs he was incapable of tranfadfing any bufinefs whatfbever. 
In the moft prcftingletters I repeatedly enjoined him to appoint either one of.his brothers, or fome 
confidential fervant, for the,fettling the accounts of his aumils, and for receiving the kifts due from 
them. I imagine he will find himfelf a very confiderable lofer by neglefting this advice. 

An 
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f Ari Innate ilolh in hk dirpofition, &c. ftudied procraftinatlon in every bufinefs where 
and (lifpatch are ncceffary, mark him as unfit for the prefent ftation to which he has been elevated 
hj his alliance with the old family ofBulwant Sing, and the regard which the Honourable Governor 
General paid to the obvious idea of the father’s being the moft iproper perfon for the management of 
the Ton’s affairs. 

I intended to have reprefented thefe circumftances to your Honourable Board fome weeks ago, 
but v/as prevented by a fevere intermittent fever, which confined me to my bed. 

I acquainted Mr. Day, the Paym^ifter to Sir John Cumming’s detachment, that I had your di- 
re6lions for advancing three months pay j but he required only two lacks of rupees, for which I have 
taken his drafts on the military Faymafter General.

^■'HE lofs which would accrue upon the year’s colleftions, if fome immediate ftep had not been 
^ taken, has obliged me to put in force the orders which I received from the Honourable Gover¬ 
nor General, in a letter dated 29th September j and which I at that time delayed to do, hoping that 
the difference of a few days would occalion no detriment in the colledlions, and that I fhould be able 
to perluade the Naib Deerbeetzy Sing to pay up the balances of his laft year’s Mulgu^ary. I have 
been deceived in the latter of my expedations, and find Deerbeetzy Sing more obftinate than ever ui 
with-holding the balance of his Bahdoor kift, two lacks of which only have as yet been re¬ 
ceived. 


It is neceflary that I fihould make one obfervation to you, that I am confirmed In my opinion which 
I formerly had, but which I could not with propriety mention to your Honourable Board, that 
it never Vvas Durbeetzy Sing’s intention to hold the country longer than throughout the fuilhllee year 
onethoufand one hundred and eighty-nine. My reafon is as follows :~he has often exprefleda di&uft 
that the country fhould be given to him on harder terms than thofe on which the late Rajah Chyt<? 
Sing held it ; and you will obferve that he has this year only paid twenty feven lacks, twenty-fe^n 
thoufand rupees, which is nearly the amount of what Rajah Cheyt Sing’s tribute was after the 
five lacks on his contribution towards the expences of the war was levied upon him. I

It is the Secret Letter of the 25th Nov* 1780, received by the Fox the 19th Odtober 1781, 
which mentions that compulfive meafurcs had been ufed to oblige Cheyt Sing to acquiefee in the dc«. 
inand for five lacks made on him the 22d of June 1780. But there was no proceedings had in coiifc- 
quence of the receipts of thefe advices, or any orders lent to Bengal.

You will be pleafed, when Cantoo arrives with you, to fend a meffenger of your own, accompanied 
with one from hiixi, to acquaint the Ranna that I have fent him, conformably to her requeft, to receive 
and condud her with fafety and honour to whatever place Ihe may choofe as her refidence, and that 
i am willing to grant her now the fame conditions to which I at firft confented, provided that fhe

Letter from Mr. HASTINGS to Major POPHAM. 

t HAVE received your letter of the 12th, andfmcerely congratulate you on the eafy conqdeft 
which you have made of Bidjygur. 

It gives me great condera that the licentioufnefs of any perfons under your command fliould 
have given caufs to conplain of the infringement of the fmalleft article of the capitulation in favour 
of the molher of Cheyt Sing, and her dependents, 1 hopti you will difcover the offenders, and obligd 
them to makereftitution^ and alfo punifli them in the nioft exemplary manner. I rely on your huma¬ 
nity and jullice to make her all the recorn penfe in your power, by a fcrupulous attention to enforce the 
performance of the remaining ftipulations in her favour* 

Bearers, coolies, and other conveyances have been ordered foi* the women and their effedfs. The 
mother of Cheyt Sing, her family, and attendants, may refide wherever fliepleafcs, and Ihe lhall be 
put in poffcffion of fuch houfes as are her own immediate property. 

The fubjedl on whidi I am now to write is a very difagreeable and painful one tome, but indifi* 
penfable. X have received information, which, though private, is certainly authentic, that yon have 
already diftributed one dividend of the treafure found in Bidjygur among the officers and troops 
on the fpot. If this be true, I am very forry for it; as on many confiderations it appears to me 
that fuch dillribution is premature. I apprehend that it is a propofition not to be difputecl, that every 
thing acquired by the arms of a Bate belongs to the ftate which employed thofe arms : by charters 
and aiSts of parliament, the foie right to all conquefls and captures made bv the Company's arms 
vefted in.the Company.~Ic was however my intention to have ufed my utmoft authority and influenCs*, 
to have obtained, for the troops engaged in the fervice againft Cheyt Sing, the whole booty which 
might be found in Bldjvgur, or other places: I regarded it as the due reward of their fervices, and 
recompenfe of their fuiterings, but I never meant that they fliould feize it and ferambie for it. Be- 
flues, if the adfual right was in the army at a time like this, when the exigencies of the Company 
are fo great, furcly they might have expedted to have benefited by the immediate ufe of it as a 
loan. 1 had, 1 muft own, fuch confidence in your diferetion, that I did expedl, if the treafure 
found in the fort fhbnld prove very confiderabie, you would not have proceeded to any difiributioa 
of it, until you had reported die amount to the Board, and obtained their fandiion for appro¬ 
priating it to the troops, or at leaft that you would have reprefented it to me, as I am f» 
near you, 

It gives me fiill greater concern to learn, that you have excluded from any benefit in this valuable 
capture all the troops not immediately adfing in die fiejje of Bidjygur. I have received a ftrong 
reprcfentalion tram the officers of Major White's; regiment, of their claim to an equal fhare with 
the troops compofing your detachment. And when I confider the fervices and fufferings of that 
regiment, I caiinct help being of opinion that their title is good : you will recolledl that it was the 
firl employed, and was expofed in two aftions where only danger and honour were to be expeiSed 5 
that it marched to our relief at Benares, and has ever fince been furnifliing detachments and efcorts 
to facilitate the fuccefs of your operations: furely neither juftice nor generofity will admit that a 
partial diftribution of benefits fliould take place amongfl: corps engaged in the fame fervice, and co¬ 
operating to the lame efFedf, becaufe a part of them happen to be employed at a diftance from the 
place where fuch benefits are immediately obtained. It will hardly be fuppofed by thofe claimants 
that you could have overlooked their pretenfion^, or not have expefted that they would have urged 
them; and they will inteipret fo precipitate a divifion of the booty into a defign of precluding them 
from any &are in it. Whatever may be the decifion of the Board refpeiting the treafure in quef- 
tion, the claim of the 6th regiment is unqueftionably as juft as that of the aduai captors, I muft 
therefore require of you to fufpend any further dividend or diftribution, until the orders of the Board 
refpefling it arc received; and I defire you will order and require the officers who have already flhared, 
to refund the fums which they have refpe< 9 :ively received ; and acquaint them, if they do not, they 
will be refponfible to government, and that fuch fums, as well as what fliall remain, are and muft be 
fubjeil to the final decifion of the Board. 

I^et me add, as a fuggeftion worth your attention, that if you do perfift to decide bv your own 
authority on the claims of the captures, you may, and I foretell that ^is will aflurediy prove fo, 
withdraw the queftion from our immediate government to make it a national concern. You might 
have expedled every partial regard from the Board (for myfelf efpecially, who have been a perfonal 
objedt of your operations) which we could legally beftowj and whatever we had decreed on fo me¬ 
ritorious an occiion would have received the undoubted approval of the Company, with whom 
it would have fiiially retted j or have fallen, with their dilpleafure, if they had not approved it, on 
us alone.

The REPORT of the COMPANY^s ATTORNEY* 

Thi$ caufe was beard on Saturday the twenty-fecond day of November, and the CoUrt decreed in 
favour of the Company* Of the opinions delivered upon that occafion by the Judges, the Company’s 
Attorney thinks it his duty at this time to make the following report. 

The Chief Juftice, as foon as the evidence was clofed on both fideSj eJfprefled great concern that a 
cafe of this kind fhould have come before the Court, after the great and glorious ferviees that the 
army had performed in quelling the rebellion of Cheyt Sing, that he confidered the propofition in 
one of the Governor’s letters pjoduced in the caufe, ‘‘ that acquifitions in war belonged to the ftate whd 
employed the force,” as clear and decifivej and that the Company ought to be confidered as the 
truftees of the nation for the plunder taken by the forces, who are fubjefl: to the State of Great 
Britain; that as to the aflertion made by the Courifel for the Defendant, that the a6hon fhould 
have been brought againfl: the Governor General,” he was clearly of opinion that they could not 
fupport fuch aclaim againfl: him, unlefs he had given the money to the army by public order, not 
under private opinion or intimations ; and that he was of opinion the Company could fupport their 
claim againfl: Major Balfour (although he uaed under Major Popham) as w'ell as all the other' 
officers who received the plunder, as it came wrongfully to their pofleffion. Upon the cafe itfell^ hd 
faid, he doubted as to the legality of a delegation of power by the Council to a finglcJ Member 5 but 
that he thought it unneceflary to determine that point in the prefentcafe,; that he thought, neverthe- 
kfs, the public order announcing that delegation a very material ingredient in the caufe; and that he 
underflood it to go no further than to give the commanid of the army beyond the provinces to the 
Go\'ernor General, but not to extend fo far as to veft a power in him to give aw:;ij 4 the property of the 
Company, or even a reward to the troops : but that flippofing the Governor Generai to have had 
full power under that order, the queftion {till remains whether had a^laally given the property m

reward ; and that he meant to intereft hirnfeif a$ far as his influence with the Council would go, for 
that efFeiSl: that it was very extraordinary that thofe letters ftiould be conftru6l:ed into an order; 
that though Major Popham might,have been juftified in flunking that it was the Governor’s private in¬ 
tention to give tile plunder to the army, yet, that his letters upon the fubjedl: were certainly not meaot 
to be made public, nor were they intended to convey an order; for that if they were, they 
ought to have been publifhed to the army in general; that the ftile of tlicm was priyate, 
and meant to be confidential. — They begin, he believes, with the words, “ Dear Popham,” 
and m one of them he has requejied Major Popham to fend Major Craufurd’s troops to Ramgurr, 
if not wanted, not ordered him fo to dp. The Chief Juftice oblerved alfo, that in anothejr of his 
letters he defires Major-Popham to receive the fort, as well as the treafure, for the .benefit of 
hirnfeif and his detachment; and here the Chief Juftice afked, was this giving up the right of 
the Company to the fort as well as to the treafure?”—He proceeded to obferve, that he thought 
a propofition advanced by Mr. Davies, That he, the Governor, could not gjve up the legal fights 
‘‘ of the Company,” ftridlly juft ; and that he might have gone further, for that if even the Eaft India, 
Company had direded the money to be diftfibuted, not knowing that they wxre the perfons legally 
entitled to it, they could afterwards have a right to reclaim it, upon being better adviied, and upou 
discovering that the right was in themfelves : That with refped to the hafte in diftribution, it appeared 
that there had been no intimation given of it to the Governor General till after it had been made, it 
appearing upon thp evidence that Major Popham iflued the orders for that purpofe on the lame day 
VoL.

'rhat he thought the aaion properly broughi againft Major Balfour, becaufe Major Popham had 
acquiefced in the proportion made by the Council, but that Major Balfour was at the head of thofc 
who had oppofed it.

Par.b.’y^ITH refpedl: to the refiimption of the Jaghires poffefled by the Begums in particular, and 
the fubfeqiient feizures of the trealure depofited with the Vizier's mother, which the Go¬ 
vernor General in his letter to your Board 23d January 1782, has declared he ftrenuouily encou¬ 
raged and fupported, we hope and truft, for the honour of the Britifli nation, that the meafure 
appeared to be fully juftified in the eyes of all Hindoftan* The Governor General has informed us, 
that it can be well attefted that the Begums principally excited and fupported the late common 
tions, and that they carry their inveteracy to the Englifli fo far as to aim at our utter extir- 
pation/* 

Par, 9. If therefore the difafFedlion of the Begums was not a matter of public notoriety, we can¬ 
not but be alarmed for the efFedts which thefe fubfequent tranfadlions mull have had on the minds 
of the natives of India.

I have received your commands of the 28th ultimo, and now tranfmit you a lift of the Jaghires 
refumed fince the agreement made by the Honourable the Governor General with his Excellency 
the Vizier, at Chunar, in September 1781, as furniftied me by Hyder Beg Cawn. The lift I had 
formerly the honour to forward to your Honourable Board was the fum propofed to be allowed to the 
proprietors, in lieu of the income of their Jagh ires, and not the a6lual amount: my afeertaining 
thefe particulars has occafioned the delay in my replying to your orders. 

I have only to obferve, in regard to the fituation of the Jaghir^dars, that very few of them have 
received any part of their allowances 3 and they are all in diftrefs.

zabad. We have now the pleafure to acquaint you, that your wiihes in relation to their Jaghires 
have been fupported by the Vizier hitnfelf, who has delired that their Jaghires may be reftored to 
them. A copy of his letter to the Governor General is tranfmitted for your perulal iind informa¬ 
tion in this .difpatch. 

% From the Nabob VIZIER. 

Ufual Intrpdu<Sl:ioi1. Received 6th Nov. 

T he authority and influence of the Jaglerdars in the Jageer diftrifts were formerly the caufes of 
fome diforders in thole of Government, and the aumils of the latter were wont to make com¬ 
plaints. It had become an obje<SI with me alfo to reduce the Jageers to their origitial value. More¬ 
over, during the diifurbances at Benares, I had entertained fufpicions of the fidelity of fome of the 
Jageerdars ; and for the preceding reafons, when at Chunargur, I propofed the fequeftration of my 
grandmother’s and mother’s Jageers, and of thofe of the Nabob Saulaur Jung, and others of my 
relations and connexions 5 and oii my return to the Soubah of Oude, I carried the meafure into ex¬ 
ecution. 

In tlie courfe of the two years that their Jageers have been fequeftered (for the prefent is the third 
year of their fequeftration) the motives to that meafure have been anfwered, and my doubts fully fli- 
tisfied. There are liow none who will prefume to dilbbey my will i and the diftreffes which they 
individually fufFer are beyond defeription ; and on this account it is now my wifh to put my grand¬ 
mother, my mother, the Nabob Saulur Jung, and others of my relations, agreeably to the accoin^ 
panying lift, again in poirefTion of their Jageers. I therefore rjequeft that you will write to Mh 
Briftow not to oppofe the meafure, but to allow them to be defivered up.

MUST beg leave to refer you to my correfpondence with the HonouraWe the Governor General 
J- for a full account of the origin and nature of my tranfaaions with the Begums at Fyzabad, and 
the letters which have palled between me and the officers who have feverally commanded ; thefe wi 
fhew you the progrefs and prefent ftate of that bufinefs. 

The balance due from the Bow Begum, upon her agreement made in Jamiary laft, after allowing 
her credit for the trifling articles lately fent here by Major Gilpin, will be about five lacks, which 
I apprehehd may be realized, if you deem it expedient to continue the reftraints which have been 
impofed for that purpofe. She had indeed given Major Gilpin the moft fa^sfaaory alTurances of an 
immediate liquidation of this long depending account, in which I behew Ihe was fincere ; but, pro¬ 
bably from an expedation of a change of meafures upon my removal, Ihe has lately retrafted thofe 
affiirances, and now declares her determination to make no further payment whatever, but upon the 
certainty of her jaghyre being reftored to her, which I could give her no hopes of, as the propriety 
of its refumption has been fanflified by the approbation of the Honourable the Governor General ; 
who further exprefsly enjoins me, in his inftrudions of the 27 th January, to exert nay influence with 
the Nabob to prevent the conclufion of any final fettlement between him and the Begums, until 
fliould be furnifhed with infirudlions from him or the Board on that head. 

Not having fince the above date received any direftions from the Board>or the Governor Genml, 

relative to the Begums, I know not what may be their wifiies m regard to them, but I thought it at

Camp, near Gualear, 9th February 1783. 

■yEftcrday^ Myrzee Junglee, a brother of the Nabob’s, arrived in this camp 5 it- is fatd that he left 
■* Myrza Shuffy in difgiift—whatever objedts he may have in view they will not long be; concealed, 
and, I imagine, I fliall be able in my next letter to give you an account of them. 

(From Ditto to Ditto; dated the 20th Ditto.) 

.... Myrza Junglee, after ftanding for fome time onpundlilio with Scindia, regarding the com¬ 
pliments of the firlt vil'it, has at length had an interview ; he was received with feme marks of atten- 
tioh, and had a private conference of fome length. As far as I have been able to learn, be left 
Mvrza Shufty on a fudden, in difguft, with a few followers conneaed with him by the fimilarity of 
their fortunes and difpolitions, and came to this camp without having concerted any plan, or taken 
any previous meafurcs to infure a favourable reception; the only objea he feems to have at prefeat, is 
to obtain fome eftablilliment for his maintenance from Scindia. 

T believe as yet he has received very little encouragement; and his followers already begin to fpeafc 
ct advjiing him, according to their diiferent opinions, either to have recourfe to the Englifh Govern- 
jnent, or to fiy to Nizam Ally, or fome of the Princes of the Deccan ; with whom it is fuppofeci that 
the name of his father will ftiiJ have fufficient weight to procure him a provifion for his fubfiflence ; 
at all events It feems to be the opinion of his followers, that nothing will ever induce him to have 
iccounc to the v izier, or to truft himfelf within his power.

jyrYrza Junglee fent yefterday for one of my people, and told him, that when he left Myrza ShufFy

Myrza Junglee feems to have no doubt. I am, however, apt to think, that Scindia will ufe every 
effort to detain him here; but I miift make his concurrence a necefiary condition, as it otherwile 
will be faid I had feduced away a perfon, who if not adually engaged in his fervice, remained in 
his camp with that intention. 

If I may offer my advice, I would recommciid that his Excellency fhould allow Myrza Junglee 
to refide at Allahabad, and direft the Aumil to pay him attention. I have feen him only once, but 
as far as 1 can learn, he condufe himfelf with great propriety. He has lately dirmlifed the greattu* 
part of his followers.

Flave been favoured with your letters of the 6th inftant. 


The propofition relative to Myrza Junglee was not very well received ; the Vizier is difinclined 
to the granting his permifTion for him to refide at Ellahabad, or any frontier ftation. It is eanietlly 
wiflied, that he fhould return to Lucknow, as he would then be confidered entirely dependent on 
the Nabob;—^his refulence at any other place than the capital ts confidered as fubjeef to many ob¬ 
jections, from the influence a man of his birth niuft unavoidably have in fuch a fituation. 

I yefterday had a final converfatlon with the Minlfter on the fubjeft; and he at laft affured me, 
that 1 fhould be certain of the Vizier’s approbation for Myrza Junglet^ to retire to any part of the 
Company’s provinces, particularly Patna; which agrees witIV one of the alternatives you have pro- 
pofed : the Minifter was pardculariy anxious, that you fhould be informed of the impoffibility of the 
increafe of the propofed allowance of two thoufand rupees per month; ahd requeued I would re¬ 
peat what I had before advifed you of, in my letters on the flibjed, that previous to his departure 
from Scindia’s camp, you would be particular in impreding on his mind, that if at any future [veriod 
the Vizier’s finances would admit of any further confideration, it fliould be confidered only as a mark 
of his bounty, and not of right. 

I have addrefled the Board for their permifTion for Myrza Junglee to retire within the Company’s 
provinces, provided you fhould, in confequence of this letter, obtain Scindia’s conient, and fettle the 
matter in other refpe6l:s to the fatisfadion of all parties.

Whereas treaties of various articles having fubfiftcd formerly between the late Vizier Suja 
ul Dowlaf and the prefent Vizier Afof ul Dowlah, with- the Nabob Fvzoola Cawn, one article 
contained in thofe treaties was, that the Nabod Fyzoola Cawn (hould, whenever his Excellency 
fent his troops upon fervice, fupply a force to join them of two or three thoufand men r, 
this has been the occafion of difputes and doubts between the parties, therefore the Nabob 
Fyzoola Cawn has through me requefted his Excellency the Vizier to remit that article by 
which he is bound to fupply a force occafiohally, inftead of which he agrees to pay fifteen lacxs of 
rupees in the following manner: five lacks to be paid Immediately, five lacks 111 the khereef, 
and two lacks in the Rubby of the year 1191 Fuffily, and the remaining three acks m the be- 
ciiining of the Khereef of the FufEly year 1192.—His Excellency the Vizier has alfo agreed upon 
thefe conditions to remit the obligation of that article in the former treaties, from this date, the 
fourteenth of Rubby ul Awul, in the Hegeree year 1197. The rett of the articles remaining in full 
force i who am deputed on the part of his Excellency the V izior, and the Gentlemen of the Coun¬ 
cil, engage that the Nabob Vizier fliall notexpedt a fupply of troops ; and, fhould he demand it, the 
Gentlemen with him, on the part of the Gentlemen of the Council, fhall remonftratc againft his de¬ 
mands, provided the Nabob Fyzoola Cawn complies with all the articles contained in the treiity be¬ 
tween his Excellency and him, excepting that article by which he is to fupply a force, and that the 
Nabob Fyzoola Cawn do not encourage or protedi the farmers of the Nabob’s country, ui his own 
country his Excellency the Vizier will on his part comply with the articles of the former treaty, and 
officers of his government will not proteft or encourage any of Fyzoola Cawn’s farmers in their 
diftridls I aoree to have the treaty on the part of his Excellency the Vizier, for dnengaging the 
Nabob Fyzoofa Cawn from the obligation of fupplying a force, and the paper of guarantee from the 
Gentlemen of the Council, wrote, and lent to the Nabob byzoola Cawn.

EXTRACT of a GENERAL LEI'TER to BENGAL; dated 14th February 1783. 

Par. 5, XX/E do not fee how the Governor General could confent to the refumption of fuch lands 
as the Company had engaged jfhould remain in the hands of thofe who poffefled 
them previous to the execution of the late treaty, without ftronger proofs of the Begum’s dcfe< 9 :ion 
than have been laid before us ; neither can we allow it to be good policy to reduce the feveral Jag- 
hiredars, and thus uniting the territory, and the troops maintained for the proteeSfion of that territory, 
under one head, who may by that means, at fome future period, become a very powerful enemy to 
the Company. 

6. With refpeil to the refumption of the Jaghifes pofTefled by the Begums in particular, and the 
fubfequent feizure of the treafure depofited with the Vizier’s mother, which the Governor General, 
in his letter to the Board, 23d Januaiy 1782, has declared, that he ftrenuoufly encouraged, and, we 
hope and truft, for the honour of the Britifh iiation, that the meafure appeared to be fully juftifted in 
the eyes of all Hindoftan. The Governor General has informed us, that it can be well attefted, 

that the Begums principally excited and fupported the late commotions ; and that they carried their 
“ inveteracy to the Englifh nation fo far as to aim at our utter extirpation.” 

7. Itmuft have been publickly known that in 1775, the Rcfident at the Vizier’s Court not only 
obtained from the Begum, widow of tfie late Sujah Dowlah, on the Nabob’s account, 30 lacks of 
rupees, half of which v/as to be paid to the Company, but alib the forbearance of 26 lacks—for the 
jepaymentof which (he had fecurity in land,, on the Nabob’s agreeing to renounce all further claims 
upon her; and that to this agreement the Company were guarantees. 

8. We find, that on theaifb December 1775, the Begum complained of a breach of engage¬ 
ments on the part of the Nabob, foliciting your protecfion for herfelf, her mother, and for all the 
women belonging to the Seraglio of the late Nabob, from the diftreffes to which they were reduced; 
in confequence whereof, it was agreed, in Conf. 3d January 1776, to remonlfrate with the Vizier: 
the Governor General remarking, That as the Reprefentative of our Government has be- 

come an Agent in this bufinefs, and has pledged the honour and faith of the Company for 

the punctual obfervance of the conditions under which the treaty was concluded, you had a 

right to interfere; and juftice demanded it, if it. fhould appear that thofe engagements have 

been violated.” And the Board at the fame time refolved, “That as foon as the Begum’s en- 
“ gagements with the Nabob, to which Mr., Briftow is a party, fhall be fulfilled on her part, this 
“ Dovernment will think themfelves bound to protedl her againft any further demand or mo- 
“ leftation.” 

9. If, therefore, the difaffeifion of the Begums was not a matter of public notoriety, we cannot 
but be alarmed for the eftecls which thefe fubfequent tranfadlions mull have had on the minds of the 
natives of India. The only confolation we feel upon this occafion is, that the amount of thofe Jag- 
hires, for which the Company were guarantees, is to be paid through our Rcfident at the Court of 
the Vizier; and it very materially concerns the credit of your Government, on no account to fufxer 
fuch payments to be evaded. 

10. If it fhall hereafter be found that the Begums did not take that hoflrile part againft the Com¬ 
pany which has been reprefented (as well in the Governor General’s narrative, as in feveral docu¬ 
ments 
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...lents therein referred to ; and as it no where appears, from the papers at prefent in our i)olVeff 
that they excited any commotion, previous to the irnprifoninent ot Rajah Cheyt Sing, but only 
armed themfelves in confequence of that tranfaftion; and as it is probable that fuch a conduct 
proceeded entirely from motives of felf-defence, under an apprehenfion that they themfelves might 
likewife be laid under unwarrantable contributions) we diredt that you ufe your influence with the 
Vizier that their Jaghires may be reftored to them; but if they Ihould b; under apprehenfions 
rcfpedting the future condudl of the Vizier, and wilh our further protedlion, it is our pler.fure 
that you afford thofe ladies an afylum within the Company’s territories, and there be paid the 
amount of the net colledtion of their Jaghires, agreeably to the fecond article of the late treaty, 
through the medium of our Refident, as may be afeertained upon an average eftimate of forne 
years back.

Gherctty, gth Odiober 1783' 

SHOULD gladly acquiefee in the motion made by Mr. Maepherfon, if I thought it poffibls 
to frame a letter to the Begums in any terms which fiiould, at the fame time, convey the intima- 



in the event of difcoverics made fubfequent to the advices w'hich were before you on the 14th of 
February laff. In alleviation cf the former condudl of the Begums, nothing has fmee appeared in 
relation to them, but their refufal, or rather that of one, to fulfil her engagements for the payment 
of the remainder of the fum exadfed from her by the Nabob Vizier in the beginning of laft year. 
Whatever obedience maybe due to the clear afeertained fpirit of the orders of the Court of Diredfors, 
this obligation cannot extend to points to which neither the letter nor evident fpirit.of tlieir orders 
apply. If I am rightly informed, the Nabob Vizier and the Begums, are on terras of mutual good¬ 
will : it would ill become this Government to interpofe its influence by any act which might tend to 
revive their animofitics, and a very flight occafion would be fufficient to effedi it. It will be to little 
purpofc to tell them, that their condudl has, in our eftimation of it, been wrong, and at the (inite 
time to announce to them the orders of our fuperiors, which more than vindicate the reverfe ; they 
will inftantly take fire on fuch a declaration, proclaim the judgment of the Company in their favour; 
demand a reparation of theadfs, which they will conftrue wrongs, with fuch a fentence warranting that 
conftrudlion ; and either accept the invitation to the proclaimed fcandal c-fthe Nabob Vizier, which 
will not add to the credit of our Government, or remain in his dominions, but not under his autho¬ 
rity, to add to his vexations, and the diforder of the country, by continual intrigues and feditions;, 
enough already exifts to affedl his peace, and the quiet of his people. If we cannot heal, let us not 
inflame the wounds which have been inflicted. If the Begums think themfelves aggrieved to fuch a 
degree as to juftify them in an appeal to a foreign jurifdidlion, to appeal to it againff a man ftanditig 
in the relation of fon and graiidfon to them, to appeal to the juftice of thofe who have been the 
abettors and inftruments of their imputed wrongs—let us at leaft permit them to be the judges of 
their own feelings, and prefer their complaints before we offer to redrefs thetn ; they vyill tiot need to 
be prompted. 1 hope I lh.all not depart from the fimplicity of official language in laying, that the 
Majeftyof Juftice ought to be approached with felicitation, not defeend to provoke or invite it, 
much lefs to debate itlelf by the fuggeftion of wrongs, and the promife of redrefs, with the denun¬ 
ciation of punifhment before trial, and even before accufation. 


EXTRACT of BENGAL PUBLIC CONSULTATIONS, the 22A May 1780. 
'HE Governor General delivers in the following minute: 


Governor General.—The Nabod Miezufta Jung, of Furruckabad, haying preferred frequent 
complaints to this government, of the hardftiips and indignities to which he is fubjeftod by the con- 
duiSt of the Sizawaul ftationed in his country, for the purpofe of receiving the annual tribute which 
he is bound by treaty to pay to the Soubah for Owde; I am extremely defirous, as well from motives 
of common juftice, as due regard to the rank and fttuation which that Chief holds among the r^rinces 
of Hindoftan, that fome means may bedeyifed of aftording him relief, but without withdrawing that 
local interference in his affairs, which 1 underftand to be indifpenfably nccell'ary for the realizing the 
Vizier’s juft claims upon him. 
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he tribu'c of Furriickabad, from the earlieft period of our coniie£f.ion with tlie prefeut Nabob 
of Oucie, has invariably conftituted a part of the funds afligned by his Excellency as a provifion 
for the liquidation of the leveral public demands of this government upon him; and in confe- 
c|wcnce of the powers which the Board deemed it e^kpedient to veil in the Rcfident at this Court, in 
the colleifion of the Company's affignments, a Si^awul has always been Rationed with the Na~ 
bob, to enforce by e very means in his power, the regular payment of the tribute, and to remit the 
fame, as he might receive it, to the Refident at Lucknow; and to enable him toeffedLthis purpofe, 
it hath been found neceffary to annex an extenfive, and in fome inftances, even a controuling au¬ 
thority to the office of Sizawul, the exercife whereof has been, and muft ever, in a great meafure, 
be left dlfcretional to the perlbn holding that appointment, he being too far removed from the feat 
of the Vizier's government to be fubjed'to any efFefl:ual check or controiil, either from his Excel¬ 
lency, or our Refident at his Court, 

Under thefe circumftances, there are but two expedients which feem to fuggeft themfelves for 
the effedual removal of every future caufe of complaint on this head : one is, the withdrawing 
tite Sizawul altogether, and trufting to the Nabob’s own diferetion for the clue performance of his 
engagements to the Vizier’s Government: and the other, that of transferring the ofRce to a per- 
fon more immediately fubjeci: to the authority of our own Government, whofe integrity and abi¬ 
lities can be relied on, and whofe fituation and circumftances, in relation to our fervice, may be a 
more fecure pledge to us for a faithful difeharge of his duty. Were theperfonal character of the pre- 
ferit Nabob of Furriickabad of a more refpeaable ftamp, and his general condufl: lefs exceptionable, 
I fhould readily give my voice for the adoption of the former ineafiirc ; becaufe I fhould be mbch 
better latisficd that the tribute could be received without iitipofing aiiy reftraint whatever ; but fuch is 
jiotorioufly the v/eaknefs, diftipation, mid extravagance of the Nabob, and the knavery and corrup¬ 
tion of his fei wants, that to withdraw the check which has been fet over him, would be to reliti- 
quilh the only fecurity we have for this part of the Vizier’s affignment to the Company,'and in efFeft 
to give up every prolpeef of realizing it. 

I thcrerorc fubmit to the confideratlon of the Board, the expediency of nominating one of our civil 
fervants, with the fame powers as may heretofore have been exercifed by the native Sizawul, to this 
trail, fuhjo£l, however, to the immediate authority of our Refident at the Court of Oudo, from 
whom he will receive his general inflrruftions, and fuch particular orders and diredVions as may, from 
time to time, be found expedient and neceftary. 

Such an appointment, while it would, I would hope, apply a remedy to the evils immediately com¬ 
plained of, would be the means of eftabldfaing a free communication and intercourfe between the Na¬ 
bob of Furruckabad and our Refident at Ouile : which would enable the former to addrefs Ivimfelf 
widi more eftedt to the Vizier, whenever he might find himfelf opprefled or aggrieved by the officers 
and collectors of his Excellency’s revenue; an inconvenience he is continually liable to from the local 
fituation of the country, and the total want of all order, regularity, or authority in his Government; 
and f:o which, among other obvious caiifes, it may, no doubt, be owing, that the country of Fur¬ 
ruckabad is become almoft an eiifire wafte, without cultivation or inhabitants ; that the capital, which, 
but a very flbort time ago, was diftinguifhed as one of the moft populous and opulent commercial 
cities in Hindoftan, at preient exhibits nothing but feenes of the moft wretched poverty, defola- 
tidn, and mifery ; and that the Nabob liimfeJf, J:bough in the pofleffion of a tradl of country, 
which, with only common care, is notorioully capable of yielding an annual revenue of between 
thirty and forty lacks, with no military eftabliftiment to maintain, fcarcely commands the 
means of a bare fubfiftence. Should my lentiments and wifhes on this fubjedl accord with fhole 
of the other Members of the Board, 1 move, that one of our Civil fervants be forthwith appointed 
Colledtor of the Vizier’s affignment to the Company on the Nabob of Furruckabad, with the fame 
allowances, and the fame powers, as may have been given to the native Sizawul; and that he 
be ordered to proceed with all poffible expedition to Lucknow, where he will be invefted by the Re¬ 
fident with the charge of that office, and receive from him the neceffary inftrii(ftions for his conduvft 
in the dilcharge of it. 

The Board concurring in the expediency of deputing a Civil Servant to colleift the Vizier’s affi^n- 
meiits to the Company on the Nabob of Furruckabad, for the reafons let forth in the Governor Ge- 
neral’s minute; 

Agreed, That Mr. George Shee be appointed to this office, with the fame allowances and powers 
as were given to the native Sizawul; and that he be ordered to conform to fuch inftruftions .as he 
may receive from the Vizier’s Court.

I was glad to acciuiefcejn this article^ as it met my ownwiihes 
of freeing the Nabob MnzzufFer Jung from that unwarrantable 
and oppreffive rcftraint which he has fo long endured fmm the 
ufarpations of the Court of Lucknow, and from which he Iras 
long and unfuccefsfully folicited relief of our Govcrtimentfc It 
was a fubieif of difficulty and delicacy for us to Interpofe in fa¬ 
vour of MuzzufFer Jung’s .rights, invaded by the Vizier : but in 
permitting a Refident at EniTUckabaci, for the e>*prefs purpofe of 
recriving the liffignmcnts on that country, transferred to us by 
the Vixier,publickly avowed and gavefan6tion to all the injuitice 
and injury complained of againft the fervants of the Nabob, and 
opened a door for new ones againft our own. The removal of 
Mr. Shee i$ an example whicli I have recommended to the Na¬ 
bob to imitate, to leave Muzzuftcr Jung in the uncontrouled 
ercife of his authority over the fmali remains of his country, and, 
if that little muft be fiil) fubjedt to a tribute, that he may col- 
left and pay that tribute himlclf* 


EXTRACT of Courts Letter to Bengal, dated 14th February 1783. 

pai r fourth article of the treaty is as follows: That no Englifh Refident be ap- 

pointed to Furruckabad) and the prefent one recalled.”—In order that wo might 
fully underftand this article, we had recourfe to your proceedings of the 22d of May 1780, for the 
reafons of yourfirft fending a Refident to Furruckabad. We hnd that Muzzufter Jung, Nabob of 
that place, complained of differing hardfl’iips under the perfon who collefted the annual tribute 
for the Vizier ; upon which the Governor General remarked, that he is extremely defirous, as vyell 
from motives of common jufiice, as due regard to the rank and fituation which that Chief holds 
amono; the powers of Hindoftan, that fome means maybe devifed ofaffording him relief; the Boa>d 
accordingly, on the films day, appointed a perfon to refide at his Court, and the motives for fuch an 
appointment were highly praifeworthy; we wifli the real grounds for revoking the appointment 
had been equally fo; but, on the contrary, we conceive that this removal of our Refident w^as ratfier 
calculated to aftwd the Vizier an opportunity of exercifing his oppreffion uncontrouled; and the 
Governor Gcncrars obfervatioa upon this article of the Trea^ juilifies the opinion ; wherein he 
lays, If the Nabob Rduzzuffer Jung muff endure oppremon, and I dare not, at this time, 
propole hijs total relief, it concerns the reputation of our Government to remove oyr participa- 
tion in it.”^Tut wherein did this political neeeffity confiff? In our opinion, it concerned the 
reputation of our Government much more to have removed the oppreffion altogether, than to have 
fanftified that oppreffion by an article in a formal Treaty. To fay that Muzzuffer Jung himielf 
defired the removal of the Refident, as is reprefented by the Governor Gerieral, in the appendix to 
this narrative, can have little weight in the argument, fince it was always in your power to have 
pujiiihed any improper condiift in the Refident, or to have nominated, in his room, one on whom 
you could depend ; and when the Nabob expreffed fuch a defire, was he acquainted with the previous 
determination of the Vizier to heap oppreffion on him, and that too under the fanftion of the Bri- 
tiffi Government ? 


EXTRACT of BENGAL SECRET CONSULTATIONS, 6th Oftober 1783. 


'X'HE Governor General delivers in the following minutes, together with a letter from Muz- 
zuffer Jung, the Nabod of Ferocabacl. 

I lay before the Board a letter from the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung, with a minute written at or about 
the time of the date which it bears, but with-held, from caufes which it is not nccefiary to mention, 
from prefentation. Caufes not diffimila.r now diffuade me from cxocuting my original purpofe of 
recommending Major Palmer, my Military Secretary, to the appointment propofed in the minute; 
and from a fenfe of fubmiffion to the implied orders of the Court of Direftors, in their letter of 
the 14th February 1783, lately received, added to the conviftion which I have long fince enter¬ 
tained of th^ neeeffity of fuch an appointment, for the prefervation of our national credit, and for 

the 
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the means of refeuing an ancient and refpeftable family from t uin, I now propofe that Mr. Willcs, a 
Gentleman unexceptionable, as I believe, to every Member of the Board, and of a character emi¬ 
nently qualified for fuch,'a charge, be appointed the Refident of this Government-at the Court of 
the Nabob MuzzufFcr Jung, for the piirpofes mentioned in the clofe of his letter, if the confent of the 
Nabob Vizier can be previoufly obtained, of which I have no doubt; and that an application be made 
to him for that purpofe, of which Mr. Willes himfelf may be the bearer*

The undue authority and feverities exercifed by the Navaub Vizier, or in his name, over 
ll^c dominions and independent rights of the Navaub MuzzufFer Jung, a Prince of a noble and 
ancient family, and whofe anceftors fill a rerpe6fed ftation in the annals of Hindoftan, have been, 
fora long period, the fubjedfs of repeated complaints, and applications from him to me for redrefs 
and fupport. Deeming it incompatible with the dignity and honour of this Government, to appear 
to countenance the exercife of an authority altogether unfupported by equity and juftice, and much 
more lo fhare in the odium of a levere and oppreflive exercife of fuch an authority, it was on a for¬ 
mer occafion, at my inftance, determined by the Board to admit of the appointment of a fervant 
of this government ; but on the part of the Navaub Vizier, to receive the tribute payable to him 
by Muzzuffer Jung, who, by filling that appointment to the exclufiori of a native Suzzawal, and re- 
fidlng at Furruckabad, would, it was expeffed, remove many of the grievances under which that 
Prir;ce was faid to labour. 

The appointment was made ; but a fiiort period produced complaints againft the Gentleman who 
held it, wdicther well or ill founded I have never had opportunity to afeertain, both on the part of 
the Navaub Muzziifter Jung, and the Nuooab Vizier ; in confequence of which I was induced, when 
at Benares, to recidl that Gentleman, and to acquiefee in the abolition of the appointment. 

He was fucceeded by Almas All Khan, as Suzzanwall on the part of the Vizier; and from the 
frefli complaints and earneft entreaties of Muzzuffer Jung, to interpofe in his behalf, it appears 
that he has not reaped aity fort of benefit from the change. By the importunity of his felicitations, 
and the moft pofifive affurances of pimdual payment, to the Nabob Vizier, both of the annual tri¬ 
bute and the arrears then due, if allowed the uncontrolled exercife of his proper authority, I was again 
Induced to interfere in his behalf; and in confequence thereof the Suzzauwal was withdrawn by the 
Vizier, and Muzzuffer Jung was fuffered to manage the fmall portion of the territory Hill unalie- 
nated, on the terms propofed by himfelf. 

The event did not anfwer either his expcflations or mine : that Prince, a weak and unexperienced 
young man, abandoned himfelf entirely to the diferetion of hisfervants ; and the refiorafion of his in¬ 
dependence was followed by a totil breach of the engagements which he had promifed to fulfil, attended 
bv pointed inftances of contumacy and difrefpciSi; not a fingle payment, either on account of the 
arrears, or tribute for the current year, was made to the Nabob Vizier ; and the man who had been 
Muzzuffer Jung’s Vakeel at the Prefidency, and who, on his difmiffion, and return from Benares 
to Furruckabad, was appointed manager of his affairs, had the infolence to propagate a report, that 
the interference, to which his Mafter ow’ed the power he then enjoyed, was purchafed through 
him. 

This behaviour determined me to withdraw my proteftion and interference altogether ; and in Au- 
guft lafi I communicated my refolution on the fubjedf, through Mr. Middleton, to the Nabob Vizier, 
The confequences have been, an aggravated renewal of the feverities formerly exercifed againft 
that Government, and the re-appointment of a Suzzauwal, with powers, either delegated or af- 
fiamed, to the utter extindfion of the rights of the Nabob Muzzuffer Jung, and adually depriving him 
of the means of fubfiftence : to which, in diredf oppofition to the known fcntiments and opinions, 
which originally induced me to interpofe the influence ofthis Government in his favour, the fervices 
of Ejiglilh troops have been added, to enforce the authority of the Suzzauv/al. An application was 
feme time fmee made to me, for the renewal of our interference in the affairs of Furruckabad ; but 
an unwillingnefs to encreafe the number of diftant objefts, which already occupied the attention 
and employ of all the powers of the Government, determined me at that jundlure to dilregard 
their . Propofals, contained in a letter recei Si d a few days ago from Muzzufler Jung, of which the 
accompanying is a tranfiation, as they are particular and explicit, have determined me to lay them 
before the Board. 


From MUZZUFFER JUNG, Nabob of Furruckabad.—Received February 16th 17S3. ,

fHE ruined ftate of the territories, and the diflreiled condition of the family, of the late Nabobs 
Mahuinnuid Cawn and Ahmua Khan, and all the misfortunes and miferies which I have experienced 

for 



fa-i- 

vour and* parental benevoleiiee you were'pleafecl to turn your attention towards the improvement of 
my affairs, the Suzzauwal, through your kmdnefs and affiftance, was withdrawn 5 and I hoped to 
experience, during that ihort interval, the difference between that and former periods. The days and 
riights of that interval were employed in repaying your goodnefs with iinremittiag prayers and ac¬ 
knowledgments i and the fame of your fricndfhip, benevolence, and protcdlirtg power, relbunded 
from every quarter of the empire. 

This year, owing to my evil fortune, arid the ill condudfof my fervants, who neither regarded nor 
felt the favours which you had conferred upon us 5 the difplcafure of the Englifh Government has fallen 
upon me ; its protedfion has been withdrawn,-and a Siiztauwal has again been placed over this 
country by the Vizier of the empire. The miferies which have fallen upon my country, and the 
poverty and diftrefs which have been heaped upon me, by the rC-appointment of the Sizzauwal, are 
fuch^ that a relation of them would, d am convinced, excite the ftrongeft feelings of compaffion in your 
breaft, but it is impolTible to relate them. On one fide, my country ruined and uncultivated, to a 
degree of defolation which exceeds all defeription , on the other, my domeffic concerns and con^ 
nexions involved in fuch a ftate of diftrets and horror, that even the relations, the children and the 
v/ives of my father are ftarving in wiuit of daily bread, and are on the point of flying, voluntary 
exiles, from their country, and from each other. 

The narrative of my former and prefent fituation is as follows At the time of my jan6lion with 
tlie late Vizier Shujah u! Dowlah, I fblicired the refforation of certain Mahalauts, which formed a 
part of my hereditary dominions, but had fallen into his pofleflion after the date of the late Nabob 
Ahmud Khaun ^~and as the late Vizier was favourably inclined towards me, he paffed his word to 
reftore them on the defeat and expulfion of the enemy.—When, at the fuccefsful conclitfioa of the 
war, I repeated my requeft, he'was pleafecl to fay, that his military expences had been exceedingly 
heavy, and therefore dcfired that the Mahlauts in queftion lliould continue with him for another year, 
at die end of which period he engaged to deliver them up ; but, unfortunately, in the interval he 
fickened and died, and the obtainment of that objeit, which from the firft depended on your favour 
j^nci kindnefs, remained unefFefted. 

I had on my part reafon to hope, from his goodnefs and benevolence, that the prefent Vizier 
would, when filling that flation, readily fulfil the promlfc made by his father, and honour rne with 
his favour and brotljerly fiipport j—but it has fo turned out, that he has not been pleafed hitherto to 
direct his attention towards the obje^l; on the contrary, an extent of territory, amounting to 15 Or 
16 Mahauls, which remained in my pofieffion during the government of the late Vizier, have been 
feized upon various pretences, and are no longer under rny authority j and by the oppreflive appoint-* 
mem of a Suzzauwul, an accumulation of new miferies and diffrelfes have been daily added tothofc 
by which my country, my people, and myfelf Were already overwhelmed* 

As I am hopelefs of compailion and favour from any one but you,* it has appeared a duty incum-^ 
bent on me to make to you this reprefentation of nty own fituation, and the diffreffes of the long traljl 
of relations arid dependent^?, whofe fate hangs upon mine.—The chofen of the Almighty do riever 
turn afide the eye of pity and kindnefs from the misfortunes of their dependents, and I rely confi¬ 
dently on that unequalled benevolence which at all times difpofes you to regard and fupport the dig¬ 
nity ofantient families, and to /hew fiivour and kindnefs in behalf of the unfortunate, that you do and 
will confider the reftoration of my affairs as anobjedf meriting your attention, efpecially as my con¬ 
duit has ever been dire6led by lubmiilion, obedience, and a eonftant defire to fulfil your plea- 
fure. A 

The whole objeft of my prefent foil citations i^ as follows That niy antient and hereditary ter¬ 
ritories, which the late Vizier, during his life, engaged repeatedly to deliver up, may now be fe- 
parated from the dominions of the prefent Vizie/ofthe empire, and being incorporated with thofo 
at prefent in my po/fefHon, that the whole may be left at my difpofal ;— and that giving me and my 
country a place in yotir protection and patronage, you will be pleafed to confider me as a dependent 
on your favour. Whatever fum your juftiee and equity /hall determine and refolve to be paid into 
the Sircar of the Nabob Vizier, your pleafure fliall be rtilnutely and pundtually obeyed ; ami what-* 
ever you may deem fufFicient for the expences and fupport of myfelf, and the children and families of 
the late Nabobs Mahmud Khaun and Ahmud Khaun, with that I willrernain latlsfied and content, 
c.nd daily offer up my prayers and thanks in return for your bounty and goodnefs. 

In this cafe alfo, front amo'ngft the Afghauns of my own tribe, whofe reputation for valour and 
fidelity has continued uniriipaired, and whofe adions have been made known to you by the annals 
of former times—front amongff them, who for want of employment and from extreme poverty are 
now on the point of deferting this diftrefled country, I fhgtll be enabled to entertain, for the ufe and 
VoL. I, Mm fer- 



thoufand fepoy infantry, who will at 
execute ilich fervices as you fha].l 

tlireft them to perform. 

If from an attention to niy future profperity you are pleafed to approve of and comply with this 
propofal, and will appoint foitie Gentleman ot integrity and conciliating manners to this country, to 
refide with and afTift me oiy the fpot, your protedtion will be effeaual, my affairs may again be 
rcfi'ored to order, and other important objedts may hereafter be cffedfed thereby \ and moreover the 
fuin which you fhall determine and fix to be paid to the Nabob Vizier may be regularly tranfmitted, 
throu<di the Gentlemen who fliail be refident here, to the prefence. If there Oiould be any delay m 
vour acceptance of this propofal, my exiftence and the exiilence of my family will become difficult 
and doubtful. Confideringyou as my only friend and protedfor, I have been impelled thus to lay 
niy fituation and wilhes before you ^ there is no one eife from whom I can hope lor fupport and 
ailiftance.

1783, to which my inftruaions ** advert, a reftoration of the 
country detached from his authority by the late Vizier is de¬ 
manded, and in cafe it fliould be reliored, a promife is made of 
maintaining, for the ufe of the Company, a body of 1,500 ca¬ 
valry and 1,000 infantry, to be feledled from the Affghans ot his 
tribe. 

Should you, Honourable Sir, from a convI<ftIon of the juftice 
of the claim (for your information I herewith give tranflate 
of the treaties which define the rights of the Vizier and Nabob) 
or from a deftre of attaching to the interefts of the Honourable 
Company a race famed for their valour and intrepidity, appiwe 
of reftoring the alienated Purgunnahs to the Nabob Muzuffer 
Jung, there can be no doubt of the country being equal to the 
maintenance of the ftipidated number of cavalry and infantry ; 
of this you will be convinced by the perufal of the accompanying 
ftatement (No. 2) which, though not pofitively accurate, is fuffi- 
clentJy fo For the purpofe for which it is produced 5 with this

The fituation of the 
Nabob and his country is more diftrefsful than when he addrefled 
himfelf for relief in 1783 : and I am forry to fay, that my ap*^- 
pointmentto Furruckabad has been of no advantage. Injuftifi- 
cation of myfelf, I think it neceflary to acquaint you, that by a 
letter (No. 4.) from the Governor General, when at Lucknow, I 
was prohibited from interfering in the executive management, 
and by a fubfequent order, I was made liable to difmillion by his 
Excellency the Vizier; this at once precluded the poiTibUity of^ 
my appointment being beneficial to the country.

By the laft treaty, which the Vizier compelled the Nabob to 
ratify during his minority, the fum of four lacks and j is fixed 
as tribute or fubfidy, and this to be paid from the unicquefierecl 
Purgunnahs. I'hefc originally * yielded about 12 lacks of re¬ 
venue, but have fince yearly been lefs and lefs p»-odudfive t in 
the prefent year, It is not probable there will be above 5 lacks, 
from which is to be dedu 61 :ed the expence of colletfting. The 
tribute therefore cannot be fully paid, nor v/ill there be any thing 
for the fubfiftence of the Nabob and hnaily*. 

Since rqy refidence at Furruckabad the tribute has been in'* 
creafed to hve lacks (though, from the calamity of the famine, 
and other caufes, the country was not equal to the defraying the 
previoufly fixed demands). Almas Ally has taken the Purgunnah 
of Marara at a very inadequate rent,, and his AumiJs have feized 
many adjacent villages : the Purgunnahs of Cocutmowand Souje 
are conftandy plundered by his people; the collefHon of the Gants 
near Futty Ghur have been feized by the Vizier’s Cutwal, and 
the Zemindars in 4 Purgunnahs are fo refradfory as to have forti¬ 
fied themfelves in their Gurries '‘ind to refufe all payments of re¬ 
venue : this is the ftate of the Purgunnahs. And Furruckabad, 
which was once the feat of great opulence and trade, is now daily 
deferted by its inhabitants, Its walls mouldering away, without po¬ 
lice, without prdte<Sl;ion ; expofed to the depredations of a banditti 
of 2 or 300 J robbers, who night after night enter it for plun- 
d;^r, murdering all who oppofc them. 

The ruin that has overtaken this country is not to be wondered 
at, when it be confidered, that there has been no ftate, no ftahle 
government for many years. There has been the Nadob Vizier’s 
authority, his Minifter’s, the refidcnts at Lucknow, the Sezawall’s, 
the Camp authority, the Nabob MuzufFer Jung’s, and that of 20 
Dewans (( or advifers: no authority fuificiently preclomihant to 
eftablifh any regulations for the benefit of the country, whilft each 
authority has been exerted, as opportunity offered, for temporary 
purpofes. 

Such being the prefent deplorable ftate of Furruckabad and its 
diftri(£i:s, in the enfuing year it will be in vain to look for reve¬ 
nue, if Ibme regulations equal to the exigency be Hot adopted. 
'Fhe whole country will be divided between die neighbouring 
powerful Aumils, the refraflory Zemindars, and banditti of rob¬ 
bers j and the Patans, who might be made ufeful fubjeifs, will 
fiy from the feene of anarchy. The crifis appears now come, 
that either fome plan of government fhould be rcfolved on, fo as 
to form faithful fiibjefts on the frontier, or the country be given 
up to its fate ; and if it be abandoned, there can be little doubt 
but that the Mahrattas will gladly feize on a ftation fo favourable 
to incurfions into the Vizier’s dominions, will attach to their in« 
tereft the Hindoo Zemindars, and polfefs themfelves of forts, 
which, with little expence, being made formidable, would give

MonoHfable, 

I, \/f Scawen arriYed at this Prefidency about i8 months ago, with the appointment of an AU 
^ fijfbaiit in the Comrniflury Generars oiHce on Captain’s allowances, which amount to about 
310 rupees per month, 

2. About eight months after his arrival the Council appointed him Auditor of the Accounts, which 
had remained unexamined previous to iny being Comrnillary General, with allowances exceeding 
2,500 Sonant rupees per month, although he had not ferved one hour in this Department, to 
qualify hirnfelf for fuch an undertaking, thereby fetclng afide his immediate fuperior, the Dey 
puty Commiflary General, Mr. Atkinfon, who has been 5 | years in this ofHce, and is an old civil 
Servant, 

3, Notwithftatiding the expence thus incurred, they were pleafed, on the 6th ultimo, to order 
all the retrenchments previous to the ill: of May 1780, the day from which I commenced the con-* 
troul, to be wiitten off to profit and lofs. 

4. And on the fime day, a majority thought proper to create a new office for the Gentleman, 
under the name of Auditor General without the Provinces, as well of the accounts of the Company's 
as of the Nabob’s forces commanded by Britifh officers ; with allowances on the part of the Com¬ 
pany, nearly equal to thofe of the Commiffary General, the difference between full and double full 
battii enjoyed beyond the provinces being tantamount to the commiffion on the revenues j and thefe 
allowances are exclufive of whatever die Nabob may be diredted to grant, 

5, The leading Gentlemen in the Council did not confider it due either to the interefts of the 
Company, nor in civility to the Commiflary General, to leave it to him to appoint his Affiftants, ac¬ 
cording to their induftry and capacities j but public report having announced that the above appoint¬ 
ment was in agitation, I thought it an indifpenfable duty, both to the Company and to myfelf, to 
fhew, before it' fhould pafs, that the appointment, and the confequent heavy exjience, could not be 
entailed on the Company from any degree of neceffity or expediency. 

6* At the fame time that I deemed this neceffary, I adopted a delicate mode of doing it ; and 
therefore, without the moft diftant allufion to the above report, I enclofed a ftate of the audits of 
the accounts of the army, requefting it might be forwarded to you, 

7, As this paper clearly proved that the check was clofely kept up, the obvious inference was, 
that as the controul of the multifarious accounts of the great army on the Bengal effablifhm nt 
was kept up in time of war, it would becafier to do fo, on a reduced eflabliflament in time of peace ; 
confequcntly, that any new expence for that purpofe was quite unnecefifary; and this was all that I 
conndered incumbent in me to fhew, to prevent the idea that it had become rcquifite from any re- 
miflhefs or want of induftry on my part 5 for fo far as it merely refpeded Mr. Scawen's fucceis, it 
could not fail to afford me fatisffidiou, 

8. Some time afteiwards lunderftood, that, in order to extend patronage, a plan was on foot, on 
the motion of the Governor General, to form a Committee of Accounts, on a fcale of great emo¬ 
lument and expence, in room of the Board of Infpeition; and that an opinion which I had delivered 
in May 1782, was adopted by fome of the Members of the Council, in juftification of an affent to 
the Governpr General’s propofition, 

g. This circumftance, and the long experience I had of my letters, on important affairs of the 
Company, being piled up, unanfwered and unrecorded, by the Board of Infpe6tion, induced me to 
fend a new ftate of the audits to the General department,as they flood on the Qth December, 
fo far as depended on this office ; refpedlfully obferving to the Board, that if they would be pleafed 
to afford even a very moderate portion of their valuable time to the Department of Infpeiftion, which

20. But though this delicacy towards the Governor General, added to a little attention to my own 
official frfety, made me cautious iji adding with the vigour which I wiftied to be able toftiew, yet it 
occurred, that if I fhould communicate my mind to him unofficially, it might anfwer two good pur-^ 
poles ; firft, that of producing benefit to the Company; and fecondly, that of fliewing him that I 
wiilicd to avoid a meafure which might be difagreeable, by giving previous notice of my intentions, 
and thereby affording him an opportunity of talcing to himfelf the merit of bringing the Company’s 
expence within the icale of their abilities.. 

2X. In this tone of mind, I wrote to him the accompanying letter, which will communicate to 
you a more ferious and perhaps a more corredi, though abriraef view of your affairs, than volumes 
of controverfial minutes could do, 1 fhewed the letter to Colonel Muir before I difpatched it, and 
he can attell: the fa( 51 : refpefting the native troo])S* 

22 * The meafure of ferving out grain was immediately adopted, though without any intimanion 
from whom the hint had been received; but the apprehenlion that this laft-mentioned letter would 
be followed by an official reprefcntatioii, made fuch impreffions, that I impute to them the prohibi¬ 
tion contained in the letter of the 27th ultimo, which is tranferibed from a minute of the Governor’s, 
written when Mcflfs. Maepherfon and Stables were abfent from town. One of thefe Gentlemen is 
faid to have thought the letter of the 9th December, fo far from improper, that it is furmifed he re- 
furred to it as the beft argument againft the unaeceffiiry appointment of an Auditor General, wdnch, 
as I muft re.-examine the accounts in order to contruul his audits, cannot poffibly, notwithftanding 
the great expence of the inftitiitlon, fave me any trouble, and is prejudicial to the officers of the 
army, and to the paymafters, by the circuitous mode preferibed for obtaining final audit of their bills 
juid accounts. 

23. Perhaps there''‘was alfo another motive for the above prohibition; for I had intimated inten¬ 
tions of rernonftrating againll lolles to which the Company has been fubjedted by the Board’s pafling 
bills contrary to the Company’s orders, without audit and knowing the rates, and by receiving .^nd 
deciding appeals, without calling on the Cornmiffary General to fupport his audits, which were 
founded on the public ordinances ; but, as ‘‘ the Board do not require the Commiffary General’s 

remarks on their orders,” they thought it bell to forbid them tntircly, left they might attradl the 
notice of the Honourable Court. 

24. So far therefore from being uneafy under the infult offered by the letter of the 27th ultimo, I 
really value it as a teftimony of having aimed at doing my duty. 

2^. I do not mean to comment on the condu£l of the majority of the Board on the points above 
fpccified ; I have Hated fa6ls as they occurred, and have fupported them by official documents.— 
Thide I leave to the ferious confideration of the Honourable Court, fubmitting to their wifdom how 
far fuch condudl is faithful towards the Company, or juft towards the Commiiflary General, 

26. I only beg that I may not be held refponfible for not exercifing the power granted by the Ho¬ 

nourable Court, of remarking, for their Information, on the proceedings of Government relative to 
military charges, feeing that it is evident I neither can, nor ever could freely do fo, with any degree 
of fecurity. cv 

27. And here I hope I may be permitted, in all humility, to oblerve, that the above-mentioned 
authority can never yield the good effects it was calculated to produce to the Company, until the 
Honourable Court ffiall declare,the Commiftary General, for the time being, anfwerable folely to 
them, and fo far independent of the adminiftration here, as that he fhall not be removable by them 
from his office, either by difiniffion, fufpenfion, fuperceffion, or by any other direfil or indirefil means, 
and may freely and fecurely difeufs their proceedings relative to military charges. 

28. I am difinterefted in this humble opinion, becaufe my conftitution is fo much worn down by 
iinremitting labours for the benefit oft the Company, that it is poffible I ftiail not be able, however 
much I may ftruggle, to continue them fo long as until I can hear what the pleafiire of the Honour¬ 
able Court may be regarding what I have thus fubmillively ftated; which, if 1 live till then, will 
determine whether I (hall continue my official exertions, or retire. 

29. Permit me in conclufion juft to obferve, that although the Board have been pleafed to with¬ 

hold from the Commiffary General the brevet military rank annexed to the office by its original 
conftitution, they have granted the rank, pay, and allowances of a Lieutenant Colonel to. a Sur¬ 
geon Major ! concerning which, all that I fliall at prefent fay is, that I would venture my life there is 
' " "no 
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no ffia’i in tills country v?ho vrould ferioufly alledge that fuch treatment is a fuitable return fo 4 
zealous fcrvices to the Company, which are known throughout India; but I look much farther for 
reward, and I am humbly confident I will not be difappointed in the firm reliance I liave that I 
Ihall obtain it tfom thejuflice of the Honourable Court, who mult be fenfible of the value of fervants 
.who attend to their own interefts fo little, as to attempt faithfully their duty under the dilcouraging 
frowns of power. 

•70. I have only to add, that if there is any irregularity in my prefuming to addrefs the Honour¬ 
able Court, 1 beg"it may be imputed to thofe who have left me no other alternative, than either to 
adopt this direa mode of addrefs, or to leave the Company to fufFer leverely ^ the^ Honourable 
Court’s remaining ftrangers to the bold manoeuvre of Ihutting up the Commillary General’s offi¬ 
cial powers, and thereby depriving the Company of lights highly important to their interefts. 

ur. Candour, however requires, that I fhould declare that Mfjflrs. Stables and Maepherfon, who 
have flrewn fincere difpofitions for the good of the Company, are not parties to this imconttitutionaJ. 
meafure ; I do not yet know how far Mr. Wheler is; and the tranfaition is altogether fo unlike the 
line of his condu<ft, that I can fcarcely perfuade myfelf it received his aflent.

EXTRACT of a Letter from the COMMISSARY GENERAL to the Honourable BOARD 
ofINSPECTION 5 dated 19th January 1783, 


1 Have the intcreft of the army moft fincerely at heart j and I have a very lively fenfe of the 
hanlfhipR to which the Gentlemen on the coaft are unavoidably fubjeiSted, by being lo rnuen in 
arrear but it is my humble opinion that the regulations of Government ought to be obeyed ; and 
that any relief which could be aflForded fliould be adminiftered in any other way rather than by fuf- 
fering deviations from them, unlefs where the General’s^ difcretional powers may happen to be 
exercifed. 


A committee of infpeaion fon expediting bufmefs, at which one of your number Ibould prefide, 
'apoear tome fo very necelTary, that I took the liberty of luggefting the meafure a conliderable time 
a^o ’ I have occafion ally reminded you of it, and whenever you fliall be pleafed to adopt that hum- 
bfe propofition, I will pledge myfelf the great load of bufmefs which has ^ 

in the department of inlpecTon, maybe brought up m two months, and that the bufmefs may, with¬ 
out much difficulty, be afterwards kept up. 


With refnea to Mr. Tierney’s defire to apimint a perfon with the Commillary General s pow¬ 
ers to accompany him to tlie coaft, a complete and intimate knowledge of the multifarious regula¬ 
tions of this fervice, cannot poffibly be attained without confiderable experierice, and ciitical at¬ 
tention to the letter and fpirit of them} but I conceive that Mr. Tierney and his v*Te 

courfe of two years, may have acquired an accurate knowledge of the eftabhlhed charges, thtfe 
are all they have any bufmefs to pay without fpecial authority } for however adive any campaign may 
be, there is a fufficient uumbei of Staff-officers, exclu five of the Pay mailer, to commit to writ¬ 
ing, from time to time, the orders of the Commander in Chief refpeding tn^iffiie 

take the refponfibility off the Paymafter ; and if any Payraaftcr could propofe to hiinfeif only to illue 
money, and to caufe the accounts dilburfements to be written out after previous audit of aU 





(e bills I obft;;rved on a former occafion, would be left to fuch Paymafter, than 
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the trouble of drawing hi$ commi(Hon and allowances, but in fuch cale the appouitment would 
be of very little utility to the Company ; and a Paymafler fo fituatecl could not expe6f to bo 
rewarded by a comniillion of one and a half per cent, and by the other iifual allowances of that 
fituation,—*rhefe arc liberal, and are meant as well for the trouble of examining 'the accounts in the 
firif infrance, as in coniKleration of fome rifks ; but a diflintt Paymafter runs very fcw> t*rpecially 
fince the orders of the 2d of OiStober laid were ilPued, impowering them to recover retrenchments- 
by doppages. If I confulted my own cafe only, I would mofi: caraeftly cherith the idea of. com¬ 
plying with Mr. Tierney’s requeft ; but my fcnle of duty obliges me humbly to pronounce, from 
experience, that it would only tend, in my opinion, toanincreafe of experice, without anfwering 
any good purpoie to the Company.

Gener-aI,houfe rent and office rent excepted, for one year, including the pay which he now draws, and 
as I have not yet received any official notice, either refpedding the nature of his appointment by tlie 
Court of Dire( 5 fors, or the pay annexed to it,, I requeft that you will bo pleafed to diredt an extradi 
of their general letter on this fubjedl to be lent to me, or communication of the fubftance of it; lb 
as that, by knowing the pay eftabliflied for him by the Honourable Court, I may be enabled to as¬ 
certain, agreeable to your orders, the amount, of the allowances you have been pLafed to grant to 
him j which I cannot otherwife do, becaufe he has not hitherto, asvfar as I know, drsiwn any pay, not 
having yet officiated in any capacity in this department, though I am perfuaded he would have at¬ 
tended if he had been required. 

However refpedfable Mr. Sea wen’s abilities may be, it is with great fubmiffion, morally impof- 
fible that he ftiould be able to execute the duties you have preferibed to him, without confiderable 
previous experience ; but in order that your intentions may not be entirely defeated, and as I have aifo 
very good difpofitions towards him, 1 will cheerfully contribute every inftrudtion and information 
that may be in my power, to render His appointment as ufeful to the Company as the nature of it can 
admit, as far as I can dofo with a proper attention to the current bufmefs, which indeed is the moft 
eflential fervke I can render to the Company.

That after the Paymafter’s dilburfements are audited, the Auditor General will tranfmit them to 
tbe military Payiniaftcr General out of the provinces, as well as to the difFerent P^mafters, with the 
particulars of the retrenchments which he has made ; and the military Paymafter General out oi the 
provinces muft be careful that the Paymafters under his authority do credit him in their accounts cur¬ 
rent for the fame, agreeable to the orders of the 9*^h of Junelaft. 

That the monthly reports and eftimates, which are now tranfmitted to the military Paymafter 
GeneraPs office by the Paymafters who are to be imder the orders of the military Paymafter General 
out of the provinces, in future be delivered to the military Piwmaller General out of the provinces, 
who will make out a general report and eftimate from them, fpecifying the balance in the hands of 
each Paymafter, as well as the balance in his own hands, and tranfmit the fame to the military Pay** 
mafter General, by the 20th day of every month. 

Refolvcd, That Mr. John Scawen be appointed to the office of Auditor General of the accounts 
of the troops ferving without the Company’s Dewannee provinces, to the Weft ward of the Caram- 
nafla, whether of the ftrength of the Company's regular eftabliQiment, or of the fervice of the Nabob 
Vizier, commanded by Britifti officers, with the exception of the garrifon in Chunar* 

That it be the duty of the Auditor General to audit and pafs the dlfburfements of thefe troops, and 
to tranfmit accounts of his retrenchments to the feparate Paymafters, and copies thereof to the Corn- 
mi ffary General in Calcutta.

That the Auditor General fliall ultimately tranfmit the Account of his retrenchments on the fixed, 
as well as on all dlfburfements, to the Commiflary General, to be entered in the books of his office, 
and to receive his final controul and fandlion.

Gentlemen, 

T Beg leave to lay before you copy of an application which I have received from Major Erfklne, In 
^ confequence of the enclofed extra£l of the general letter from the Court of Directors, dated tlic 
jr4fh April 1779. 

I have not made any particular reply to the Major’s queftion, becaufe the orders which I have 
received ort the point leave me at fome lofs how to a6t; for the late Commifrary General having 
fubmitted to you a claim of Captain James Dickfon, founded upon the fame paragraph, the De^ 
mand was rejected; whereas Captain Hook was lately fuccefsfui in a like claim upon the fame 
grounds, owing, I prefiime, either to the force of fome new arguments offered by him, or per¬ 
haps to the want of recoUeftion of the decifion of Captain Dickfon’s cafe; which is not fur- 
prizing, confidering that the multiplicity of bufinefs with which you are loaded in various depart¬ 
ments mull render it impolTible to give the mind equally to all, more efpeclally in times when 
the political line requires fo great and conftant attention : but, as the finances are the linews of 
war, the importance of direcling an obfervant eye to the application of them is manifell; and that 
confideration, with a he.arty difpofition to be, if polKble, more ufeful, has often made me wifh (and I 
have occafionally expreffed it before) that the original inftitiition, by which the Commiffary viene- 
ral was admitted to a feat at the Board of infpeiSion, had not fallen into difufe. All orders relative to 
military expences, in whatfoever department palled, mull be communicated to him ; and as they 
form the foie objedl of his official attention, it feems to be very obvious, that be might be of great 
alfillauce in the department of infpeclion j or if a committee of controul of military accounts was 
eilablilhed, confiftmg of fuch members of the Superior Board as might chufe to attend, one of 
whom fliould always prefide, and of the Commander in Chief, and Commiilary General for the time 
being, I am humbly confident, that eafe and fatisfadrion would refult to you, with benefit to the 
Company, and greater difpatch to bufinefs, than it is pofiible to give on the prefent plan ; but when 
I have ventured this fuggeftion, I beg I may not be mifunderftood; your approbation of it would 
only be a fource of additional trouble to me, without advantage or emolument 5 and nothing could 
have drawn from me thefe fentiments, but a defire of eafing you, and of rendering every fervice in 
my power to the Company, whofe interells I ha. moll fincerely at heart,

I Pveceived on the 24th inftarit your commands of the 15th, diredling a falary of 30.^000 mpecs per 
annum to he pafled for Colonel Owen, as Adjutant Genera! of Inffia, from the 5^1 of April 1779 
till the 5th of Auguftlaft, and I will pjw implicit obedience to your orders whenever the bill for the 
money, amounting to 1,30,000 rupees, fhall be pr^fented ; in the mean time it is my duty to acquaint 
you, that I never received any previous intimation of the eftablilhment of the faid falary of 30,000 ru¬ 
pees; and, that Colonel Owen, according to your regulations, drew the eftablilhed allowances for

42. Our Prdidency of Bombay have informed u$, that they received a confignment from Bengal 
of 3,040 bags of rice, and that they could not but be ftruck with the enormous amount of the 
charges, which were faid to be near rupees, 7 per bag.---*'rhe freight alone was charged at 5 rupees 
per bag, when they could have contracted for it at Bombay, free of all rifk and charges, at ru-^ 
pees, 5k 3 per bag ;‘but what appeared inexplicable to them, was the commiiliori of 15 percent, 
to the Agent, which comrnillioa was not only charged on the prime eoft: of the rice, but alfo on the 
freight, and all other charges*-—It likewile appears, from the eftimatc which you have tranfmitted to 
us, of the probable rcfources and dilburfements of your Government, within the 30th of April

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EXTRACT of BENGAL' GENERAL CONSULTATIONS, the lit April 1783. 

j^ECEIVED the following letter from the Agent for fupplies: 

Gentlemen, 

I have been honoured by the official receipt of copies of the 41 ( 1 :, 4ad, 43d, and 44th para¬ 
graphs of the general letter from the Court of Directors ^ dated 12th July 17S2, concerning my late 
Agency • 

I cannot help being flruck with thedeepelf concern, at finding that I have been the inllruinent of 
an appointment which ftands annulled by the Honourable the Court of Direi 51 :ors with fuch fevere 
epithets of difapprobation i and I beg leave to exprefs my acknowledgments to you for affording 
me a further opportunity of endeavouring to remove their objedfions, which appear to have been 
obvioufly taken up from the premifes then before them, unoppofed by fufficient explanations or 
teftimonies of its goodeffedf, which I truft the prefent experience of it will juftify : the commiffion 
was undoubtedly very high before your Honourable Board thought fit to reduce it; and the Honour¬ 
able Court of Diredtors pafs their judgment upon it in its original Hate—they were naturally ftnick 
with thefum, becaufe it is certain that the grols, See, undiminiflied amount of any commiffion, fixed 
at a fpecific rate fo ftriking to the obfervation, while the drawbacks upon it, and the inllances of its 
utility are various and imperceptible, until pofitively pointed out and defined. This is the chief ob- 
jedt of the prefent letter. 

At the time when the appointment was made, it was hoped and expedSed that the moll material 
duties of it, being the fupply of the Frefidency of Fort St. George, would be of fliort duration, and 
of no very conliderable extent. I mull declare, for my own part, that this was my opinion 
of it. The rate of commiffion had many precedents, both of old and recent efiablifnment, to 
warrant it, which I could enumerate, and I believe was founded on the lame principles with them; 
yet it has always fullained fevcral decliidtions from it, efpecialiy before you reduced it. I beg leave 
to enumerate the following :“I have maintained a conllant eftablifiuxieiit of clerks and agents at 
my own expence; I have at different times fent down European overfeers, entertained at high 
wages, to fuperintend the loading of the Europe fhips, and other ferviccs, which required fuperior 
management and attention, at my own cxpence. The number of agents of different kinds employed 
by me w'as neceffiirily great, but I have charged only for fuch as were immediately ftationed at the 
Company’s fixed golahs, or cafually employed in weighing off and fliipping particular invoices, accord- 
i:ig to the ordinary cuftom of merchants 5 and as^long as the original commiffion was allowed me, I 
never made any charge for the commiffion of fadlors or agents" whom I employed in diftant parts. Mr. 
Hamilton at Coringa, for inftance, fccured a large quantity of the country tonnage for me at that 
place, charging me 5 percent, commiffion upon the amount, for his trouble in the firll feafon; which 
while my own commiffion would bear it, I confidered as juffly allowable out of it; for the prefent 
feafon 1 agreed to pay him commiffion upon fuch tonnage only as he could procure under 
a certain price. This 1 have thought it neceffary to charge to the Company, becaule my own com- 
milTion had been reduced, 

7 'he above circumftances fliould be weighed in the general fco|>e of reafoning upon this fubjedl, 
but a fiill more important confideration Harts up, which the Honourable Court of Directors could 
not have been acquainted with; I mean the heavy charge of intereft which I have fuftained, to pre¬ 
vent the public from fuffering at times greater foiies and greater inconveniencies than any poffible 
amount of my commiffion: if it be urged, that by dilburfing more than my advances from the 
treafury, I fecured an ultimate benefit to myfelf: I reply, that with pofitive injundlions to carry my 
/applies to an unlimited extent, it was impoffible to coniine myfelf to my advances, without a ma- 
nifeft negleft of the public interefts, becaufe both the periods and fums of my advances were always 
uncertain, while my engagements were neceflarily fixed and pofitive. Had I omitted to take early 
meafures, through proper agents on the coaft, to make timely advances to the owners of vefiels on 
account of freight, in order to fecurc as much tonnage as poffible to be brought to me here, and 
had I waited the arrival of thefe vcffels, which would have come under ^engagements to otliers, or 
have been lent on fpeculation for freight, I might indeed have been guided in the amount of my dif- 
burfements by that of my advances; but I fhould have paid a much higher rate for the fame articles, 
and very fcantily have fulfilled the objecSl defigned by my appointment. In fhort, with all my fire- 
nuous and poffible exertions, it does not appear that rhe Frefidency of Madras was ever abundantly 
fupplied with grain, but continually craving for more.

EXTRACT of GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL, datci 15th December 1775* 

Par. 2. A S the feparate addrefles of our .Governor General, and of the majority of Council, to the 
Court of Dlre6tors, and of the latter to our late Chairman, ana Deputy Chairman, are 
entered upon your records, we (hall coiifider them as proceedings or minutes of Council, and as liich 
reply to thofe particulars which require our obfervation, direiflion, or determination; and herein we 
ihall be guided by that equal regard which we bear towards every Member of your Board, expre/Ting 
our approbation of fuch meafurcs as are right, and reprehending thofe which appear to us deferving 
of cenfure; but before we proceed to thofe particulars, we think it neceffary to communicate to you 
the following refolutions agreed to by a General Court of Proprietors, held on the 6th inftant, rela¬ 
tive to fundry obje£l:s on which you have been divided. 

Refolved unanimoufly, That, notwithflanding this Court h.ith the higheft opinion of the fervices 
5 uk 1 integrity of Warren Haftings, Efquire, and cannot admit a fLifpiciou of corrupt motives ope¬ 
rating on his condiift, without proof; yet they are of opinion, with the Court of Directors, that 
the agreement, made with Sujah Dowlah for the hire of a part of the Company's troops for the 
reduction of the Rohillah country, and the fubrequent fteps taken for carrying on that war, were 
founded on wrong policy, were contrary to the general orders of the Company, frequently repeated, 
for keeping their troops within the bounds of the provinces, and for not extending their ter¬ 
ritories ; and were alfo contrary to thofe general principles which the Company wilh fhould be 
fupported. 

Rofolved unanimouny, That this Court do agree with the opinion of the Court of Direftors, that 
the whole correfpondence between the Governor General and Mr. Middleton, fliould have been laid 
before the Members of the Superior Council, who ought to have received every information refped- 
ing the tranfa^fions of the Company’s Agent at Sujah Dowlah’s Court, in order to regulate their 
condudl at that critical period. 

Refolved, That this Court do agree in opinion with the Court of DIredors, that it is neceflary to 
wait the arrival of the Anfon, or fome further advices from Bengal, before a precife judgment can be 
formed relative to the future refources of that Prefidency. 

Refolved, That this Court do agree In opinion with the Court of Direftors, that the meafure of 
recalling the troops from the Rohillah expedition, as foon as it could be done with propriety, was 
agreeable to the fpirit of the Company’s general orders; but, confidering the fituation of affairs at 
that time between the Company and Sujah Dowlah, and other circumftances, the Court think the 
recalling them fo haftily might have been attended widi inconveniences. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL, dated 31ft 

January 1776. 

Para. 17. ^^HE importance of the queftion. Whether the Governor General is legally empowered 
to diffolvc the Council at pleafure, contrary to the declared fenfe of the majority, is 
fo great, that we have judged it proper to Ifate the cafe to fome of the moft eminent lawyers in this 
kingdom, and to have their opinions, before we finally decide thereon j which opinions wc have not 
yet been able to obtain. But however the queftion may be determined refpeding the legality of the 
power, we are clearly of opinion that it is highly improper that fuch a power, which may be attended 
with the moll: fatal confequences, fhould be exercifed by our Governor General, or by any Prefident 
of our Council ^ and therefore, to prevent further inconvenience, and totally to fupprefs all claims 
of this kind in future}, it is our expiefs command, tliat no meeting of our Council (the Members 
having been duly fummoned) fliall be diflblved pr adjourned by the authority of our Governor Ge-

4 ], or of any Prefideiit for the time being, •without the confent of a majority of Members pre 
at every fuch meeting of our faid Council. 



18. Andifitfliall hereafter happen that the Governor General, or any Member or Members of 
CounciJ, not being a majority, (hall think proper to withdraw from the Council Board, and leave a 
majority of the whole Council fitting j and if fuch majority fliall be of opinion that it may be ne- 
ceifary, and for the good of our fervice, to proceed to the difpatch of public bufmefs, we hereby 
dlrecf that*they continue to fit fo long (and to adjourn from time to time) as they (hall think it re- 
quifite and for our intereft fo to do; and that their minutes, rcfolutions, and proceedings, fliallbo re¬ 
corded in the fame book and form, as would have been the cafe if»no Member had withdrawn* 


ig. It is our further command, that all orders which fhall be illVied by fuch majority, fo aflem- 
bled in council as aforefaid, to any of our fervantsin Bengal, civil or miJitary, be implicitly obeyed 
in the fame manner, to all intents and purpofes, as though fuch orders had been authorifed and 
figncd by all the members of our faid council. 


20. The heavy charges brought againfir our Governor General have impre/Ied us with the moft 
ferious concern; but. the ftate of this interefting baiinefs is as yet too iinperfedly before us, to 
enable us to decide thereon at prefent. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S General Letter to Bengal; dated the 5th of April 1776. 


Para. 27. TT AVING invedigated the charges exhibited againft fome of the Members of our late 
adminiftration, we have come to the following rcfolutions : 


Refolved, That it appears that the conduift of the late Prefident and Council of Fort William 
in Bengal, in fulFering Cantoo Baboo, the prefent Governor General’s Banyan, to hold farms 
in different Furgunnahs to a large amount, or to be fecurity to fuch farms, contrary to the tenor 
and fpirit of the 17th regulation of the Committee of Revenue at Fort William, of the i4tli 
May 1772, and afterwards relinquifhing that fecurity without fatisfa( 3 :ion made to the Company, 
was highly improper, and has been attended with confidcrable lofs to the Company ; that the Go-^ 
venior General and Council be diredled to prepare a.n exadf ftatement of fuch lofles or damages as 
the Company have fuftained by their fervants permitting Cantoo Baboo, and other perfons, to 
withdraw the fecurity they had given, and to lake the moft effe6tual meafures for.the recovery of 
the fame. And there being reafon to expe^St. by the next advices, a further iiiveftigation and 
elucidation of thole charges which rcfpe( 5 t the receiving of prelents by the late Prefident and 
Council at Fort William, as the fubjedl was under confuicration of the Governor General and 
Council when the Anfon left Bengal; and as, in all "probability, proceedings may have been had 
thereon before the Supreme Court of Judicature, that the Court of Dire6tors do fufpend their fi- 
nal determination on the faid charges, till further lights ftiall enable them to decide thereon with 
precifion. 


Refolved, That it appears that a confiderable fum of money has been given by one of the 
Company's tenants, for holding the fait farms of Selimabad and Duccanfavagepore, in the dif- 
triifts of Dacca, over and above the engagements forthofe farms to the Company, contrary cothe 
letter and fpirit of the nth regulation of the Committee of Revenue of the 14th May 1772 ; and 
that Mr. Barwell has acknowledged having charged the fame tenant, for his own ufe, and the o- 
ther Gentlemen of the factory, with the amount of rupees 1,25,500, for permitting him to hold the . 
faid farms.”

PON taking into confideration a letter lately received from Colonel Lauchlin Macleane, dated 
the loth inftant, reprefenting that he was authorifed, empowered, and directed to fignlfy to us 
the defire of Warren Haftings, E/q. to refign his oftice^of Governor General of Bengal, and to reqiieft 
our nomination of a fuccefibr to the vacancy which would be thereby occafioned in the Council 
there; and it having appeared, from an inipeftion of the Powers v/ith which Mr. Macleane was in- 
vefted from Mr, Haftings, and from collateral teftimony, in confirmation of fuch’jwv/ers, that Mr.

Para. 34.^*r^HE Refident at the Durbar, who has been the principal Agent in this bufinefs, could 
not be ignorant of the above rcfolution, becaufehe \vas a member of tlie Committee ; 
and it was the indirpcnfablc duty of our Piefident and Council, not only to have taken care that re^ 
gular and frequent accounts of the advances made by the Refident at the Durbar to the Nabob were 
laid before them, but :i1r) of the expenditure of his ftipend, which ftiould have been tranfmitted 
to us for our information : and we muft conclude, that if they had done their duty in this refpedl:, 
fuch unaccountable and extciifive errors could not have happened in the accounts, the efteifts where¬ 
of mufl operate to our di(advantage, as we do not find that his ftipend will enable him to dilcharge 
the debts he has incurred ; and when we confider that the large overplus paid to the Nabob has 
really been dififipated in his infancy, and muft either be a dead lofs to the Company, or tend to dif- 
trefs him exceedingly, by putting him under large ftoppages, though his real wants are neceflarily 
encreafing as he grows up to manhood, we cannot but manifcft our refentment at the conduct of thofe 
of our iervants, whofe remiffiiefs has in this inftance involved both the Company and the Nabob in 
fuch. great inconveniences. 

35* The eafy prey which the Nabob has been made to his menial Iervants, and their utter want 
of ability, integrity, and attention, to render him in any degree refpedable, even in the eyes of the 
natives, are circumftances that have led us to re-confider our inftru<Slions to our late Prefident and 
Council refpefling Mahmud Reza Khan. We were always erf opinion that an able oftenfible Minif. 
ter, during the minority of the Nabob, would be necelfary, and late events have but too ftrongly 
confirmed us in fuch opinion; and as the abilities of Mahmud Reza Khan have been fufficiently 
manifefted, as official experience qualifies him for fo high a ftation in a more eminent degree than 
any other native with whom the Company has been connciSted, and as no proofs of mal-adminiftra- 
tion have been eftabliflicd againfl himj either during the ftridf. inveftigation of his condudf, or fince 
his retirement, we cannot, under all circumftances, but approve your recommendation of him to the 
Nabob to conflitutc him his Naib ; we are well pleafed that he has received that appointment, and 
authorife you to alTure him of our favour, folong as affirm attachment to the intereft of the Com¬ 
pany, and a proper difeharge of the duties of his ftation, fliall render him worthy of our pro¬ 
tection. 

36. We are by no means prepared to decide upon that part of your inftrudlons, which commits 
the adminiftration of criminal juftice entirely to the fuperintendence of Mahmud Reza Khan, nor 
of his plan for carrying-the fame into execution: We obferve it has had .your approbation, and 
therefore fuppofe it is at prefent operating in the country ; but whether, in the prefent ftateof things, 
fuch authority could be legally conferred on Mahomed Reza Khan, or whether his inftru6iions to 
his inferior Phowfdarry officers will clafh with the jurifdidtion of the Supreme Court, eftablifhed by 
his Majefty’s Charter, are queftions of too great importance for us to hazard an hafty opinion 
thereon. We have already laid before his Majefty’s Minifters a colleirion of fuch papers as muft 
explain our embarraffments, occafioned by the exfenfive operation of the authority and jurifdiilion 
of the Supreme Court of Judicature, over natives not in the fer vice of the Company; and if any alte¬ 
ration fhould be made, in coilfcquence of our application or other wife, you will of courfe receive 
information: in the mean time, copies of your inftrudions to Mahomed Reza Khan, and of his 
-plan for the execution of criminal juftice, fhall be laid before the nioft eminent Council in this king¬ 
dom, in order to obtain tlicir opinions, whether any objeftions arife thereto iii point of law, which

Para. 20. pY the 48th paragraph of our letter, dated the 15th December X775, you were in- 
formed of our intention, under every circumrtance, to keep all territories and pof- 
fciTions ceded to the Company by Ragobah ; and you were directed forthwith to adopt fuch mea-*. 
fiires as might be necefiary for their prefervation and defence. Our letter could not be before you 
at the time of concluding the treaty of Poonah ; but we are extremely concerned to find, by the terms 
of that treaty, that fo great a facrifice has been improvidently made, and efpecially that the import ¬ 
ant ceiTion of Baflein to the Company by Ragobah had been rendered of no effect. 

30. It is with equal furprize and concern that we have received your proceedings rerpc6iing abufes 
which have prevailed in letting the lands, and collufions pradlifed in forming contradts fo^ fait with 
the Company. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S General Letter to Bengal, the 4th July 1777. 


Para. ii. T tPON the moft careful pcrufal of your proceedings of the 2d of December 1776, re- 
^ lative to the recall of Mr. Briftow from the Court of the Nabob of Oude, and the 
appointment of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton to that ftation, we muft declare our flrongeft difapprobation 
of the whole of that tranfadfion. 


12. We obferve, that the Governor General’s motion for the recall of Mr. Briftow includes that 
for the reftoration of Mr. Nathaniel Middleton ; but as neither of thofe meafures appear to us uc- 
cefiiiry, or even juftifiable, they cannot receive our approbation. 

13. With refpedf to Mr. Briftow, we find no fhadow of charge againft him ; it appears that he 
has executed the orders of the Board to the entire fatisfiidl:ion even of thofe members of Council 
who did not concur in his appointment. You have unanimoufiy recommended him to our notice ; 
attention to your recommendation has induced us to afford him marks of our favour, and to re-annex: 
the emoluments affixed by you to his appointment, which had been difeontinued by our order. And 
as we muft be of opinion, that a perfon of acknowledged abilities, whofe condudlhas gained him, the 
efteem of his fuperiors, ought not to be degraded without Juft caufe, we do not hcfitate to interpofe 
in his behalf; and therefore dired that Mr. Briftow do forthwith return to his ftation of Refident 
at Oude, from which he has been fo improperly removed. 

36. In our letter of the 5th of February 1777, we exprefled our apprehenfions that a fudden tran- 
fition from one mode to another, in the inveftigation and coliedlion of our revenues, might Irave 
alarmed the inhabitants, leffened their confidence in our proceedings, and been attended with other 
evils ; yet as we were led to hope that fuch information had been obtained, as would enable us to 
afeertain with a fufficient degree of precifiori what revenues might be collefled from the country with¬ 
out oppreffing the natives, we felt feme fatisfaeftion in confidering thofe evils as at an end, and pro¬ 
ceeded to give fuch inftru<ftions as appeared to us neceffary for your guidance in a future fetdement 
of the lands. 

% 

37. In this ftate of the bufinefs our furprife and concern were great, on finding, by our Gor 
vernor Generars minute of ift November 1776, that, after more than feven years inveftigation, in¬ 
formation is ftill fo incomplete, as to render another innovation ftill more extraordinary than any of 
the former, abfolutely neceffary in order to the formation of anew fettlement. 

38. In 1769, Supervifors were appointed profelTedly to inveftigate the fubjedl. In 1770 
Comptrolling Councils of revenue were inftituted. In 1772, the office of Naib Duan was abolifhed, 
natives were difearded, and a committee of circuit formed, who, we were told, precilely and dif- 
tinclly afeertained what was necefiaiy to be known ; and now, in I777> two junior ferv'ants, with 
the affiftance of a few natives, are employed to colled and digeft materials, which have already under¬ 
gone the colleiftiori, infpedion, and icvifion of fo many of our fervants of all denominations. We 
by no means difapprove the attempt to obtain further information, if it be neceffary, hut are forry 
that the condud of the majority of the council on the occafion has been fuch as muft have our 
utter difapprobation.

EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S General Letter to Bengal, dated 28th Nov. ' 1777^ 


Para. 16. r\N your confultations of the 14th Oftober 1776, during the indirpofition and abfenee 
^ of General Clavering, we obferve a motion was made by the Governor General, that 
Mr. Nathaniel Brafley Halhed fliould be appointed Commiffary General. To this motion Mr. 
Francis very properly replied, that though he had no perfonal objedion to Mr. Halhed, yet from 
the nature of the office of Commiffary General, and its infeparable connexion with the CommaneWr 
in Chief, he thought confiderable weight was due to his opinion j but by the concurrence of Mr. 
Harwell in the Governor General’s motion, before the General was coilfulted, it is evident, that 
whatever might be his fentiments, they could have no other effect than , that of being recorded 
for our information. 

ly.The reafon affigned by Mr. Barwell for his condufton this occafion, was, becaufehe could not, 
coniiftent with his principles, decline fupporting the conftitutional nomination of fervants to the 

different offices under the Prefidencyby the Governor General 5’* which he affirms to have been 
a power exercifed by Prefidents of the Council ever fmee he ferved tlie Company, and which power 
he. conceives the Company propofe fliould always be exercifed.” 

18. We are equally furprifed and concerned to find a member of our Council capable of making 
fuch declaration, when, by adverting to the 47th article of our inftru6tions, dated the 29th March 
1774^ he would have found, that whatever might have been the powers exercifed by former Pre¬ 
fidents of the Council, our Governor General is only authorized to nominate the town, or Fort Major 5 
and it is exprefsly direded, that the Commander in Chief fhall recommend all officers for the ftaffj” 
alio thofe who fhall be appointed to fill all vacancies in the Sepoy corps j and that the^^ Governor 

General and Council fliall (iay proper regard to the recommendation of the Commander ia 
‘‘ Chief.” 

19. After fo manifeft a difregard of our exprefs Commands, by the Governor General and Mr. 
BarwelJ, we cannot wonder at the indignity offered to our Commander in Chief, by afking his opi% 
nion on a meafure which was in effed predetermined j and rejeding that opinion without vouch- 
fafing to affign a reafon for fo doing, though given upon information received fi*om Colonel Daw 
(whofe abilities and experience rendered him perhaps the moft proper perfon in Bengal to be con- 
fulted on the fubjecl) that an intimate acquaintance with the ufages of the army was abfolutely ne- 
cefiary for any man who ffioiild hold the office of Commiffary General; how^ever, it does not ap¬ 
pear, that either the experience of Colonel Daw, or the mortification exprefled by General Claver¬ 
ing at the idea of our military affairs relapfing again into diforder and confufion, Had the leaft weight 
with the majority of the Board. 

20. Inftrid conformity with the line of officiar duty prefcribed by our inftrudions, the General 
mmed to the Board two officers, who, as he declared, poffeffed alh the qualifications requifite for 
Commiflary General; but this difeharge of his duty was paffed over with filence, and the appointment 
of Mr. Halhed finally fettled, without a fingleremark on the General’s obfervadons. 

21. The Commander ill Chief fays, he could have wifhed that the Governor General had 

thought Icfs of obliging a favourite with a good place, than of filling it by a man whofe peculiar 

abilities were adapted to the office,” and we moft fincerely join the General in fuch wifh 5 hut asi 

this does not appear to have been the cafe, it becomes us to interfere, and to remedy the evil 
immediately: We therefore direeft, that if the General fliall recommend either Mr. Murray, Se-^ 
cretary to the Board of Ordnance, or Captain Kyd, Town Major, the two perfons whom he iias de¬ 
clared auly qualified for the office of Commiffary General, diatthe perfon fo recommended be forth¬ 
with appointed to that office. 

•24. Another fubjefl: of altercation at your Board, fince the death of Colonel Monfoii, is that of 
fait balances. 

25. In the 4th paragraph of your letter per Syren you inform us, that the Turn of 19 lacks of 
rupees relervcd for the difeharge of lalt balances, is the amount claimed by thofe individuals who 
had made advances ,to the Molungees, or fait makers, at the time when it was relblved (in 1772) 
to appropriate, for the benefit of the Company, all the lalt made in the feveral provinces of 
Bengal. 

26. It appears upon the proceedings of our Prefident and Council, of the 7th of O£iober 1768, that 
on a former occafion the Company had paid^ claims of this nature to the amount of rupees 
5,33,045 5 which wa^ to be reimburfed by an increafe of revenue. The payment was Italy but 
the Prefident and Council obferve, that the reimburlement was fiititious, becaufe the- Company

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liave increafed the Khaliary revenue, without difchargtns the incin-.brancc occafioned by for-

27. Convinced of the impropriefy of fubjctSling the Company to inconveniences and lofles o( this 
nature, and in order to prevent them effediually “in future, the Board in 1768 unanimoufly agreed, 
amongfl other regulations, that in conlideration of the h.cavy balances due from the Molungees to the 
Ivderchants on account of the preceding year’s advances, the Merchants fhould have the [>rc“terence 
of the Molungees lervices for that feafon (meaning 1769); but that the Molungees fhould not be 
liable to be called upon for any balances whatever after tiic expiration of that leafon, 

28. Tnour letter of the 311! of January 1770^ after noticing what happened refpe£^ing the eva- 
fion of the above regulation in 1771, in the cafe of Mr. Reed, we ftated the reafonwhy we thought 
the claims of former fait Merchants, for balances from tltc iviolungees, ought not tp be fatisfied by 
the Company j namely, becaufe we did not find, that by any proceedings of the Governor and 
Council, the fpccific injunctions, which prohibit demands being made on the Molungees for old ba- 
knees, has been fetafide or repealed and we alfo cautioned you to attend carefully to all the ciiv 
cumfbnccs of former regulations, before you admit claims which might fubjeiS the Company to the 
pvayment bf money on account of fuch balances. 

29. We find, however, on your confultation of the 8tk of Oc%bcr 1776, the Governor General 

declares his opinion, that the Company ought to charge themfclves with the amount of tliofe ba¬ 
lances, when diverted of accumulation of intcrert, fupplies of provifions, and other articles, by which 
debts of this kind have been fwelled to the moft exorbitant amount ; and he gives us a reafon for his 
opinion, that it was for the benefit of the Company that the Molungees were difabledfrom difeharg- 
ing their balances, or rather the Merchants prevented from receiving the equivalent of them., by the 
profits arifing from the produce of the labour of the Molungees. ' 

30. This acknowledgment of the Governor General, that the balances have been fwelled (to ufe 
his own phrafe, by arts of this kind,’' conveys to us a very unfavourable idea of the condu6t of 
the claimants, and renders It, in our opinion, very doubtful, whether they would be jufHy entitled 
toany corn pen fation whatever^ either from the Molungees or the Company, even fuppofuig the regu¬ 
lations of X768 had never been formed. And as to the benefits derived to the Company, we have 
our doubts, whether, excluftve ofinterefl: upon advances of agency, and of all other cxpences v/hich 
have attended the fait bulinefs li'nce the ncwregulaticjn took place, the net profits brought to the Com¬ 
pany’s Treafury would be more than equal in amount to the fum claimed by the merchants in dtf- 
charge of their old balances 5 and if fo appropriated, the Company’s advantages on fait, which 
have been iield out to us in a light fo fiwourable by our late adininiftration, would again be reduced to 
a fiftitious revenue. 

31. The minutes of General Clavering and Mr. Francis, in anfwer to thc Governor General, ma- 

iiiteft an attention to the Company’s interelt, which does them much honour, and leaves us little, to add 
on this ; but as the Governor General allows, that if it fhall appear that the regulation of the 

7th of 06 tober 1768 was made public, and in fuch a manner as was requifite to give it theof a 
legal fandion, it muft of courfc invalidate all claims made in contradidtion thereto, we fhall add one 
word refpedting the promulgation of the faid regulation. 

3a. At the time when this regulation took place, Mr. Becher held the office of Colle< 3 :or Gene- 
neral, and confequently bad the fupcrintendcnce of the Purgunnahs near the Prefi<lency j Mr, Sykes 
was Refidcnt at the Nabob’s Court at Moorfhedabad, and Mr, Rumbold was Chief at Patna, 

33. The Colleftor General was prefent at the Council Board when the regulation was formed 5 
il was neverthclefs directed, that he ftiould be furnifhed with an official copy of the confultation, 
in order that he might illue the fame in the difiri<rts under his inlpedhon ; and Mr, Becher declares, 
in his letter of the nth of March 1769, that in confequence of the refolutions of the 7th of Odfo- 
ber, regarding the condiuSf of the inland trade in fait, the necefiary publications had been iffued 
throughout the dirtridfs under his management i and that from a revifal of the extradP of that 
day’s proceedings, his fuccellbr could be at no lofs as to what might be further needful to bf? 
done, 

34. The 7th of Odlober 1768 the Governor and Council alfo tranfmitted copy of their plan to 
Mr. Sykes at Moorfliedabad, and to Mr. Rumbold at Patna j the former was defired earncrtly to 
recommend it to the Nabob’s niiiiifter to adopt them, and the latter enjoined to pay the ilridlefi re¬ 
gard and attention thereto. 

35. With thefe authorities before u.s, we are really concerned to find it afiprted by the Governor 


General, that the orders of 1768 were never made public, nor enforced.” If this aflertion be 
how we ever be able to give credit to vve read in minutes of Council I And if the 0

11 we account lor the Governor’s aHertion, or Indeed for his attempt 
tiiem, in his comment upon the fubrequent aft of the Board in 1771, which feems in¬ 
tended to afford individuals an advantage againfl the Coinpany, in matters of property, to fo great 
an amount ? 


36. Under the above circumftances, we have the fatisfaftion to'findf'^that Mr. Francis declares 
himfclf convinced that the claims in queftion ‘^cannot be fupported in a court of juftice that he 
denies the rigfit of the claimants; and that unlefs new fafts be produced, of which he is ignorant, he 
confiders the argument urged in our letter of the 31II of January 1776, againft admitting fuch claims, 
as unanfw'erabic 5 that General Clavering has, in our opinion, fully refuted the Governor General’s 
arguments, refpefting the declaration of the Board in 1771, and declared it his refolution to protelt 
againft every meafure which may tend to iatisfy thefe extraordinary claimants for any part ot the debt 
pretended to be due to them. We earneftly hope that the attention of the General and Mr. Francis 
to our intereft on this occafion will have the defired efteft, and prevent the Governor General and 
Mr. Bawell from (iroceeding further in the bufinefs. And it is ourexprefsdireftion, that no nioney 
be paid by you on account of fait balances, until you fhall have obtained our licence for fuch pay¬ 
ment, unlefs the claimants fhall eftablifh their claims by law, which we believe to be impollible. But 
fhould this be attempted, and a verdift at any time be obtained in the Supreme Court of Judicature, 
it is our order that you appeal to his Majefty in Council, in every fuch cafe where the amount ftiall 
warrant an appeal. 

37. A further inftance, in which the conduft of the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, as a ma¬ 
jority of the Board, appears tons not only improper, but highly reprehenfible, is that of rejefting 
the advice of our ftanding council, and refufing to concur in Wing a bill of difeovery to oblige Mr. 
Thackeray to declare who were the perfons concerned with him in furnifliing the Company with 
elephants. 

38. We obferve that our late Prefident ftates to the Council, in confultations of the 6 th of Sep¬ 
tember 1774, that the farmers of Sylhet had made a tender to him of about 66 elephants, at looo 
rupees each ; that the Board efteemed it an advantageous offer, and accepted the elephants under 
certain conditions. 

39. XVe find that the farm of Sylhet was granted by the Committee of Circuit ; that the Com¬ 
pany’s advance to the farmers of Sylhet, of 33,000 rupees for elephants, was received by one of the 
members of that committee. It has, however fince appeared, that} the oftenfible farmers, or perfbns 
named in the Committee’s fettlement, never exilled ^ and that Mr. Thackeray, the Company’s Refi- 
dent at Sylhet, was the real fanner, under fiftitious names. 

40. The circumftances which more immediately claim our attention are, the Company’s Ageniy 
who was to receive the elephants from the fuppofed farmers (but in reality from Mr. Thackeray) 
was appointed by himfelf ; that when the elephants wer^e delivered by Mr. Thackeray’s Agent at Pat * 
na, it is ftated tliat they were unfit in every refpeft for fervicc ; that feme died on the rirft day’s march,; 
and that only 16 out of 66 furvived the march from Dinapore to Belgram, the place of their def- 
tination. 


41. From thefe and other circumftances the majority of our Council, before the death of Colonel 
Monfon, thought proper to put fuch queftions to Mr. Thackeray as might lead to a difcovery, whe¬ 
ther any coil ufion had been praftifed, or improper influence ufed by perfpns in power to induce the 
council at Patna to accept elephants in the condition above deferibed, fb much to the damage of the 
Company. I'o their queftions Mr. Thackeray made evafive anfwers, and in fhort refufed to give 
the defired fatisfaftion ; whereupon the Board refolved, that the balance claimed by Mr. Thackeray 
Ihould not be paid by the Company. 

42. As Mr. Thackeray was the Company’s Refident at Sylhet, and has acknowledged that the 
Company’s Agent, who was to receive the elephants from the fuppofed farmers, was appointed by 
himfelf, and as the elephants were delivered at Patna in a ftate unfit for fervice, we deem the queftions 
put to him by General Ciavering, Colonel Monfon, and Mr. Francis, iiot only proper, but abfo- 

, lately ncceflary. 


43. The reafons afllgned by Mr. Thackeray for withholding information from the Board were, 
becaufe, having 'given his word and honour that he would not divulge particulars, he might, by 
breaking his promife, forfeit the charafter of a man of principle and honour,” and fuffer in the 
opinion of his friends. Thefe reafons appear to us very extraordinary, w’hen urged by a man whole 
duplicity had juft been manifefted ; who had, to ufe the Governor General’s words, ‘V been convlfted 
“ of having fecretly obtained the farm of Sylhet, under fiftitious titles, and puniftied for that offence.” 
Nor are we able to reconcile the Governor General’s tendernefs for Mr. Thackeray’s honour and de¬ 
licacy with his own further declaration, that from the above tranfaftipn Mr. ^ackeray had been 
unaiiimoufly and juftly condemned.’* 

44,^ Your 
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ii , Your letcct of the 19th of December informs us, that the Supreme C^art had pafled a decree 
in fovour of Mr. Thackeray for rupees 29,000, and cofts of fuit, and that you had ordered die 
money to be paid. 

41: We obferve that our. Attorney was ferved .with notice of trial'the X4th November, about 
ao days after the death of Colonel Monfon ; and to our coft we find, that the majority of council, 
confiflingthen ofthe Governor General and Mr. Barwell, iniVead of preparing for a proper defence, 
deferted die caull, and thereby fiibjeaed the Company to the payment of the money. 

46. The amount of the Company’s lofs on this occafion is not the principal objeaof confideration; 
but when wp find it fuggefted by Geiictai Clavering, that the canfe was loft by ‘‘ a inoft ihameful 

defertion oi) the part of the defendants, whofe duty it certainly was to guard our property ; that 
not afingle witnefs was produced on the part of the Company, we are induced to think, with the Ge¬ 
neral, that the majority of the Board, though they may not chufe to make a formal order on the^rea- 
fury to fatisfy unjuft claims, may neverthelcfs encourage fuits to be inftituted in the Supreme Court, 
over-rule the opinion ofthe Company’s council, prevent their- attornies from adopting the beft mode 
of defence, fiifler verdidls to be given againft the Company, and Ihelter themfelves under fuch ver- 
didfs, in difpofing of our property to individuals. 

47. Mr. Farrer not only gave his opinion fully and clearly againft the poflibilitjr of Mr. Thacke¬ 
ray’s recovering the money by a fuit at law, but alfo declared, that in every part of the tranfaftion, 
from the origin to the clofc, he perceived fuch ftrong marks of fraudulent mifreprefentation and con¬ 
cealment, that it fcetned to him ellential to juftice, to invclligate the matter to the bottom, by a bill 
of difeovery ; that forbearance would be to fuftcr, in matters of property, thofe things to be con¬ 
cealed under a falfc idea of honour and principle in one of the parties concerned, which the juftice of 
the cafe required to be revealed. And we are forry to obferve, that by the Death of Colonel Mon- 
fon. the Governor General and Mr. Barwcll’s opinion, though trifling, became fufficient tofet afide 
tbc iMoft folenin opinion of our Council in a matter which concerned the Company’s property, and 
which opinion apiiears to us equally juft and judicious. 

4 8. Upon the whole of this tranfaaion, as we fullyapprove the condua of General Clavering and 
Mr. Francis, becaufe it has been, in our opinion, highly meritorious, fo we -are compelled to declare, 
that the behaviour of our Governor Gcnerid and Mr. Barwell has, in this inftance, been highly im¬ 
proper, and inconfittent with their duty. 

40. In the 31ft article of our inftruaions, dated the 29th March 1774, we recommended the 
ftriaeftfru'''.alityin your'approval of falaries to be paid by the Company to the officers of the Supreme 
Court of jtidicatuj-e. Upon the receipt of your advices, fpecifying the amount of fees and falaries 
appointed and annexed to the fiid officers, we expreffed our opinion, that they were very high, but 
acquiefeeJ therein for the prefent; fuggefting however, our hopes, that in cafe any alteration fhould 
take place, you would not agree to any plan that fhould not be formed with more occonorny, until 
you fhould have tranfmitted the fame to us for our final determination. 

50. The nth paragraph of your letter of the 12th February 1777, informs us, that the judges had 
fent you a lift of additional offices, and a propofal to increafe the fees to other particular offices al¬ 
ready eftablifhed ; and to our aftonilhment we find that you have approved the propofal of the 
Court, and granted your confent to the increafe of fees and additional eftablifhments. 

cii And here we have to lament, that the fame majority of Council, whofe conduft we have fo 
juftly cenfured, have again exercifed their authority in manifeft difregard of the intimations given in 
our inftrudbions, and in oppofition to the moft unanfwerablc arguments urged to tlie contrary by 
General Clavering and Mr. Francis, who had alfo protefted againft the unrealbnable and excclfive 
lalarics and emoluments, as eftablilhed by the judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature, for tlie 
officers of that Court at its firft inftitiition. 

52. We obferve it ftated by Mr. Francis, that the falaries ofthe officers of the Court, cxckifive of 
the judges themfelves, as they flood before the late addition, amount to current rupees i,23,43(7, 
befides their fees. To this mud be added houfe rent, at the rate of current rupees 4,428 per annum, 
and contino-ent charges, which are indefinite. It is now propofed to hire another houfe, 
which he concludes will not be done for lefs than 500 rupees a month j and he ftates the expence of 
the new officers falaries at upwards of thirty-tvro thoufand rupees per annum, belidcs the additional 
allowance of fees. 

c 2, WhcJi we confider this profiifion of cxp^ncc, we cannot but exprefs our concern, that the 
power of granting away our property in perpt'tuity fhould have devoWed upon perfons, whoie com¬ 
pliance to the Court has, in our opinioA^, greatly exceeded their attention to the intereft ofthe Com¬ 


pany. 


55, After 



55- After triSing with our fubfiance in the manner above ftatcd, we are not furprized at youi; 
coafenting to forgive Cumal ul Dion his cofts of fuits. Indeed the intimation of the Chief JulUce 
convinces us, that had you withheld your confent, the Company would not have been benefited 
tliereby ; but as we regard the example as a dangerous precedent, and the remillion of cofts to Cu- 
raal ul Dieh a^ an engagement to other natives to tread in his fteps, we cannot but approve the oppo- 
fition given to the meafure by General Clavering and Mn Francis, upon the grounds fet forth irt 
tlieir minutes, on confultation the 4th of February 1777 : and we conlidcr it as another inftance of 
the faithful difcliarge of their duty to the Faft India Company. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL, dated 30th 

January 1778. 

Par, 50. npHE petition of Monfiiur Muckerjee, ftiled the difmifl'ed farmer of Currickpore and 
Monghecr, pointed out to our particular notice in your Revenue Letter per Syren, 
exhibits another inftance of lofs to the Company, occafioned by that duplicity which has been prat- 
tifed by our fervants during the late adminiftration, in the letting and holding of lands and farms iu 
Bengal. 

51. We find the circumftance which occafioned Muckerjee’s petition, was a complaint made 
by the Roy Royan, that a balance of 13,000 rupees was due from him, as the difmifled Farmer of 
Currickpore and Mongheer, and that the Khalfah Peons had been fent to demand the money, but 
were interrupted by Mr. Wordfworth. To this charge, Mr. Wordfworth, who had been an airiftant 
at Mongheer, replies, that the Roy Royan miift have been mifinformed, becaufe Dundoo B.thader 
and Kerperam Roy were the two Farmers difiniffed from Currickpore and Mongheer ; and that the 
fa<ft was too notorious to be doubted, Muckerjee alfo declares, on his examination, that he was 
Mr. Bateman’s fervant, and not the Fanner of the diftrias in queftion; that Mr. Bateman was 
Colkaor, Dundoo Bahader, Farmer of one Pergunnah, and Kerperam of the other; and that at 
Mr. Bateman’s requeft, he (Muckerjee) became fecurity for payment; that he never law Dimdoo 
Bahadetrt that Kerperam was one of his own people ; that he believes no fuch man as Dundoo Ba~ 
hadcr exifts in Bengal ; and that he was fecurity only for Mr. Bateman. That Mr. Bateman 
gave in propofals under the feals of Dundoo Bahader and Kerperam } that (eals were cut in, the 
above-mentioned names, and affixed to the cabooleats by Mr. Bateman’s Moonfhy, who wrote 
the cabooleats, qnd always kept the feals in his own hands ; that Mr. Bateman had the polleffion, and 
enjoyed the profit of the farms, and paid him 200 rupees per month as his Muttafuddie ; that Mr. 
Bateman told him, Dundoo Bahader and Kerperam, were only nominal perfons ; that on afking 
Mr. Bateman if the two Pergunnahs were his own, he replied, that he had one fhare in Mongheer, 
and Mr. Vanfittart two fhafes; but that he was the folc proprietor of Currickpoix. That the ma- 
hals, or diftrife, having been put under the Council at Moorftiedabad, Mr. Baber told the petitioner, 
that Mr. Bateman was not to receive the profits that year j but that they (meaning the faid Council) 
were to receive the advantages arifing therefrom; and that Mr. Baber propofed his continuing in the 
mahals,^ and that he ftiould give him a teep for 10,000 rupees, which he declined, but to which he 
afterwafds confented. 

52. The orders of your Board on the occafion were, that a copy of Muckerjee’s petition ftiould 
hetranfmitted to Mr. Bateman, and fo much of it to Mr. Baheras had relation to that Gentlemair, 
and that his anfwer thereto ftiould be required : but, to our aftonifhinent, we find Mr. Barwell ob- 
jedts to tills mode of admitting on the records matter of a tendency foreign to the public bufinefs, 
Rating, as reafons for his objcdlion, that the wifdom of the legiflature having eftablifticd a jurifdic- 
tion that alone is competent for the cognizance of all private claims and demands, if any thing was 
intended againft Mr. Baber, further than the mere introdudlion of his name in an odious manner, 
your Board was not the tribunal to give redrefs: that tho’ your time and attention might be diverted 
from public bufinefs, and broke in upon by the introdudlion of matter calculated to anfwet the partial 
refentments of individuals, you muft revert to the bufinefs of the public ; and of courfe could not 
pafs through a tedious and accurate examination, to clear afperfed charadters, or, if not afperfed, to 
relieve the injured.—For which rcafon, and that your records might not become a channel of villifi- 
cation, as he ftiles it, he was againft admitting any claims of individual againft individual. He 
therefore moves, that Monfliur Muckerjee be told, that if there be juftice in his reprefentations againft: 
Mr. Baber, he rnuft apply to the Court of Judicature, and prove his claim before that Court, where 
alone matters of private property can be decided: that if he does this, the demand will be made up¬ 
on Mr. Baber in a regular manner, and Mr. Baber will have an opportunity of controverting the pre- 
tenfions of the claimant. 

53. We have been thus particular in Hating Mr. Barwell’s objedlion and motion, becaufe we 
conceive them to have been contrary to the letter and fpirit ot the 35th article of our General 
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tnf^ru(S!onfi> wfilch exprefsly direfl's th^it you caufe the ilrldUR enquirj^ to be made into all op- 
pre/Hoas committed agalaft aativew or Europeans^ aud into all abufes which may have prevailed 
in the collection of the revenues, or in any part of the civil government *, and that you may commu.^ 
nlcate to us all the informiition you may be able to maintain relative thereunto. Suppofing therefore, 
foi a moment, that Muckerjee’s petition had proved utterly untrue j that Mr, Bateman had not, in 
the fmalleft degree, been concerned in the farms of Mongheer and Currickpore ; that Mr. Baber 
was perfeftly innocent of receiving tl\c teep—One fa£fc wiis neverthelefs Indiiputable, namely, that 
the difti'idls were 13,000 rupees inarrear; and the iiippofed Farmer having declared himfelf not 
the Farmer, but the Servant of the Colleftor, and therefore rehifed payment, certainly the ad¬ 
mitting of his reafons for fiich refufal upon your proceediiigs was ftridly regular, and the only 
proper channel by which you could communicate to us the information required by our General 
inliruiSlions ^ nor do we conceive that, confiftent with your duty, you could poffibly have fup- 
prefftd them* 

54. We are forry to obferve, that a motion fo very extraordinary fliould be approved by our Gover¬ 
nor General. We agree with the other Members of our Council, that the refolution>if carried, would 
have been equal to a denial of jufticc ; that it would have put attop to complaints againft Company’s 
Semntf/, and have fupprefTea the difcovery of all abufea, whether paft or to come, bccaufe no in*' 
veftigation of fuch complaints could ever have taken place ; and therefore we cannot but approve the 
conduct of the majorit)'in over-ruling the motion* 

55, It feems the Council at Patna had the letting of Mongheer and Currickpore; and Mr. Bate¬ 
man prtitends that, on account of former troubles and yiconveniences, there waa no perfon to be 
found that would cngafl^c for the abpve farms j for which reafons, and to fave the charges of coU 
le6tion, and the ifk o? balances, Mr, Vanfittart requefted him to take them ; and that Mr, Vanfit- 
tart had no private concern whatever in the farms: but furely, if no more was meant by Mefirs. Van- 
/ittart and Bateman than to render the Company a fmgular fervice, and to free them from cxpences, 
there could be no neceflity for fubftituting fi< 5 btiou 3 names to cover fo meritorious a tranfadion. 
Mr. Baber’s reply was received before that of Mr. Bateman* We obferve he denies the charge, 
and fays the man was a Farmer of Mongheer and Currickporej but he mentions ono additional 
circumftance of fome confequence to the Company, namely, that the Vakeel had, dtudng the time 
ef the Colle<St’or, petitioned for a deduftion of 1,000 rupees, which was admitted by the Council 
At Patna, and finally allowed by the Prefident and Council at Calcutta ; but, indeed, if Collectors 
can lb far forget their duty as to become Farmers under fiditious names, and if Chiefs of Provincial 
Councils recommend it to them to take farms, we cannot wonder that petitions for abatements 
fhould be numerous, nor that fuch petitions fhould meet with fuccefs. 

56* Wo find it acknowledged by Mr. Bateman, that he aftually took the farms in the names 
fpecifiinl by the Petitioner ; that thofe names were merely nominal 5 that he himfelf propofed Muc- 
Jeerjee for ftcurltyj ami that Muckerjee was at that time his fervam. We therefore do not hefitate 
to decUrc, that we pay no regard to the future declarations of Mr. Bateman rer|>e<Sing Muckerjee, 
but hold him. alone refpoafible to us for the unpaid balances of the third year’s rents, and alfo for 
the abatement of 13,000 rupees, if nmde during that period j and we therefore dire» 9 : that you 
fcrtliwith adjuft the faid account on this principle, and demand the amount of Mr. Bateman. 

57. And if Mr. Bateman Iball refufe or negleft to pay fuch fums as yoif may think we have 
An equitable right to receive from him, it is our order, that you inftitute a fuit againft him for the 
nmovuitj in the Stiprenae Court of Judicature; and if Judgment fliall be given againft the Compa* 
ny, in fuch cafe, \ve direct that you appeal to his Majefty in his Privy Council# 

Onr htter dated the 4th of July 1777, contained our difapprobation of the Governor Ge¬ 
neral’s fchemc for a new inveftigatfon of the Pjovinccs, by die deputation of native Aumeej:js 
into the diftrifts. Wc now read on your proceedings, that Nundololl, one of thole Aumeens, has 
been rurnilhed with a guard of lifty fepoys from Dacca, without the knowledge of the Commander 
in Chief; and from your debates relative to the power of the faid Aumeens, it appears that Nundo- 
ipll has alfo deputed fubordinate Aumeens, for whofc proteftion the Governor General feems to 
Ithiak part of this military force might be neceflary. We conftfs ourlelves alarmed at thefc proceed¬ 
ings, and mor<? (bwhen we confider that Zemindars, and other refpe^able inhabitants of a country, 
from which the Company and tlie nation draw immenfe advantages, fhould he liable to vexatious in- 
qulfitions^ and even to the poflibility of fuftering abufes and grievous oppreflions from other natives, 
vefted with an authority wnieh we utterly difapproved, before wc cguld have the opportunity of pre¬ 
venting fuch abufes. 

61. As the whole of the meafure is equally repugnant to our ideas of humanity and of foupd poKc)';, 
we have only to add, that if one part of the Governor General’s plan be more exceptionable than 
the reft, it th^it order which the Provfocial Chief and Council, on any complaint made 

by any Aumeen,” tofopport and enforce the authority of the faid Aumeens, by compelling the 
attendance of fuch native Revenue Officers as the Aumeens might require, and by arrefthig and pu-

6 a. We difapprove the addition of 600 rupees per moiitirmade to the Secretary's fal^; we 
think I 200 rupees per month, and the fees and emoluinents of the office, as mentioned by General 
Claverina:, a very fufficient income for the Secretary of the Revenue Department, and alfo for thofe 
Officers whofe falaries have been lately regulated thereby; therefore dire£l, that the laid addition 
be difeontinued immediately upon the receipt of thele our orders. 

6?. In your fecret letter of the 19th of December 1776, you inform us, that thepurpofes for which 
Mr. Francis Fowke was appointed to proceed to Benares being fully accomplilhed, you had an¬ 
nulled his commiffion, and ordered him to the Prefidency. But it appears, by your Icner of the 
6th of Jan. 1777, that in lefs than twenty days you thought proper to appoint Mr. X homas Lrra- 
ham to reftde at Benares, and Mr. Daniel Oitavus Harwell to be his A/fiftant. 

6q. The mode adopted the 14* of March 1777, by the Governor General, ofintr^ucing mo¬ 
tions agreed to by Mr. Barwell, and not waiting to take the official opinions of the other Memliers 
of the Board, before fuch motions were allowed to become a£is 01 Government, appears to us 
fo new and extraordin-ary, and fo deftrudive of the freedom of debate, that we are at a lofs to con¬ 
ceive how the Governor General could venture upon the meafure; we fhall in this place only de¬ 
clare, that it has our utter difapprobation, and that we will endeavour, by another conveyance, to ettab- 
lifli fuch regulations as ftiall, if poffible, efft-aually prevent the like proceedings in future. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL; dated 4th 

March 1778. 

j8 a I.TfiOUGH we find the cargo of the fliip Earl of Afhburnham has received confiderabla 

’ A damage, we muft fufpend our remarks on that circuraftance til! the amount of fuch damages 
can be afeertained j but as your proceedings relative to the taking up of that fliip arc completely te- 
fore us, and appe ar in feveral iiiftances very exceptionable, we proceed to exainme the neceffity of the 
meafure, your different opinions thereon, the terms granted to the owners, aud the conduit of our 
Board of Trade reffiedting the whole of this extraordinary tranfaition. 

10. The iQth of Auguff 1776, you wrote to the Governor and Council of Bombay, informing 
them that fix ftiips would be fcarcely fufficient for your inveftment; that our Servants at Fort St. 
George wanted four; that you could allot them but three, and therefore you requefted that the La¬ 
tham might be difpatched to you fo foon as convenient, according to her original delhnation. 

20. ' The 7th Oflober, before the receipt of your letter at Bombay, the Prefident and Council had 
addrefled you on the fubjea. At that period they had received no intimation from you, or from 
Fort St. George, that tonnage was wanted, i'.nd therefore, having fufficient cargoes for two mips, 
they inforixied you that they Ihould return the Latham direiftJy to jEurope, and propofed dif|)atching 
her early in November. 

21. On your confultation of the gth December, immediately after your entry of^the above 
advice from Bombay, we find an addrefs from MelTrs. Crofts, Killican, Robinfon, and Grant, pro¬ 
prietors of the fbip Earl of Aftiburnham, offering to freight her to England on the Company s 
account* 

22 * Thele circumftances being communicated to the Board of Trade, with your requeft to be 
informed if another f?.up would be wanted for the inveftment, they acquaint you, that ^ey 
confirmed in their expedlation of fix full cargots; that they thought it for theC<rapanys interen 
that the Alhburham fliould be employed i and they recommend it to be effected without lol$ 
of time* 


23, The propofals of the owners were to be paid for 716 tons certain, and for as much more as the 
fhip might carry, after the rate of ;^22* ic per ton, provided the Company fhould maintain and lend 
back the Lafcars, or £2$ per ton, if thofe charges were defrayed by the owners* 

24. Having fubmitted the propofals to tlie Board of Trade, and received their opinion thereof 
you all agree, except General Clavering, in coidultation the t^th of January, to take up the 
Afhburnhani. 


25. The 




Cjovernor General vi^as of opinion, that there was an apparent inconfiftency in the con- 
da6t: of the Board of "IVade in reducing thcfrciglu, but Mr. Barwell feems to have conltrued the re- 
folution of the Board of 'Fradc favourably for the owners, by declaring that there was no reduction 
iiiade in the freight. 

26. At this critical period, a letter arrived from Bombay, in reply to yours of the 19th of Au- 
informing you, that as the Latham's lading was nearly completed when they received yom re- 
cjulfition, it would have been very inconvenient to have altered her dellination 5 but that, in order 
to fupply tonnage for Coaft and Bay, they would return the Hedor immediately to Fort St. Georgs ; 
and therefore you nnglit detain, for your own inveftment, one of the Ihips intended to be fent to that 
Preildency. 

i&y. This letter arrived with you the 9th of January; upon the receipt tliereof General Claverirtg 
recommended to the Governor General to take immediate meafurcs with the Board of Trade For 
breaking off the negociation for the Earl of Aftiburiiham j but liearing nothing further on the fubjedf, 
the next"day the General, fearing it might have efcaped the Governor's memory, craved leave to 
repeat his application for that purpofe. 

"28. The Governor acknov/lcdges the General’s recomniendation did not efcape his memory, but 
jthat hi found, on enquiry, it was too late, as the owners of the Afhburnham had received notification 
of the Board’s refolution before the Bombay letter was returned from circulation. 

29. At this confultation Mr. Francis Informed you, that, notwithflanding it had been recom¬ 
mended to you to take up an addhTonal Ihip for the inveftment of the feafon, the Captain of the Triton 
had made repeated applications to the Board of 7 >ade tor 40 tons of turplus tonnage, which had 
not been complied with, and which he defired might be communicated to us by the fhip then 
under difpatch. 

30. To this requeft of Mr. Francis, the Governor General obje6ied, becaufe he did not allow the 
information to be regularly before the Board; and Mr. Barwell concurred in the Governor's obj>6lion. 
They con fent, indeed, that the reprefentatlon of Mr, Francis may be fent to the Board of Trade, 
and have noobjeftion to our being addrelled on the fubjeif when completed; but thefe propolals 
were declined by Mr, Francis, becaufe he found it impoftible to receive an official anfwer from the 
Board of Trade in time to go home by the ftiip propofed. 

3T. The Governor General’s anfwer to General Claverlng, that the owners had received notifica- 
tion of your refolution before the Bombay letter was returned from circulation, leads to an inveftiga- 
rion which convinces us that the interett of individuals, rather than that of the Company, was the 
cbjeft in taking up the Ihip Earl of Afhburidiam. 

32. As the Secretary’s notification to the owners was made in writing, it ought to have been en¬ 
tered, but wc do not find it on your proceedings. 

I'he anfwer of the owners is dated the loth of January’; it acknowledges the receipt of 
your Secretary’s letter, informing them that the terms on which they had tendered the fhip were ac¬ 
cepted, with exceptions to the ifirft, fecond, and fifth articles; and that his faid letter was dated 
the gth Inftant (viz. the 9th of January) which happens to have been the very day on which the 
Bombay letter arrived. 

34. It however appears that the Secretary had waited on the Governor General on the joth of 
January in the morning, andrequefted a further explanation of your refolution relative to the Afh¬ 
burnham, and that your notice of acceptance was not wrote to the owners till after that interview, 
7 Te Secretar)' returned direftly from the Governor General to the office, and then wrote and dil- 
patched the notification of acceptance; but we muft be of (pinion that he ought rather to have im- 
mediately difpatchcd the letter recommended by General Clavering to be wrote to the Board of 
Trade, to break off the negociation. 

35. Suppofing the Secretary’s notification to have been in the pofteffion of the owners during the 
fliort fpace of one hour, when the Bombay letter was returned from circulation, it muft have oc¬ 
curred to you, that they could have fuffered no inconvenience thereby. No expence was incurred. 
No meafure could poffbly have been taken to equip the fhip for Tea. In ftiort, no damage what¬ 
ever could at that time have been fuftained ; and therefore, as a fhip of our own was in readinefs, 
and the Affburnham w'as, in one hour after notification, deemed neceffary, it was even then 
your duty to have communicated the circumftance forthwith to the owners ; and, as good fervants 
of the Company, they ought to have acquiefeed without a murmur. 

36. But after all, wc find the notification made by the Secretary was of very little confequence.

27 Your confultations inform us, that the General’s prdpofal being agreed to by the other Mem- 
be 4 of Council, a letter was accordingly written to the Board of 1 rade ; which letter is, with great 
S wrent regularity, entered at large, and dated the lOth of January; but to our aftomlli.nent we 
on yolrcoi^ultations of the 13th, the faid letter, fo formally recorded as liaving been written 
to the Board of Trade, had been kept back, and that no advice whatever of the Bombay letter had 
been given to the faid Board. 


78. Ifit were poflible to conceive that this omillion was purely accidental, it would nevcrthelefs be 
Veiy reprehenfible i but if it Was the eifeA of defign, it is utterly unpardonable. 


70 Unon the whole, we are fully of opinion there was no neceffity for taking up the ftup Earl of 
Afhburnham; and, from various circumflances attending the tranfaction, we do not Icnip e to de¬ 
clare that the promoters of the meafures were convinced of the impropriety thereof, and that, had 
die intereft of the Company been their objeft, the line of their duty was evident, and could not have 

been miftakeiu 


AO We cannot funpofe tUt the Secretary would, of his own authority, either antedate his noti¬ 
fication to the owners, or prefume to delay the difpatch of a letter of fo much importance as that 
which was ordered to be wrote to the Board of Trade, more elpec.ally as he muft have ^nown tha 
immediate difpatch was of the utrnoft confequence. We however think necelTary that he Ihould 
iuftifv his condua, in order to confirm us in the opinion we entertain of his fidelity : we therefore 
dircCT, that you examine ftrifUy into the above circumllances, and report to us the refult of your 
inquiry by the firft convenient opportunity.

4C. ii>. anfwer to your notification accepting the tender, the owners ftatc, that the maintenance 
of lo Lafears for 5 months in England, and their pallage back to Bengal, will amount to £.850 ;

as a moderate compenfation for fuch expence ; and on this point we obferve, that although the Go¬ 
vernor General feerns to think tlie propofition reafonable, he acHs with caution, and endeavours to 
avoid refponfibility. 


46. The Board of Trade had juft declared that the point came not within their department; that 
they did not think themfelves qualified to judge tbercori for the Company, and therefore they referred 
it to the Governor General arid Councih The Governor General, in his turn, th>nks it not cog- 
nizableby the Council, and recommends another reference to tlie Board of 1 rade. Mr. Barwell 
concurs. Mr. Francis adheres to the former offer of £.12. to, without fubjeamg the Company to 
any other condition or obligation j and General Clavering once more formally difcharges himfelf

The Board of Trade having give/i a direif anfwer, that i })er ton %vns a reafonable con5- 
peniatiou for the maintenanee of Lalcars in England, and their palfage back to Bengal ; you 
Imrtiedlately change your ground, tell them they have miffaken your referetree; that your quei- 
tion v/as not whether per ton was a reafonable compenlation ? But whether the freight alto- 
gethr/i* of I > 2 ^ 10. per ton, which is now required for the Afoburnham^ foouki be al- 
“lowed?’* 


50* '^Phe Board of Trade feem fully aware of the difingenuoiis treatment they were fuffering ; 
but it Is doubtful to us, whetlier any perfons, except the owners of thfe AOiburnham, and the rniR 
jority of our Council, could be privy to what we deem a premeditated defigri to obtain undue ad- 
A antages from the Company on account of Lafears* 

51. The Board of Trade obferve, that they have noticed a tendency to throw the rerponfibllitv 
wholly upon them, notwithftanding the power of treating, and of determination, remained entirely 
with the Governor General and Council, but being urged to give a direct and explicit anfwer to 
this new modelled queflion, they acquauit you in diredf terms, that they think the fam of twenty- 
three pounds ten fihllings per ton fhould be jJlowcd—and you iimnediately refolve that it lhall be 
allowed accordingly. 

52. The original tender of the Ihip was made at j^*22 xp. per ton, provided the Company would 
relieve Okj owners from a fuppofed unavoidabk e^^penoe attending the maintenance and return of 
Lafears ; only by contrivance and management the Company was atSlually fubjedted to the certain 
additionii payment of one pound per ton, as an indemnification to the owners on that account, for 
on no other pretence was the faid additiomtl fiim demanded ; but on tlic moft careful examination, 
wc do not find that there was one Lafcar on board, and therefore we mufl: conclude, that we have 
jfuffered an impofition, and fuibined a dire£l lofs, to the amount of oJie pound fterling per ton on the 
whole freight of the Earl of Afhburnham. 

fj. ITe cxcufes of the Board of Trade ibr rejeding Captain Elphinftone’^ application for fur- 
plus tonnage, appear to^ us very trivolous, and altogether infufficient, 

54. They inform you, that the Secretary’s public notice had fixed the 4th of January for the de * 
livery of the Triton’s papers. That Captain Elphinffoae’s application was dated the 2d, and con- 
fidcred the 3d of January, at which time his invokes had been delivered in to the Board, and there¬ 
fore that he was too late. T hat he neverthelefs applied again on the 7th of January, when the time 
for clofmg the packet W’as aftually elapfed, and was told, that had he applied fooner, his requeft 
Ihould have been granted. 

55, We obfene, you feem flruck with the impropriety of the coadudf of the Board of Trade in 
npt occupying the furplus tonnage of the Triton—and no wonder, becaufe you knew, ffom the Go¬ 
vernor Genciars examination ot Ca^ain Elphinftone, that he had made his application for more ton¬ 
nage the moment he received the aburacl of his cargo, ami when his fhip was but half laden ; and 
that finding his cargo confiii principally of raw filk, which flows infmall compafs, lie declared his 
fhip would hold 40 ions more than was laden. 


56. Admitting all that die Board of Trade have faid on this fubje£l to be true, drey are neverthc- 
lefs very rcprehenfible, becaufe a feparate invoice might have been formed, without delay, for any 
quantity of additional goods for the Triton, in the manner propofedby Mr. Pali for Captain Webb, 
when he applied for furplus tonnage for the fhlp London. 


57. We apprehend it was not in the power of Captain Savage to make his owners anfwerablc 
for the rifle and freight of fuiplus tonnage to the fhip, in cafe lie 3 iou!d not hi? able to receive k on 
ifoard, nor to after the terms qf Charter Party relpcifting demurrage, but it was certainly the duty ot 
the Board of Trade . to have granted his requefl, and to have fobnutted the event to us, rather than 
to have kt goods remain another feafon in the warehoufe^or inprcforeace to lading furplus toraiiige 
oivthe Afhbuvnham, more efpeciatly as the Cumberlai^i was fuppofed to have been much betici 
manned, and mull of courfe fail fooner than the Afhburnham. Tfie Board of T'radc however^ 
rfjefted the application of Captain Savage, uid granted two huiWrcd addivignal bales to the 

owners 
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owners of the Aflvburnham) though they knew the fontier would have taken them at 'half freight^ 
and that the latter muft be paid ihll freight, according to the terms .of the charter party. The 
exceflive atteirtion of the Board of'Fn-fcde to the interelt of their Secretary, of your Accoinptaiit 
General, and of the other owners of the fhip Afhburiiham, carried them in this inlknce, iis in many 
others, beyond rhe bound's of prudence. She was chartered for 670 tons certain ; no more than 
668 tons were iaden on Boards and therefore we are deprived of the goods referved for her 
lurplus tojinage^ although they might have been brought bow. at half freigiit by the Trito.n anti 
Cumberland, 

58. We have ordered particular enquiry to be made, whether all the bale goods lent home on 
the Afliburnham could have been laden with propriety on board our own (hips ; and if it fhall ap¬ 
pear chat they might have been fa laden, we fliall then •calculate what additional charge has been 
iTKurred for freight in taking up the Alhf^rnham ; and nnlefs fuch additional charge be forthwith 
reimburfed to the Company, it is our determination that the parties concerned lhall experience the 
Ibvereft marks of our refentmenc, 

59. In your fecret letter of the 9th of May 1777, you advife us, that you have under confidera- 
tion, a plan produced by the (Governor General for regulating the Vizier’s troops, commanded 
by Britifli oHicers, copy whereof you tranfmit for our infonnauon ; and on conluhation the 19th of 
May, you refolve that the plan be adopted. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S General Letter to Bengal, the 23d Detr. 1777. 

Para, 21.'^OUR addrefs from the revenue department, dated the 25th of June 1777, together 
^ with copy of your proceedings from the ^ioth to the 25th of thaX moth iiiclufive, alfo 
a letter from our Governor General, dated the I5tli of Auguft, were duly received ,; and from the 
importance of the fubjedt contained in your proceedings, deem it expedient to tJike the bell* legal 
opinions and advice, l^efore we decide finally on queitions which mull necefiariiy refuit therefrom j 
but having not yet been able to obtain thofc opinions and advice, we proceed to make fuch remarks 
as occur to us in the prelcnt lUtc of this extraordinary affair, 

22« In the Governor General’s Letter of the ijth of Auguit 1777, he lays, no event ever befcl 
him for which he was I’o little prepared, as for the news of the notification made by Colonel Mac- 
Icane ofhisdcfire to refign the lervice : And as this aflertiou appears to us very extraordinary, a 
areview of the authority upon which the notification was made, becomes of courfe an object gf our im¬ 
mediate attention. 

23. The Governor GeneraPs letter has furnifhed us with an avowed acknowiedgment of his 
having conlHtuted Mr. Maclean his agent. But before the receipt of that letter, ffom the con- 
dud of the Governor General refpeding Mr. Macleane, and the part taken by‘him whenever that 
Gentleman’s affairs were under confideration in Bengal, the Court of Dirediors coulc^ have no 
doubt of a ftrid intimacy having fublllled between them ; and from the apparent zeal £he\vn by Mr. 
Macleane for promoting the honour and intereft of the Governor General in England, the Court 
had as little doubt of Mr. Macleaue having been duly authorlfcd, by exprefs inftrudtions from Mr. 
Haftings, to fignify his defue to refiga the office of Governor General, and lus requeft to 
have a fucceffbr nominated to the vacancy, which would thereby be occafioned in the S upreme Coun* 
cii at Bengal, 

24. It now .'q^pears, from the letter before us, that Meflrs. Graliam and Macleane were regularly 
appointed the Governor General’s agents in England ; that he adually gave them powers and in- 
liru6tions, in writing, when they undertook that office ; That tbofe inftrudions contained feveral dif- 
tind propofitions, which propofitions required ibmething to be done, or performed, as the conditions of 
the Governor General being confirmed in the Government^ and that thelaft propofition was explained 
by a fecret or a feparate paper. 

25. That befides thefe written documents, the Governor General gave verbal and cautionary in- 
jundions to Meflrs. Macleane and Graham ; and that one of thefe injundions was, an carnell re¬ 
commendation to give up the defence of his caufe, if it could not be maintained without being ufed 
as the inftrument of a party. 


26. The 
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46 . The death of Mr. Graham happening foon after his arrival in England, and no othet perforl 
Appearing to have been affociafed with Mr. MacU-anc in this extraordinary agency, nor nominated 
or authorized by the Governor General to affift in negociating or adjufV'.ng the conditions of his be« 
ing confirmed in tire Government, we miift conclude that Mr. Macleane remained the Governor 
General’s foie atjent in England for that purpofe ; and from the Governor General’s own account, 
now under confideration, we remain of opinion, that Mr. Macleane w.as didy authorized and impow- 
ered to agree to fuel) conditions, on the Governor General’s bchall-, as might appear to him expe¬ 
dient refpedling theobjedls of his ncgociation. 

27. 'T'he Governor General fays Mr. Macleane has, in this inftancej exceeded his powers: 
of the truth of the a/lertion the Court are not competent to judge. The Governor General has 
not yet thought proper to define the powers aftually given to Mr. Macleane. He has not comnui- 
nicated to tlfe Court the written propofitions, which he required to be complied with, as the con¬ 
ditions of his being confirmed in the Government of Bengal, nor informed us what are the con¬ 
tents of the paper whicli was explanatory of the lalt of his propofitions j nor has he acquainted us 
with the purport of more that) one of the verbal injundtions alluded to in his letter. 

28. If the ufual accuracy of the Governor General had been bbferved, we fliould not have been 
at a lofs to affix prccife ideas to his declarations. In the information which he is now pleafed to 
communicate, he mentions the conditions of his being confirmed in the Government. But it is no¬ 
torious, that he was at that time in full ponhflion of the Government; that he had been fo for feveral 
ye-ars - that he bad alio been aQually and recently confirmed therein by a moft fclemn adt of 1 arlia- 
ment’ that the aa of the legifiature was full, complete, and flood in no need ot confirmation, of 
whi< h Wf aflure ourfelves the Governor General was fully aware when he gave his niftruaions to 
his agent* 

20. In order therefore to account for this fmgular phrafe, namely, “ the being confirmed in the 
« Government,” we mufl be of opinion, that it contains a direa implicatiois that if the required 
conditions were not obtained, the Governor General would not remain in the Government; and this 
idea is in perfea agreement with the inftruaions produced by Mr. Madeane, m the Governor Ge¬ 
neral’s own hand-writing, declaring, that he would not continue in the Government of Bengal, unlefs 
the conditions therein fpecified were complied with. 

20 The credit due td the teftimony of Meffrs. Vanfittart and Stewart mufl lip deterntined by 
theVeneral charaaer of thofe Gentlemen. The Governor General fays he never cal ed them to bear 
witnefs to his tranfaaions; We can readily allow that the Governor might not think it iicceflary to 
call them in as formal witnellcs, nor to authorize them to give teftimony on the above occafions: 
but it was fiifficient for the Court of Direaors to know that they were perfons, who, from the.r former 
intimacy with the Governor General, were the moft likely to pofTefs authentic information ; and the 
Court had teood rcalbn to believe they were by no means partial to the intereft of the perfon next in 
fucceffion to the Government. If therefore Mefli-s. Vanfittart and Stewart were of fufficicnt credit to 
be believedy their evidence was unexceptionable ; it was alfo full, explicit, and directly in point. J he 
means by which they obtained knowledge of the fad to which they gave teftimony, were candidly 
and unreiervedly explained. Mr. Vanfittart declares, he was prefent when the mftrua,ons were 
riven to Mr. Macleane ; and Mr. Stewart confirms the account of Mr. Vanfittart, by a folemn affe- 
veration, that the Governor General had declared to him that he had given directions to the above 
[Hirpofe to Mr. Macleane. 

it. As to the Agent having exceeded liis powers, it is a circumftance which dan only affeift the 
intereft of his employer, and his own reputation. The Governor General had feletled and chofen 
Mr. Macleane, upon the moft intimate, perfect, and perfonal knowledge of liis afolity, principles, 
andcondutt; his commiffion and inftruaions were concealed ‘he Governor Genera! from the 
Court of Direaors, and remained unknown to them, till announced by Mr. Macleane nimfelf ; but 
when he flood forth .as the public and avowed agent of the Governor General, and declared hinVelf 
“ authorized, impowered, and dircaed to fignify to the Court of Direaors his defire torefignhis olhee 
“ of Governor General of Bengal, and to requeft the nomination of a fuccelTor to the vacancy, which 
“ would be thereby occafionsd in the counciland when the Court found his declaration confirmed 
bv the refueaable teftimony of the Governor General’s moft intimate friends, they could no longer 
hefitate to receive Mr. Macleane as the undoubted Agent of the Governor General ; to his 
propofitions as thofe of his employer, and confequently to accept tne propofed offer of refigna- 
tion. 

22. After avowing the commiffion and inftruaions given to his agent, we rnuft dechue, teiat the 
cxtracT quoted by the Governor General are nugatory ; offer of refignation was made fubfequent 
to the dam, and even to the receipt of all thofe Tetters. The Governor General has put it beyond 
a doubt, that Mr. Macleane aded by his immediate authority; he has no where pointed out to the 
Court of Direaors the time when the negociation of his agent was to commence, nor the period 
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^«>wnicn nis comtiiiffion was limited. The letters referred to cotitain no revocation or atndg 
ment of the powers of Mr. Macleane 5 and as to the Governor Generars intimation, that fubfe 
cjuent correfpondence with Meflrs. Macleane and Graham might have operated to dcOroy conclu- 
fions drawn from former inftrn(5lions, the Court of Diredors think it fufHcient to remark, that 10 
this hour they remain totally ignorant of the contents of luch correfpondence. 

33. In regard to the proceedings had in Bengal, although General Clavering acted unwarrantably, 
and even illegally, in dire6ting the Secretary to ilVue a furnmous in his name, as Governor Gene¬ 
ral, to Meffrs. Barwell and h rancis to meet him in Council, and Mr, p'rancis in concurring in 
thofe tran{a<^ions, before Mr. Haftings had acknowledged and confirmed the proceedings of his Ar¬ 
gent, we cannot, neverthelefs, but bedifpleafed at the Governor General, for not giving a direct and 
candid explanation of the whole ; but the Governor General has now fufficiently explained the mo¬ 
tives of his filcnce. He tells us he could notdifavow the declaration of Colonel Macleane, without 
appearing adverfe to a mao who had given him the molt undoubted procjfs of his friendfhip; and 
v/ho, though in this inftance he had exceeded his powers, he knew had been actuated by a fincere 
and honeft, though a miftaken zeal to ferve him. 'f'his open declaration of the Governor General 
needs no comment. 

34. If the aiifwer of the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, that they knew of no a6l or In- 

Itrument by which the place and office of the Governor General were vacated,” had been ac- 

compairied with a dire6t difavowal of the pretended authority by which the offer of refignation had 
been made to the Court of Dircc%rs, the Governor General had been l^fs reprchenfible ♦, and furely 
the folcmn proceedings in England, undeniably evidenced by the doc^uments before him, rendered 
fuch explanation his indirpenfable duty. Indeed, official delerence to his employers, had there been 
no other motive, required that the Governor General fhould, in the moft unreferved manner, have 
contributed to detect a flagrant impofition, if he found fuch had been pradifed in his name upon the 
Court of Diredors of the Eaft India Company. 

35* But however great the improprieties above noticed may be, they bear very little porportion to 
the lublequent proceedings of the Governor General and Mr. Barwell. 

36. In the firft place, it was an aft of indecency in the Governor General and Mr. Barw^ell to meet, 
even by adjournment, as a Coinicil to enter upon public bufinefs, atid to form the moff important 
refolutions, without having fummoned Mr. Francis to attend hks duty as a CounfeiJor, at every fuch 
meeting ; but Mr. PVancis has declared, that he neither received a fummons, nor -knew till late in 
the dayt and then only by report,'that a BoJird had been allembled, by which the ofiices of General 
Clavering had been declared vacant. 

37. It was an aft of great prefumption in the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, to refolve and 
declare, that General Clavering had vacated his place of Commander in Chief of the Company’s 
forces in India, to which command he had been appointed by a fpecial commiffion from the Com¬ 
pany, without admitting that he had fucceeded to the office of Governor General. 

38. And wc muft be of opinion, that the refolutlons and‘declarations of the Governor G meral 
and Mr. Barwell, that General Clavering had vacated the office of Senior Counlellor of the Prefi- 
dency of Fort William in Bengal, and that Mr. Barwell was promoted to the. laid office of fenior 
Counfellor, were, to all int^snts and purpofes, not only unwarrantable, but illegal. 

39. We have thus given you our fentiinents on thefe extraordinary tranfaftions. What meafures 
it may be neceffary for us to take in confeqiience thereof, in order to retrieve the honour of the 
Company, and to prevent the like abufe from being praftifed in future, will have our earliefi: and 
moll ferious confideration, fo foon as we ftiall be furnifhed with the opinions mentioned in the for¬ 
mer part of this letter. But we cannot, even for the prefent, difmifs the fubjeft, without expreffing 
our approbation of the fentiments of Mr. Francis, minuted on your proceedings of the 24th of June. 

40. In your advertifement for the army coptraft, you (late, that propofals will be received for 
fupplying the army with prpvifions and bullocks, arid for feeding the Company’s elephants. 

41. Before you come to any determination on the general propofals tranfmitted to you in con- 
fequence of your advertifeaierit, a different propofition is received from Mr. I'empier, deviating from 
the terms of your advertifement refpefting elephants. 

42. In addition to the feeding of Company’s elephants, Mr. Templer propofes to replace, at his 
own expence, every elephant that fliall die during the time of his contraft; and allb to procure and 
keep in readinefs, over and above the eftabliftiment, three elephants for each brigade, in order to re¬ 
place thofe which may die, or to provide for other cafualties ; which three elephants were to be al- 
v/ays ready for fervice, without any additional charge to the Company. 
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^^1 confideraiion of the rifk attending this propofal, 'Mr, Tcmpkr demancba certain fum pet 
for tceding of the elephants,, greatly exceeding all other ofl.bs before the Board for the per¬ 
formance of that feryice. ^ 


44, I'he fum demanded by Mr. I'empler was excc/Kve, and yonr acceptance of his pro- 
pofal a direct breach of the Company’s orders, 

45. .In the 36tb article of the Court’s General In/lrudiions, dated the 29th of March 1774, it was 
dnedkd, that all coijtraas, with the conditions, ihall be publickJy advmifed ; that fealed propofals 

mould be rcceiycd for pie fame; that every propofal ihotdd be opened in Council y and that tlic 
“ preference fho-jld be given to the lowcft, with (uiHcient fccurity for the jicrfornnince.” 

unequivocaJ; but in the cafe before \is an individual makes a pro- 
poial, elTentlally different from your advcnifenient, and you accept it, not only without having re- 
ewrfe to the proper means for afeertauting whether the (iiid propofal v/as the lowelt that would bo 
Ottered, but with another actually before you, nearly 30 per cent, lower than that made by Mr. 
1 empler. ^ 

47.^ We need not infortn you, that one of the members of your Board objeaed to the acceptance 
of a linglc propofal, as being a direifl Breach of the Company’s orders ; nor that his objeiffion was 
accompanied by an abfolute olter, to find a reljjonllbje perfon who Ihould hold the whole ifock of ele¬ 
phants on his own account, and at his own rilk, not only under every circumftance of difadvantage 
propofed by Mr. 'I'cmpler, but even with additional refponfibiliry, and at 50 rupees per month inltead 
of 70, which was 20 rupees per month lefs for every elephant than was demanded by that Gentleman. 
We are extremely concerned to find that this plain propofition produced no reduabn in the price 
thrs attempted to be iinpolcd' on the Company, * 

48 'fhe original contraiS was concluded with Mr. Templer for 3 years. In your letter per Europa 
Para. 66, you inform us of his reprefentation, fetting forth lofles fuftained, and claiming your fur¬ 
ther indulgence to have the elephant contraa extended for 5 years, as the only means by which he 
could cxpeift to be indemnified for fuch lofles; and you further acquaint us, that having reafon to be 
fatisfied of the juftnels of Mr. '1 emplcr’s reprefejjtatioji, and being defirous of affording rncoiiraFe- 
ment to a fcherne which appeared calculated for the good of the Compsany, you had acquiefeed and 
prolonged the contract until the fufl day of January 1*782. ’ 

49. By the fame letter we learn, that Mr. Templer having unde.taken to fupply and maintain ele¬ 
phants for the temporary brigade, at the rates allowed for the brigade in the field, you had autho- 
ri/,ed this addition alfo to be made to his contradt, and fixed the eftablifliment at 35, being a num¬ 
ber equal to thofe of the other brigades on a peace eltablifhment. 

50. When Mr. Templer applied for a prolongation of his contraift, and for leave to fupply the 
temporary brigade, his letter was accompanied with new and diffinft propofals for completing the 
brigades in the provinces with elephants, which, as on the former occ.afion, you accepted without 
advertilmg for other propofals. 'I'his was another breach of the Company’s orders p but the cir- 
cumrtanccs are not noticed in your letter. 

51. We obferve, that the Board immediately rcjedled Mr. Templer’s application for an extenfion 

of his contraa ; but we find from the Governor General’s minute of the 23d Oaober, that, in confe- 
quence of a perfonal interview with Mr. Templer, and of an explanation of his lofles, the Governor 
General afterwards moved for the prolongation of the contract, to which Mr. Francis objedted j but 
Mr. Barwel! agreeing, the mcafurc of courfc became an adt of the Board. * 

52. The Governor General fays, he was unwilling to extend the contiaa, before he could clearly 
afeertain the benchts which the fervice would derive from it, or be convinced, that from lofles in¬ 
curred in the faithful performance of his engagements, the contraaor had a claim to fuch indtil- 
gence. I'he Company’s benefits and the Contraaor’s Ioffes fhall be briefly confidered. It is with 
pain we animadvert on fubjeas of this nature} but as guardians of the Company’s property we can- 
not pafs them over in filciKe. 

53. Cciicerning the firft propofals of Mr- Templer, we have already noticed, that an offer was 
made by a inemher » of your Board, by which, had it been accepted, 20 rupees per month on 
every elephant would have been laved to the Company, 

54. The number gf elephants included in Mr. Templer’s contraa is 175. Suppofing the like 
liwing to have been made upon the whole contraa, the excefs given ro Mr. Templer amounts to 
fbtiaut rujwfs 42,000, or upwards of pounds fterling 5,000 per annum. 


* General ClaverSng. 
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55. Without Impeviching the veracity of Mr. Templer, \\c muft he of opinion, that in a trarif-* 
aftionof this nature, his own accoun t of loiles ought to have been accompanied with other teitimony^ 
t>r pi'oper proofs, before it gained oHIcial credit. 

56. Admitting, however, that the Governor GeneraPs ftatefncht was juft, to what does it arhount? 
Mr, Templer’s'firft contract was concluded in January 1777 j in Odober Following the Governor 
ailedges, that 29 of the ContraiStor’s elephants had died, and 34 had been maintained at different 
places for 9 months at his own expence j but he allows, however, that 105 of the cohtra<Sl:or’i ele¬ 
phants were then in the Company's pay. 

57. Upon this number the ContraiSor was entitled, In one year only, to receive fonaut rupees 
25,200, or upwards of 3,000!. fterling more than Would have been paid for the iame number of 
phants, if General Clavering's offer had been accepted : and therefore we Cannot in juftice confider 
the Contra6For entitled to further indulgence, or even to your compalTion, on account of his lolTes 5 
but we eaxj readily perceive that the Company, at that early period of the contraiS, muff: have been 
very confiderable lofers by having*^ accepted his propofals. 

58. As the GontraiSlor had 34 elephants upon his hands, and 105 in the Company’s pay, in Oc¬ 
tober 1777, we take it for granted, that he might procure 36 more to complete the elhU>Ii&ment 
within the firft year. It would then be four complete years before his contract expires, and the Com¬ 
pany would be rubje(Sfcd to pay upwards of 5,000!. fferling per annum to Adr. 1 empler, for 4 yearsi 
certain, more than would have been paid for the lame iervice, if the propofition of General Clavering 
had been attended to by your Board. 

59. Thiswafte of our property cannot be permitted: you have difregarded our aiithoritv, arid 
difobeyed our orders, in not taking tlie loweft offers j we therefore diredt, that the contract for ele¬ 
phants be annulled at the expiration of the year in which you receive this our order ; that you receive? 
hack the Company’s elephants, and fuch other as fhall have been provided by Mr. T'empler, at th^ 
ftipulated price; that you advertife for propofals according to the terms of his contradf, and accept 
the loweft that fhall be offered with good fccurity for the due performance of that fervice ; and if 
Mr. Templer's propofals ffiall inritle him to a preference, we lhall then have no objection to his 
holding tlio contra6l: j but if the Contractor fhalI objeit to this adjuftment, and recover damages of 
the Company for breach of engagement, we are determined in inch cafe Co inffitufo a fuit at law 
againfl: thofe members of our Council who have prefuined, in direct breach of o\ix orderS) to prefer 
the inteipff: of aii individual to tliat of the Company. 

60. In the 45th paragraph of our letter, dated the 30th of March 17 74^ we figniff^id our pleafure, 
that the head furgeon fiiould not be permitted to enjoy any emolument arifmg from his Being con¬ 
cerned in dieting the patients, aiul directed you forthwith to feparate the occupations of furgeon and 
Contractor. From this plain order you have thought proper to deviate, by granting the Surgeork 
General a contrail for three years. It is true, you have rendered it his intereft to have a fc'w patients 
as poffible in the hofpital, by fuffering him to farm the whole at a grofs expense j but this is a 
manifeff perverffon of the principle fuggefted by us, when wc expreffed our difapprobation of the 
Surgeon i^ing concerned, on any account in dieting the patients by contra<^. 

61. We allow the propriety of the Surgeon General’s remark, that the Company’s hofpital ex- 
pcnces have for Tome years pafl: run very high, and that from the manner in which they were tlieri 
condudfed there might be little probability of a diminution ; and his profeffed defire to leifcn the 
Company's expence, and to put the bofpttak on a more regular footing, muff have bad our warmeff 
approbation and I'upjKut, if it had appeared Co us that thofe were the foie, or even the principal ob- 
jeds of his attention. 

62. But if the Surgeon Gctreral would have had us believe, that bis plan and regulations were 
principally defigned to retrench unwarrantable charges, and to promote th« gtx>d of the forvice, tn- 
ffead of undertaking to farm the hofpital by contra <5 on his own account, he fhould have remained 
utterly difinterefted in the iffue of the ppopofed reformation j he ftiould have contributed all in his 
power to reduce improper expeiKcs, and to rectify abufes ; and in proportion fco his fuccefs he mighc 
have dej>ended upon the Company for a pro[>cr gratification. 


63. We lay it down as a fundamental principle, that neither the Surgeon General, nor ary of the 
profclfion fhouid be intereffed, diredtly ox indirecffly, in the quantity of medicines laved or expended, 
nor in the Increafc or decre;ife of patients admitted into our hospitals, or attended by the Surgeons at 
the expence of tlie Company ; and on this account, were there no other objec^Fion?, we fhouki dil- 
approve the contra£F given to the Surgeon General, becaufc he is not only to furnifh all the medi¬ 
cines at his own expcnce, but Teems conffituted the foie judge of w^hat may be neceffavy j and, with¬ 
out impcaching his honour or integrity, we think it exceedingly improper that his pecuniary intereft 
ftioiild be fo deeply concerned, and ftand in comp ?tition with his immediate duty, in the application 
of that part of his plan, a circUitiffance which ought never to be admitted in regulations of this nature ; 
for it is poffiblc, at leaft, that medicines maybe more fparingly adminiftered, and patients more fpeedily 
difeharged, than can be confiftent with the good of the fervice. 
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AstheSuraeon General mufl have conceived himfelf fuffioently at leifure to attend to th 
execution of reRuktions formed for the Hofpital, and even, in a degree, to fupenntend the denul of 
that bufinefs, we fee no reafon why the fame fervicc might not have been performed ioi Com- 
pany, inftead of talcing it up upon contradt for his own benefit. His proper emolument, as hinted 
above, would have been a vecompcnce in proportion to favings made tor the Company, or an aadi. 
tional falary adequate to his merit

65. We obferve in the Surgeon General’s propofals, and in the deed M drawn and executed, he 
was to dcfi-avevcrvkind of hofpital and medicinal expence fora certain fum per aninim; ^ 
def.re, you have /evifed the fiifl deed, and agreed to another, 
which is the granting him an addition of the common diet money ofually paid by 
patients in the Hofpital before the contradl took place ; on this occafion, you have adted more like 
friends of the Contraaor, than as faithful fervants of the Laft India Compaii>. 


66. The words ofthe Contraaor’s propofals are, to defray every kind of hofpital and medicinal 
« expence, ofwhatfbever denomination but you have not fcrupled to declare, in diredt contradic¬ 
tion to a plain propofition ftated on your own proceedings, thaf the burgeon Geneial s piopof.ils 
were only to defray the medical charges incurred by the Company} and therefore you have ventured 
to add the diet money to his contraft. 


67. To put it beyond a doubt, that the Surgeon intended in his propofals to include every 

chareeofdicn he has inferred therein the fpccific breakfaft, dinner, and lupper, at fud diet, nndchc 
diet die milk diet and even the quantity of bread, to which by public regulattons,_ to be 
luinK up in the hofpital’, every patient was to confider himfelf entitled, and as having a right to 
complmn if he found *cm abridged ; and to make it manifeft that the Surgeon General expected no 
addidonal confidcration on this account, he in the next paragraph declares, that, in the ar^ 

of doolies, the adual expence of the Company cannot exceed the fum ftated in his propofals. You 
have however proved him miftaken, by granting him diet money over and above the fum required 
by thofe propSfals, and bound the Company to make good this improvident grant for thiee 

years. 


68. The medium expence of the Hofpitals, faid to he taken for feyeral years paft, is ftated by the 
Surgeon General atSonaut rupees 2,65,500} fuppofing this a juft 

annual faving would be Sonant rupees 39,500 } before you vemured to bind the Company m 
a contraa of fuch extent and importance, you ought to have publiftied the Surgeon General s plan, 
to have advertifed for propofols, and to have taken the loweft offers, with good fecurity for per¬ 
formance ; by which nieans, we have no doubt, a much greater laving might have been than 
that aonarcntlv eftabliflied by the prefent contraft} and we are confirmed in this opinion, Ixcaule 
we find foe conibined avcrag^c of charges, civil and military, ior the years 1771-2, 177 ^- 3 , 

and 1773-4, amount only to current rupees 2,16,360, which is 77,790 rujwes left than the animal 
furn granted to fhe Surgeon General for three years certain: the Surgeon General would, m foch 
Sfe ^have been the proper perfon to have checked the Contrador’s proceedings, or to have enabled 
vou’to eftcblifli fufficient checks for that purpofe } and it would alfo have been his duty to report to 
lour Board his opinion, whether the Contraeftor properly fulfilled his agreementj vvhether the plan 
was capable of further improvement; and whether it ought to be renewed, altered, or confirmed 
for a iLger period than one year} but in all events, the full: contract foould not have been for a 
longer term tLn one year, norfliould it have been renewed, unlefs experience had proved it to have 
been for the good of the fervice. 


6q. Bv felling all the Company’s medicines and chirurgical inftrumeiits to the Surgeon General at 
o'-ime colt, and reducing all the Sjirgeons to the neceflity of re-purchafing medicines and inftrumen s 
of him at 10 percent, advance, you have eftabliflied an abfolute monopoly in articles conduewe to 
the prefervation of the lives of our fervants, which we can neither approve nor permit. \ e do 
not^find that any check is eftabliflied to prevent the Surgeon General from tak'ng » greater profit 
than 10 percent, upon medicines and inftruinents, nor do we perceive the jioflibility of guardin^ 
agriinft inipofition or abufe in thele particulars. 


70 You have agreed that the whole of our confignments of medicines fliall be delivered to 
the^s'urgeon General at prime coft, and that the pound flerling fhaH be reckoned at no more than 


nulu by this ir.eafore. The truth is, that the average amount of medicines lent to Bengal, foi 
five ycL paft, is only rupees 20,548 i therefore the moft that can he eftimated as Jj* 

head^ is 20,548 rupees per aiv’um } but by agreeing that eight current rupees fliall be 
equal to a plitnd fterling, the Company will lofe nearly two ruiiccs on every fuch pound, bc-fides 
the interelf of their money, from the time of purchafing the medicines in London to the time of their 
being delivered at Bengal. 
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71 Ihfteadof montUy advances, you hava 'agreecl to grant the Surgeon General a full moie^ 
of^the annual expcnce, or rupees 1,13,250 in advance every hx months; fo that he ts not only 
raid fix mohths adual dianirfements beforehand, but even the whole amount of his p^onts 
trifingupon this lucrative coutraa, one moiety lix months, and the other rooicty twelve months in 

^lvlvance. 

72 We find no provifion made, that at the end of the term of three years, the medicines and 
inftnimentson hand aiall be returned to the Qomimny at prime coll, or even at any rate.~We do 
not u'cari to intimate, that in cafe it ihall be found inexpedient to renew the contra^, the prefent 
Sur'^eon General would take advantage of this circumftance, and diftrefs the lervice, by withholding 
or refufirur to deliver over to the Company fuch medicines and mflrmnents as may be remaining m 
ftore • nor that at the clofe of his contraiSl: he will not have taken care to have a fufticient quantity 
on hand for the ute of the fettlement j neither do we believe that Mr. Campbell will, knowingly, per- 
rnit bazar or country medicines to be fubftituted in lieu of European nwdicmes ; nor can we be ot 
opinion that Gentlemen of liberal principles and profeffion will fuffi^r thofe who are to be fupplied 
with medicines, and attended gratis, as being included in the contrail, to be worfe fupplied or at¬ 
tended than thofe who pay the Surgeon liberally for, their mediemes and attendance j but as it is 
poffible that in other hands all tbefe evils may happen, and that it is evidently become the interell 
of the Lrgeons to llarve the Hofpital, we mwll declare, that the cxmtraa entei«d into with the Sur¬ 
geon General cannot, on thefe accounts, receive our approbation. 

73, We therefoic direil that you forthwith inform the Surgeon General and Mr. WUliams, who 
is alio aparty to the deed, that we think it inconfiftent with their occupation, and with the ftation they 
bold in our fervicc, to engage in contraas of tins nature ; that we likc>wife hope tliey will, on re- 
confideration, be equally feniiblc of the impropriety thereof, and not only confeat to abolifli die pre¬ 
fent contradt, butexert their utmoft influence in regulating the Hofpital, and afford you every af- 
filtance in their power to enalile you to retrench fuperfluous charges j and you are to acquaint the 
Surgeon General, that on no other terms will we cor.fent to any addition being made to his ufual 
lalary. 

7.4. And it is our further order, that if the Surgeon General fhall not confent to relinquifh die 
contraft, nor a^ually cancel the deed within one month after the arrival of this letter at Fort Wil¬ 
liam, that you forbear to pay him any other falary or emolument on the Company’s account than diat 
which he enjoyed before the addition granted him, as recorded on your proceedings of the 24th of 
.December 1777. 

75. We obferve the additional falary Was .granted to the 'Surgeon General within fix months after 
giving him the Hofpital contrad ; but whatever iiecelEty there might have been for eucreafing his 
emoluments before that period, we muff be of opinion it was totally obviated by tlic bargain then 
concluded. 

'^6. The amount of the additional falary granted to foe Surgeon General appears to us very large } 
and we aie furprized, wfith our former orders concerning Commilfion on the Revenues before you, 
bow you could venture, in your computation, to alfign a fum to the Surgeon General, in lieu of uicb 
commiflion, equal to that ufuallyreceivedby a Lieutenant Colonel. 

’77. In order to prevent the Company’s money from being thus given away in future wifoout their 
confent, we pofitively dired that no augmentation be henceforth made by you to the Iklary and 
emoluments of any perfon whatever, after fuch falary and emoluments fliall have been eftablilhed 
or approved by the Court, wifoout their licence firft obtained for that purple, except in cafes of 
extreme neceffity j and in every" fuch cafe, that you take fuflfeient fecurity that all money which 
may be paid on that account, and which (hall afterwards be difellowed by foe Court of Directors, k. 
refunded, with intereft thereon from the time of payment. This regulation is alfo to be ftridly 
obferved by our Board of Trade, and to remain a ttanding order in all time to come, nnlets .repfcded 
by the Court of Diredors. 

78. We fhall not by this opportunity confirm the (pecific allowance made by you to Ac Surgeon 
General; but we confent, for the prefent, that in addition to his former allowance, and in confer 
quence of his giving up the contrad, and attending toihe regulation of our Hofpital, and to the rc- 
dudion of our charges, he be paid me additional fum of ro,ooo current rupees per annnm ; and if it 
fliall hereafter appear, that by his affiftance and influence, our Hofpital is put under proper regula¬ 
tions, and our medical charges fo reduced as to warrant a further recompence being made to him, 
he may rely upon our attending to the fubjed fo foon as the regulations arc eftablilhed, and the amount 
of foe favings fhall become an objed worthy of our confidcration. 

70. Another article, which comes under our infpedion, is foe contract concluded for five years 
Voi. I. B b b with 
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"ivltli Captain ForJe, for an armed vefTel, for tin: pilotage of the Chittagong rlv^er, and for the de¬ 
fence of tht coaft and river againit the incurfions ol the Muggs. 

8 0. Ourobjedions refpeif^Ing this contraft are to the inutility of tlie meafure, to the principle upon 
which it is founded, to the time for which it is concluded, and to the cxpencc incurred by the Com¬ 
pany on tnat account. 

8 1. The defence of the coaft, and the proteftion of the country from the incurfions of plun¬ 
derers, are, no doubt, proper objects of the Company’s care, but furely not to be farmed out to any 
contractor whatever. If it be not a dangerous fervice, the eftablifhment is totally unneceirary ; if it 
be a dangerous fervicc, it is evidently the intereft of the ContraClor to avoid danger, and not to hazard 
the lofs of his fhip or men, becaufethey rntift be replaced at his own expence : and therefore, as an 
aefive and faithful .difeharge of the Contractor's duty Teems incompatible wdth his intereft we muft, 
on tliat account:, difiipprove the contradf in queftion. 

8a. We find it fuggefted in General Clavering’s minute, that during the twelve months which 
Captain Forde commanded the Company’s Snow Amazon, at Chittagong, he never ftirred out of 
harbour, nor ever moved at the appearance of the Muggs on the neighbouring coaft. If this be 
true, when the (hip and men were at the rifk of the Company, we have no reafon to conclude, that 
the fervice will be better performed at the foie rilk of the Contractor. 

f 83. The marine charges at Chittagong for the year preceding the contrad, were current rupees 
5,071; but the annual charge to be incurred by Captain Forde's comraCt, exclufiveof naval and 
ordnance ftorcs, which are to be furnilhed to him at the Company’s expence, is rupees 33,000 per 
annum ; and as it does not appear to us, that the utility of the meafure by any means warrants (b 
great an addition to our ftaiiding charges at Chittagong, it muft therefore be difallowcd cn account 
of the expcncc. 

84, The contrajft fs for the term of five years. We conceive it was impoftible for you to judge 
with certainty^ at the time of contradfing, whether the experiment you were about to adopt, would 
aiifwer the ends propofed even for one year, or whether it could be attended with the fmalleft benefit 
to the country or the Company, and therefore, wc muft alfo difapp. ove of the length of time to which 
this contradf is extended, 

85. We obferve Mr. Francis has remonftrated, and General Clavering protefted againft the 
meafure under confideration: we now dkedl you forthwith to inform Captain Forde, that we deem 
contradfs for protedlion and defence of any part of the country highly improper; that wc have no 
doubt of his acquiefeing in the propriety of our remarks, and relinquilhing a contradl which wc 
think inconfiftent with his duty; but if Captain Forde fh a 11 not agree, and adlually cancel the deed 
within one month after the receipt of your notification, then we dire6I, that you forthwith fufpend 
him from the execution of any other office in our fervice than the command of his own fhip, the 
better to enable him to execute the fervice for which that fliip is intended ; and that you take luch 
further meafures for the protedlion and dcfenc« of the coaft and river of Chittagong, as fhall appear 
to you abfolutely neceifary for thofe purpoles. 

89. In the 68th paragraph of your letter, per Europu, you inform us, that as the marine contraft 
held by Mr. Keble had been feme time expired, and the difburfements of that department defrayed 
by him only from month to inonth, you had accepted propofals from Captain Wedderburne and Mr. 
John Sampfon, your Mafter and Deputy Mafter Attendant, for two years, upon the terms allowed to 
the late Contradlor for the laft year of his contradl. We find Mr. Keble’s contra6I expired the ift 
of September. The application of Meflrs, Wedderburne and Sampfon was made the 22d of Oc¬ 
tober, and their contract concluded the ift of November. 

90. One great obje^ftion to this tranfaftion is, that the Mafter Attendant, inftead of becoming the 
marine Contraftor, certainly was, or ought to have been, the proper check upon any other perfon 
who might have undertaken that fervice upon contra6t; and your deftroying tliis check, as it re- 
fpe< 3 s the intereft of the Company, appears to us very exceptionable. 

. 91, Upon the expiration of Mr. Keble’s contract, it w'as your inclifpenfablc duty, in cafe you 
found it expedient to.renew the marine contract, to haX^e advertifed for frefh propofals, and to have 
taken the loweft, with good fcciirity for performance, according to die letter and fpirit of our in- 
ftrudlions. 

92. As the new Contrador qffered no better terms than thofe of his predecefTor, it was an ad of 
great partiality to giant his requeft, and of unneccftiiry leverity to dirpoiVefs Mr. Keble at a moment’s 
warning, without obtaining terms more advantageous for the Company. 


93. Mr. 
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93. Mr. WcdJerburne having decenfeil finet* the concliirion of the contrufl, we direA you forth^ 

with to fignifyto Mr. Sampfon, that he muftrelir.quifh the marine contra< 5 > in I^oveniber following 
the receipt of this our order, and be no longer a competitor for, or intereiled direi5^ly or indirecily in, 
any future contraa of this nature, except he refign his office of Maflcr Attendant, We think cithc\^ 
of thofe employments luflacient to occupy the attention of one perfoa; but were it otherwiie, we 
are deterznined that our Mailer^ Attendazit jQiall remain a coaftant check upon the marine Con«* 
tradlor* . . , 

94. If Mr. S amp fort fliall prefer the office ofMafler Attendant, azid give up the marine contracl ^ 
you are then to advertife for propofals, and take the low^eft, in the maiiner diredfed in the 36th pa¬ 
ragraph of our inffruftions of 29th March 1774. But if Mr. Sampfon ihould rather chafe to hold 
t/ie marine contraa, you are then to appoint the next perfoa in fucceffion to fill the office oi' Maltef 
Attendant, provi lion idly, until our further pleafure 011 this fubjeafliali be known. 

ry ^34^^' paragraph of the Company's General Letter, dated the 13d March i^yo, the 

i reiident and Council wetG poiitively direiSfed not to fail, every year, to advertKe for and receive 
luch propofals as might be offered for fupplying the troops with provifions, and for feeding draught 
carriage bullocks to be ernployed with the army, and that, in all cafes, thofe propofals w'hich 
ihould appear lowcft in point of charge fhould be accepted. They were alfo to take care that in all 
advertifenients, a fufficient time fhould be allowed for candidates to prepare propofals before the 
expiration 07 the fubfifHng contra£t, and before the time limited for receiving them. And in the 
39th article of your General Inflrudfions, dated the 29th of March 1774^ you were exprefsl-y dirc<fled, 
not only to attend ftriaiy to the Handing orders of the Gompan), but to ^'all flich orders and in- 
irrudlions cs the Coizrtof Dire<i:l:ors had tranfniittcd to the Governor and Council, or Scle£l Com- 
mittcc at Fort William."" 

g6. In Septcniber 1777, Mr, Johnfon (who had held the army contraft in 1775) gives in dro- 
s for providing and feeding draught and carriage cattle, and for vidbralling the Europeans. In- 

Court’s orders, and to the dhiblifhed ufage of the fein/ice, you 
direct Mr. Johnfon’s propofals to be compared with the terms of the unexpired contract ; azid by the 
report of your Secretary we find them correfpond with the ternrs of the fkid contradl, except hi 
two particulars, namely, that Mr. Johnfon demanded an additional fum of one rupee per month 
for feeding camels, not on aftual fcrvicc, and 15 rupees month for every camel which fhould be 

his own property, though no fuch ftipulation had been made by tiie Contractor in the fubfiftinr^t 
contrad, b 

97. Admitting, as we do, that the eztereafe of charge to the Cornmny was inconfiderable, your 
proceedings were, neverthclefs, totally irregular, and your acceptance of Mr. Johnihn^s offers was, in 
many points of view, a molt deliberate breach of your duty; you have extended a contrad for 
three years, which was pofitively ordered to he annual; you have refufed to advertife for propofals, 
though exprefsly commanded by the Court of Diredors ; and you have concluded this contrad rbr 3 
years, upon terms lefs advantageous than the preceding contrad, and tliexcfore not u0011 the lowelt 
terms procurable. 

98. 1 he perfon who then held the con trad had juft petitioned you for an extcnfion of his term^ 
and expreffed his hope of holding the contrad for three years. He alfo fignified a wifti to be allowed 
hail price for chfeharged bullocks, and prime coft for extra bullocks procured during the march of 
the army ; which regulations were not in his former contrad. 

99. With thefe materials before you the queftlon is put, whether the Contrador"s terms, or the 
proptdals of Mr. Johnfon, fliall be accepted ? Mr. Francis, in ftri6t conformity with the.Company’s 
orders and according to eftablifhcd ufage, was of opinion that the contrad ihould be advertiffd- 
Mr. Barwell thought the prefent Contractor had (the preceding year) by making low propofals (to 
u e MS owM pnralc) ejefted Mr. Johnibn, in hopes of obtaining future indulgence j and therefore he 
could not helitate to give his vote for Mr, Johnfon. 

too. Plowever ftrange Mr. Barwell’s motive for giving his vote for Mr. Johnfon may appear to 
ns, we muit confels the Governor General’s reafons for concurring therein were -flil! more ex- 
traordmary; his words are, I difapprove of publifhing for propofals; the contrad is reduced 
too iow already, and will require a vigilant attention to it on the part of the Commanding Officer 
ot the corps of the army, that it be duly performed.” To which he adds, that according to the 
c zn ormation he had been able to obtain, little profit would be made by the Contrador, if he did 


although the Governor General has thought proper to exprets fo dired and pointed a 
1 appro ation of the inode adopted and pofitively enjoined by the Company for condudirig lb great 
a lanc of their affairs as that »f the army contrad, vve ncvcrtiKlels adhere to the propriety of 

the 
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Court’s orders ; ami hereby reikw the injun£lion, that you fail not cveiy year^ three months at 
Jealr before the expirutioa oi the fubfiliting contiadl, to advertife for and receive ftich propofals as 
maybe offered for fupplying the trooj^s with provifions, and for feedbg bullocks and camels to 
be employed with the army 5 and that in all cafes you accept the lowclf, with fufflcient fecurity for’ 
i>erfortnance. ^ 

t02. If the prefent Contraflor fliall ihink proper to conform to regulation, and give in pro- 
pofals lower tlian thofe of any other perfon who fhall offer good fecurity for performance, he will be 
Entitled to hold the army contrad for another year, or it rr\ay be to the end of his prdent term, 
but on no odier conditions will wc permit it.-^And if he flaall think himfelf aggrieved, andtvake mea- 
fares irt confequenc, by which the Company becomes involved in lofs or damagCj we fliall ceitainly 
bold the rhamrity of our Council rclponfible for fuch lofe or damage, and proceed againsft them ac¬ 
cordingly j but as one of die Members of your Board has very properly entered his diffent to the 
mealure, he will ofcourfe be exempted from profecution, and in juftice to his fentiments and con- 
kiu<S tui'fhe occafion, we hereby declare, that they have our entire approbation* 

103. And we further diredi^ that the before-mentioned 134th paragraph of the Court’s General 
I/Ctter on this fubjedl, dated the 23d of March 1770, be forthwith given out in general and brigade 
orders, ahd'readat the head of every brigade and detachment of our trotips in Bengal, by the 
refpeiStive Adjutants doing duty with fuch^ troops, once in every three months at leaft • and like- 
that the Commander in Chief, and Commandants of the faid corps, report to you every month 
in what manner the troops are viflualled, the cattle fed, aiJd in general how the terms of 4e con- 
traft are obferved and fulfilled by the Contraaor, fo far as (hall have conre to his or their know¬ 
ledge, for your information and guidance in redlifying abufes, iffuchlhall hereafter occur in the car¬ 
rying on of this important ferviee. 

107. In yonf plan for viclualling the New Fort we obferve the fiores are to be fumilhed by the 
Agent at the bazar or market price, and changed, at his expenee, fo often as fhall be found neod- 
fary. They are to be purchafed with the Comjjany’s advances, and the Agent is to be allow’ed a 
commiflion, or per centage for Ioffes which may be occafioned by decay, waftage, ajid variation of 
the markets, and alfo for Servants wages, and other expences. 

108. In order to afeertain what fum would be a reafonable compenfation for the agent, you very 
properly agree to confult the principal merchants of Calcutta on the fubjed. 

109. The perfons confulted were Mr. John Robinfon, Mr. Charles Croftes, and Mr. David Kel- 
licati} they re})ort n per cent, as a compenfation for lofs by decay, waftage, and variation of mar- 
kets } 5 per dent, for the Agent’s trouble} and 3 per cent, for Cooley hire, fervants wages, and 
charges of that nature j amounting in the whole to 20 per cent, upon the prinae coft of ftores to be 


110. In the Governor General’s minute, refpeding the coft and expenditure of ftores, it Is 
ftated, that a lofs has been fuftained of 45 per cent, per annum for two years; the Governor Ge¬ 
neral therefore concludes, that an allowance of 20 per cent, would neither afford the Agent the 
fmalleft enccuragement, nor even the profpea of an indemnification for Ioffes which might be fiif- 
tained in jrerifhable ftores.—He therefore moves, that 30 per cent, per annum be allowed upon all 
ftores to be provided by the Agent. 

111. Mr. Barwell fays, the opinion of Merchants cannot be oppofed to fads, and that as the lofs 
fuftained had been 90 percent, in two years (or 45 per cent, per annum) he gives his aflent to the 
GoT^-ernor General’s propofal for per cent, per annum.—But if the Company’s intereft had been 
duly regarded by the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, they muft have obferved thattlie exteflive 
lofs of grain, upon which their cftim.ite was c.ilculated, had been occafioned by the want of proper 
magazines, and by other circurnttances eafy to be remedied and correded, and therefore ought not 
to liavc been urged as arguments for granting 30 per cent, inftead of 20 per cent, commiflion, in 
dired oppcfitlon to a report made at your own requeft, by the moft refpedable Merchants in 
Calcutta, who doubtlefs would have gladly taken the contrad upon the terms of their own pro- 
pofitions. 

112. As tlio idea of taking the opinions of Merchants originated with Mr. Francis, we find he 
rcfoived to abide by their opinion. 

113. General Clavering has juftly objeded to the iinmenle profits of the Agent.—He eftimates the 
amount of provifions for the Fort at 3 lacks of rupees, and of courfc the agency at rupees 
90,000. 


114. And 
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--^U, And beftJes the Comsnlffion to be paid bv the Company, the Gciteral obferves, tiiat Mer¬ 
chant! calculate upon a profit being gained from 15.to 25 per cent, on p.ov.iions brought tpn the 
country to Calcutta ; he therefore concludes, that the Agejit may fecurc an additional profit ot 20 
per cent, on that account, which, added to his cominimon, renders the tot.al rupees 1,-50,000 on the 
lirll half year’s delivery of llores. 

lic The mode of the Agent’s appointment was alfo objedted to by General Cl.avernig. The 
perfon propofed by the Governor General was Mr. Belli, his priv ate fecretary. i he General rc- 
minds the Board of the Company’s order that contraiSts ihould be auvertiled. Had this inode 
Durfued, the Governor General’s Secretary could only have obtained the Agency on the loweft terms : 
The Governor General objeded to advertifing, leit the world fhould know what p.-ovilion was made 
for defence of the fort j this reafoning the General reprobates, becaufe, luppofing it p iblicly known, 
that four months provifions were fafe in the fort, it would difeourage an enemy, rather than invite 
them to attack the place. 

116 In anfwer to the General’s obfervations, the Governor General has pledged hiinfelf, that if 
required by the Court of Direaors, the profits arifmg ftom the Agency (hall be paid into the Com¬ 
pany’s Treafury, and appropriated as the Court lhalldiredt. 

117. On this view of fafts, we deem it equitable that the aniount paid, or to be paid, to Mr. Ee'ili 
by the Company, for agency, be reduced to 20 per cent, which him, for the roafons above-men- 
tioned, muft be confidered as aa ample compenfatioii for his troublcj rilk, aau all expenses 
whatever, 

f 18. It is therefore our pofitive order, that according to the engagement of the Governor General, 
the Agent’s accounts be forthwith laid before your Board, and that the comtndhon paid, or to be 
paid, to Mr. Belli on thofe accounts, be reduced to 20 per cent, andlikewiie, that tlte faid commifo 
lion be calculated upon the prime coft of provifions furniihed, and not upon the Ba/,ar price at Cal- 
cutta, 

I iQ. In your letter per Europa, you acquaint us,‘ that on the expiration of Colonel Parker’s 
contiaa, many propofals were received for keeping in repair the Cantonments of Barumpore and 
Diliapore ; but that before you clofcd with any of them, the late Contra< 9 :or had itated the expence 
incurred by him in the firfi: year, and offered to engage for that fum, and for a per centage for his pro¬ 
fit, to continue his fupcrintendence of the; fald repairs ; that upon conlidcration pf the hibjeGt, you 
were of opinion, the expence attending the faid repairs could not oe afcertained by any fixed Icand'- 
ard ; that it would be moft for the interert of the Company to rejed all the, propofals, and to adopt 
another mode for condudting the bufiiicfs. 

120. On reference to your proceedings, we find, that wlien you came to this determination, pro., 
pofals were before you to perforin the fervicein quefiion for 27,251 rupees per annum leis than the 
ofers made by Lieutenant Colonel Parker. Mr. Francis and General Glkvering thought you were 
bound to accept the lowed: propofals, with good fecuritvfor performance ; but Mr. Barwell being of 
opinion, that if Lieutenant Colonel Parker would deliver in bills upon honour, a comimffion of 15 
per cent, fhould be allowed him thereon for his trouble j and the Governor Ck^aeral concurring in 
Mr. Barwell’s propofition, it of courfe became a refolution of the Board ; and in confequence of this 
relulution, General Clavering jii% obferves, that ‘^every good effea which the Court of Uirt aor^ 

expelled from advertifing tor contracts, feem entirely deteated. 

121. Inftead of Lieutenant Colonel Parker’s offer being the loweft, they were the ‘higheft- Ho 
could not on thofe terms obtain the contra^ ; you therefore determine to rejea all propolals, and to 
grant him 15 per cent, upon his difburfemeats, without requiring any other check or voucher for the 
fame than his own honour. 

122 When Lieutenant Colonel Parker propofed to fuf>erintend the repairs by agency, he re- 
quefted 25 per cent, for his trouble, or fuch lefs fum as ftiould be ibttled by the Board, by whofc 
determination he declares he will implicitly abide; but the Board having agreed to allow only 15 
per cent, he then declines the propofal ; fays he is unable, without juTfonal infpeqtion into the 
chart^es and conduct of his agents, to pledge his honour for the amount of the real expence incurred ; 
and tnformsyou that his principal reafon for foliciting the continuance of the contraa was, be- 
caufe he had a confiderable quantity of ftores on hand ; and that as Mr, Vanderheyden had ofter- 
cd to take them off his hands, provided he might enjoy the terms offered to Colonel i arker, he 
hoped you would indulge him with liberty to relinqmfti the truft in favour oj that Gentiem^^^ 
which would enable Colonel Parker to attend to the more indifpenlabx duties of his military Itation - 
Whereupon you immediately relblve on the meafure, and require Mr. \ anderheyden to accept 
the offer. 
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As the cafe now ihmhy the honour of A^r. Vanderheyden is to be taken for the juunefs of 
his bills ; and it is evidently become his intereft to expend as nmch money as poilible on the canton¬ 
ments, beciiufc he draws a cornmilTion of 15 per cent, on his difbnrfements. We do not mean to 
arrange the integrity of the prefent Agent, but wefhaliever dinvllow all modes of condudiling public 
bufmeis on principles which make the honour of the Agent the criterion of the amount of his dif- 
burlemcnts, arid render his intereft incompatible with frugality, and confcquently with the welfare 
of the Company. 

124* We therefore direct, that the agency of Mr. Vanderheyden, on principles above-mentioned, 
b/C forthwith difconlinued, .and that you again advertife for propofals to keep the cantonincnts in 
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calculated upon the amount of his expenditures, 

171. From a view of your condudl towards the Ranny of Burdwan, and the Ranny of Radfiiahy^ 
and her adopted Ton Rajah Rarnkiffcn, and from your interefting debates concerning thole perfons, 
we have j Ircady been induced, in the 92d paragraph of our letter of the 4th of March, to exprefs 
our difapprobation ofevbry mode of vexatious interference in the private concerns of the Zemindars, 
and of the idea of difturbing them in the quiet enjoyment of their poireftions 5 a)id as the Rannies 
above-mentioned appear to have fulftred an unufuaf degree of inconvenience and diftrefs, fince, by 
the death of Colonel Monfon, the Governor General and Mr. Barwell became a majority of the 
Board, we now direiSl, as'the moft eligible mode of doing juftice to all parties, that loon as conve¬ 
niently maybe, iiftcr the number of our council fhall be complete, and confift of five members, the 
whole of the pn;ceedings of our council relative to the Ranny of Burdwan, and to the Ranny of Rad- 
fhahy, be taken into your moft ferious confideration, and that to the utmoft of your power the moft 
impartial juftice be rendered to the Zemindars above-mentioned; and if it (hall appear to three 
members of the Board, that the requiritions and injuiuSlions of the Governor General and Adr* Bar- 
well, refpeefting the Ranny of Burdwan, were improper, and the re-eftablilhment of Bridjoo Kiftbrc 
Rov, who had been removed by the late majority, and placing a military force upon the Rajah’s 
houlo, were afts of oppreflion ; or that the difpofleftion of the Ranny of Radfhahy and her adopted 
foil, and the diftiniftion in her disfavour, refpeding outftanding balances, were unwarrantable pro¬ 
ceeding?, we (Hre^f that you make fueh reparation and fatisfa( 5 Vion to thofe Zemindars as their re- 
fpective call's fhall require : but if on the contrary, you fhall at full Board be of opinion, and re - 
fblvc, that the proceedings of the Governor General and Mr. Barwell, concerning the Ranny oi 
Radfhahy and the Ranny of Burdwan, were founded in juftice, then we hereby direift, that you 
ratify the faid proceedings, and forthwith inform the parties concerned, that you have our orders to 
fignify to them our conm inatlon thereof. 

132. Wc have attended to the reprefentation of Mr, Benjamin Lacam, fettlng forth the diftrefs 
to which he is reduced by your determination concerning harbour rates, and boats navigating that 
part of Channel Creek which is included in his Pottah j and upon the fulleft confideration we are 
convinced of the impropriety of fufFcring a toll to be impofed on boats, and dire^Sf that Mr. Lacam 
be informed thereof, and reftrained from col 1 e£bng fuch toll ; and if Mr. Lacam fhall nevcrthcleft 
inftft on having a right to receive toil on boats, then our pleafure is, that the validity of his Pottah, 
and of his right to colled fuch toll, be forthwith tried in the Supreme C^ourt of Judicature; and 
that no toll be in the mean time collcded on boats j that you make ftri£t enquiry w'hether Mr. La- 
cam has expended any, and what fums of money, in conlequcnce of his fuppofing hirnfelf entitled, 
by the terms of his Pottah, to a toll on boats ; and if you find that charges have adually been in¬ 
curred h\ him on that account, then our pleafure is, make Mr. Lacam fuch compenfation for the 
fatd charges, as the juftice of the cafe may require. 

134. Having thought fit to appoint Thomas Fit^^hugh, Efquire, Mr. Thomas Bevan, and^Mr. 
Matthew Raper, to be a feled committee of Supercargoes, with full powers to tranfad the Com¬ 
panybufineft in China, we dired, that you addrefs the faid Committee, whenever our affairs lhall 
rt-ndcr it neetdfary for you to correfpond with our fervants at Canton, 

135. We have appointed the following perfons to.be Supercargoes under our feled committee at 
Cluua; vi^^. MclTis. James Bradfhaw, William Henry Pigou, George Rogers, Abraham Roebuck, 
Henry Brown, John Harrifon, George Cumming, Alt.xander Bruce, Charles Edward Pigou, Henry 
Lane, and David Lance. 

136. We have refolved to allow our Supercargoes, below the feled committee, and writers of 
five'years ftauding, the privilege jointly of tranfading bufincfs by Commiflion for private perfons, 
care beinn; taken^hat it be for fuch perfons as are licenfedby us to trade in Lidia ; but no pcrlbn 
whatever our fervice in China lhall be perfhitted ilparatcly to receive confignments, or to 
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X37. We have further refolved, that the whole amount of profit arifmg or toarifc to the Compa¬ 
ny’s fervants from executing commitfions for private perfons, be divided in equal proportions, fiiare, 
and fliare alike, amongft the perfons next below the Sekcl Committee, including all writers of five 
years {landing in fuch divifion ; but as we have found it ncceffary to prohibit tlie Commanders of our 
fhrps from carrying out to Canton, without our fpecial licence, any clock, watch, temple, toy, or 
other curious article whatever, of which prohibition due notice has been given ; la order to render 
this regulation more effciSlun], w^e have excepted the above articles from the privilege granted to our 
Supercargoes and writers, and pofuively diredled, that no clock, watch, temple, toy, or other arti¬ 
cle of the like nature, received by them, or by any of our iervants iti China, be difpofed of by com- 
milTionor otherwifo, after the publication of our orders to the contrary, on any account or pretence 
whatever, unlcfs the importer lhall firft produce to our Selcdl committee at Canton the Company’s 
fpecial licence for carrying any fuch article to China ; and we have further direcSed, that every per-' 
fbn offending againff this regulation be forthwith fufpended, and not reftored but by application to 
the Court of Direftors. 

138, But as the Court of Dire£lors thought fit, by their mftrudions, dated the 24th of Novcrrt- 
ber 1775, to authorize and permit any of the Company’s Supercargoes to receive cornmiffions for 
any bullion, goods and merchandize, which might be committed to their care, provided fuch buU 
lion, goods and merchandize, be received from, or configneJ to, any perfon or perfons licenfed to 
refide at any of our Prefidencies in India ; and as we conceive it probable, that iu confequcnce of 
the faid pcrmiffion granted in November 1775, our Supercargoes may have already received, or have- 
had conhgned to them, bullion, goods, and merchandize, which cannot be difpofed of confiftcnri/ 
with our prefent orders ; and as the confignees may not deem theml'elvcs warranted without autho¬ 
rity from the coJifignors, to bring the fame to the joint account of our Supercargoes, and writers of 
five years {landing, as above cHreeted ; for the relief of fuch perfons, we hereby dircdl, that every 
Supercargo in our fcrvice, who fljall, before the arrival of thefe our orders at Canton, have avSlually 
received goods to be difpofed of by commifiion, in confequence of the Court’s authority, granted in 
their letter of the 24th November 1775, or to whom goods fliall have been luftually configned, by 
perfons licenfed to refidc at any of our Prefidencies in India, before the publication of thefe our 
orders at any fuch Prefidcncy refpeftively, then and in every fuch cafe the goods and merchandize 
at^ually received or configned as afore/liid, befoje the publication of our orders to the contrarv, may 
be difpofed of by fuch Supercargo or Supercargoes to whom they iliall have been fo configned 
or received, without bringing the fame to the joint flock account, fohjeft however to all the Jimi- 
tations and rcftnftions contained in the Court’s faid orders of the 24th November 1775, and not 
otherwife. And after goods fo configned or received, before our orders were made public, lhall 
have been dif|K)fod of, no perfon or perfons whatever in our fervice in China, or at Macao, or who 
may hereafter proceed thither, either from England, or from India, lhall, on any account, be per¬ 
mitted, jointly, orfepanucly, to receive any confignment, or to difpofe of any bullion, goods, wares, 
or merchandize whatever, or to tranfadt any bufiuefs by commiiiion, or other wife, except in the man¬ 
ner above direihed in thefe our orders and inflruclions. 

*39' We confidcr the new office of Commlffioner of Law Suits as a breach of the Company’® 
bye law, improper in its nature, and totally unneceffary. You have five public Secretaries^ one 
of them ouglit certainly to tranla<$t the bufinefs affigned to this new office. All correfponck-nce re- 
fpecliug law fuits, mull, in the firfl inllance, come before your Board, and your proceedings there¬ 
on be regularly entered on conlbltation, and alfo in a feparate book to be kept for that purpofc, 
in the manner direded refpedting contrails ; broken fets muff alfo be carried up to the lateft 
period poffible before the difpatch of every flnp,'and be tranfmitted for our information. We 
therefore dire6l, that the office of Commiffioner of Law Suits be forthwith difeontinued, and that 
all fa<ffs and circumftances nece/Iary for the information of our Attorney and Advocate General, to 
enable them to defend our property and privileges, be duly arranged by one of your Secretaries, and 
invariably fubmitted to your confideration in fuch department as y»u fhall think proper for taking 
cognizance of matters of this nature* 

141. We obferve, that in March 1776, on the Governor General’s motion, the falary of the 
Perfian Tranfiator was increafed from 100 to 6oo .ficca rupees per month, which w. ^ to be in full 
of every other emolument. Three hundred rupees per month were however added for houie 
rent. You have now refoived, that the office of Perfian Tranfiator fhall be put on the fame foot* 
mg, refpeaing falary, as the Secretary of your principal department ; fo that an office which, in 
March 1776, was executed for lOO rupees" per month, is, in January 1778, increalcd to 1,800 
ucca rupees per month, and 300 for houfe rent, T hefo proceedings deforve our fevereft cenfure* 
And wc diredl, that the falary of the Perfian Tranfiator be not only reduced to 600 rupees per 
month, and not again increafed v/ithout our pcrmiffion firft obtained for tfiat purpofe, but that all

e tliat amount, which fhall have been rr^coivecl by iiim on the arrival of this letter, be forthwith 
repaid into our Treafury, on pain of fufpenfion from our fervice. 

144. We are very fenfxble of the merit of Mr. Larkins, and permit you to render his falary 
equal to that of your Accountant General of the Revenue Department j but as we have, in ouf 
letter of the 30th January jr 778, difapproved your increafing the Revenue Secretary’s falary from 
l,?.ooto 1,800 rupees j[>er iiionth, and ordered the faid incrcafe to be difeontinued, W'ethink it improper 
that the falar!e>s pf either of your Accountants fhould exceed that of your Secretary in the Revenue 
Department, and therefore direct, that the falaries of your Accountants be fixed at 1,200 licca 
rupees (^^,1,670 per annum) per month refpe6livelyi which is more than equal to the filary of the 
Members of the Board of I'rade, and that they be not again increafed, except by order of the Court 
of Diredfors. 

145. Upon the removal of Mr» John Stewart, you very properly reduced your Public Secretary’s 
allowance from 2,500 to 1,800 rupees per month; and as he has the care both of the Public aiid 
Secret Departments, we acquiefeed in his receiving that allowance, more cfpecially as it was fo much 
below thefum enjoyed by his predeceflbr; but we cannnot permit other falaries to be unnecefliirily in- 
creafed, becaiife they happen to be inferior to that of your Public Secretary, who tr^nfaits the bufi- 
nefs of two principal departments, 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL; dated 14th 

February 1779. 

8» XA/E by no means approve your late proceedini^s on the application of the Nabob Mobarick 
ul Dowlah, for the removal of the Naib Subahdar. The requifition of Mobarick ul 
Dowdah was improper and unfriendly, becaufe he mull have known that the late appointment of 
Mahomed Reza Khan to the ofHce of Naib ,Subahdar had been marked with the Company’s fpecial 
approbation, and that the Court of DiretSlors had affured him of their favour fo long as a firm attach¬ 
ment to the Company’s intcrefl, and a proper difeharge of the duties of his ftation, fhould rendet' 
him worthy of their prote<Slion : we tlierefore repeat our declaration, that to require the difmlfTionof 
a Prime Minifter, thus circumflanced, without producing tlie fmalleil proof of his infidelity to the 
Company, or venturing to charge him with one inflance of mal-adminillration in the difeharge of 
bis public duty, was improper, and inconliftent with the fricndfhip fubfilling between the Nabob of 
Bengal and the Company. 

9. Admitting the Nabob’s cornplamt, that Mahomed Reza Khan is not connciSled with him by 
relative ties, to be well founded, it by no. means follows that he has been deficient in duty, or fin- 
cere attachment to him, or that his power is opprclTive and difnonourable to ihe Nabob and his fa-? 
inily ; nor can afiertions of tliis nature, unattended by proof, have any weight with us. 

10. In regard to the Nabob’s claim, to take charge of his own affairs, merely becaufe he is of 
age, and tninks hirnlelf capable of concluding them, we find it declared by one of your Members, 
and not contradided, that he knew with certainty, that the Nabob is, in his own perfon, utterly in¬ 
capable of executing any ofthofe offices which were deemed of cireatial importance to the welfare of 
the country; and we are fprry to find, that neither this declaration, nor the protefts of two Mem¬ 
bers of the Council, feem to have been thought worthy of an anfwer, or even of confideration, by 
the majority of the Board. 

The Nabob hopes, from your favour'and regard to j\iftice, to be delivered from the nu- 
tJiority of Mahomed Reza Khan. He ventures to declare the Company folely indebted to the warm 
fupport of his ancertors for they; piefent grcutiiefs and advantages. He claims the management and 
adminiflration of the Soubahdarree as his right; and fays it will be highly inequitable in the Company 
to refufe their approbation to his requeft. 

12. We pafs over thefe extraordinary faggeftions of the Nabob without reply; only oblcrvlng, 
thutin juilice to him and ourfelves we muft take the bell care in our power of the peace and internal 
good gcivernmfcnt of the country ; and we are not difpofed to hazard the effedls which might be oc- 
cafior^d by committing the entire management thereof to his inexperience, without enjoining him to 
accept fiicK affillance, and to employ fuch minillcrs aboflt his perfon, as may be deemed necellury on 
the part of the Eaft India Company. 

13. The 23d February, we find the Nabob’s letter, and a queftion thereon, were circulated to the 
cUfterent Members gf thg Bgard, for theii opinions to be taken at the next meeting of the Council;

We have therefore 
given diredtions to our fervarits at Maaras to govern themfelves, in all their tranfaSions with the 
Kajah, agreeable to thefe determinations. 

4. Your proceedings refpe^ling Mr. Francis Fowke are really furprifing to us. Mr. Fowke"s 
firft appointment to be Refident at Benares was in Auguft 1775 5 he was recalled from thence in 
pecember T776, and Mr. Graham appointed to fucceed him. Our orders, however of the 30tb 
January 1778, were pofitive for his reltoration ; but they were rendered inefFe6luai by your refolu- 



Mr. Fowke was once more removed from his ftrftion at Bertares, So far from a charge, having 
been brought againft him, on which ground alone his removal could be juftified, we find his con¬ 
duct approved, and his charadler efteemed ; and in lieu of the fiat,ion from winch he is thus remov¬ 
ed, anot'ier pofitivc order of thci Company vras broken through, by his being appointed Agent for 
the provifion of Boats to be employed for the military fervice of youf eftablifhtuent, with a commit^ 
fion of 15 per cent, upon his difbur/ements, and an allowance given him of rupees 1,000 per month, 
until the expiration of the then fubfifting boat contraft. 

5. Without meaning to difapprove of the conda^l of Mr.Markhani, who Was appointed to fucceed 
Mr. Fowke at Benares, but merely to vindicate the authority of the Court of bJireefors, we hereby dl-i 
redl that Mr. Fowke do immediately refome his ftation at Benares. As to the Boat Agency, that 
appointment muft be immediately annulied, and the buiinefs performed by contract, in the manner 
repeatedly laid down for your guidance* 

6* Equally extraordinary and unwarrantable have been your proceedings refpe<fiirtg Mr. John 
Briftow * he W'as appoiftted Refulent at Owde in December 1774 ) in December lyyo he was re¬ 
called, without the lhadow of a charge being exhibited agaiaft him. By Our letter of 4i:h July 1777^ 
wc fignified our difapprobation of the proceedings againft Mr. Briftow, and diredled that he fhouid be 
refiored to his ftation : which dire6^ion we Confirmed by our fobfeqHCfit letter of the 23d Decemt^jr 
XyyS* Mr. Briftow arrived in India in February 1780, and in October ot the fame year it was re- 
folvedby your Board, that Mr. Briftow fliould return to Owde, but that his appointment flioulcf 
be limited fokly to the condu^ft of political negoeiations, Mr. Middleton being at the fame time 
nominated to (etflc |x?cuniary matters with the Vizier. On the 21ft May 1701, upon receiving a 
letter from the Vizier, exprelfirtg his defire that Mrit Briftow Ihould be removed from his Court, he 
was again recalh'd : but without entering into the confideration of this matter, and in order to vin¬ 
dicate and upliold our own authority, we do hereby pofitively dire£l, that Mr. Briftow do forthwith 
proceed to O vvde :n the ftation of our Refident there. We do not rneati in the leaft to refleft on the 
character and ability of Mr. Middleton, who muft be immediately recalled from thence, but it is a 
duty incumbent upon us thus to maintain the refpe^l due to the orders ot the Court of Direftors.^ 
You are bkew'ife to obferve, that we Chall not fuft'er any other perfon to proceed to Owde for the 
management of the finance. One perfon being, in our opinion, fufticient totranfadt our bufinefe there, 
as principal in both thofe departments and we expert our orders refpeiting the fucceftion to that 
Rcikicncy be fully complied witti* 

7, When. 
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ben VJG confider the pel'cmptory tind repeated orders which we have given ref/Xifting the ap- 
poinrment of Field OfTtcers, we cannot but exprefs our dirpleafure at the various inftances of dif- 
obedience thereto ; but we areftruck with particular aftonifhnnent toiind, that, in confequcnce of 
your military arrangements in 1780, no lefs a number than thirty-fix Captains v»ere promoted to 
the rank of Major, bcfides 84 Lieutenants to the rank ofCaptairij and 124 Enfigns to the rank of 
Lieutenant. 

8. We do not find that Sir Eyre Coote, our Commander in Cldef, was confulted upon the occa- 
fion; but on the contrary, we have before us a ftrong proteft from him, both againft the arrange- 
^ments, and the promotions in confequence of theni, declaring the whole to be “ irregular, unrnilitary, 

^nd burthening the Company with an enormous additional expence, which he was clearly fatlf- 
fled there was no neceffity for incurring, and much lels at a time w..en the Company’s funds 
could fo ill afford it.” 

9. Admitting, however, the neceffity for the arrangement made in the fepoy corps, we fee no rea- 
foil for putting a Major at the head of each regiment, with an additional allowance of 600 rupees per 
month, when, in our opinion, a Captain might .have done the duty ; nor for nppointing a Captain 
to the head of each battalion, when the fervice might have been performed by a Lieutenant; we do 
therefore hereby pofitively direft, that the advanced pay and allowance to the officers thus appointed 
to the rank of "Major and Captain, he immediately dilcontinued, until thofe officers fhall have riien 
tcTruch fuperior rank, according to the eftabliftimeni of the army, before the regulations above-men^ 
tioued took place* 

10. We obfcrve likewlfe, that, with the fame difregard to our orders, yoii have promoted Lieute¬ 
nant Colonel Blair to the rank of Colonel, thereby fuperfeding a very defervrng officer, Lieutenant 
Colonel T'ottinghain ; we therefore dircft that you grant to the latter a Brevet Cominiffion of Colo¬ 
nel upon the receipt hereof, and that he be rdtored to his prbper rank, which is next below Colonel 
Muir in the Infantrvi but neither of the faid officers, nor fuch others as may have been promoted 
to the tank of Field officers Oi any othei*s advanced to fuperior rank, contrary to our orders, are to re¬ 
ceive the pay and allowances annexed to their advanced rank, until they Ihali- have rifen thereto 
according to the cBablifliment of the iurmy. 

11. We fhall take another opportunity of remarking, In ftronger terms, on the deviations from our 
<!>rdcrs in tliis refpeft. In the mean time We pofitiVely direft, that you do not make any promotions 
of Field Officers above the cfiabliffiment^ on any account or pretence whatfoever. 

3 2. Wc have already given you our'fentiments on your late military arrangements, fo far as they 
regard the appointment of officers to fuperior rank, beyond the effablilhment of the army : we con¬ 
tinue of the lame opinion refpefting fuch a difobedience of orders, and fiiink it neceflary to repeat 
our direftions, that you do not appoint any additional Field Officers, on any pretence whatfoever. 
General Coote’s laft letter to us from Fort Sr. George, of fo late a date as the 29th January 
1782, has confirmed us in our opinion on this fubjeft. 1 his letter was written after your regulations 
had time to operate : the detachment under Colonel Peaife was included in thofe regulations ; the 
General timff therefore have experienced the ill effefts of them. He has expreffi.*d himfclf in the fol¬ 
lowing words : 1 he fweHing of the Bengal Military Lift, with the creation of fuch a number 

of Field Officers, and the advancement of the inferior ranks in proportion, has been produftive 
of a grievance feverely felt by die Company’s old and experienced officers on this as well, as on the 
Bombay eft/ablilhmeut; as, a6dng as they now are upon the fame fervice, it has been attended 
“ with all the hardlhips incident to fuperceffion. The officers alfo in his Majefty’s fervice, whilll 
afting in f his country, fuffer from this new arrangement,” 

13. However competent we may be to give an opinion upon the appointment of'officers to fu- 
pevior rank, yet we confeis ourfblves not fufficiently able to judge of the plan for new modelling your 
corps of native infantry. Much nuift depend on local knowledge. A plan, the objefts of which 
were to Icllen ‘\p2nces, and to do juftice to the native troops, is certainly entitled tea liberal 
confiruftion ; but as we had appointed a Commander in Chief of fuch diftinguiftied abilities and 
cxfx.‘ricnce, as Sir Eyre Coote, his opinion ought certainly to have been alked, and his approbation 
obtained, before you refolve to put it in execution. . 

lA. Wc cannot, however, avoid remarking, on a very extraordinary paffage In the letter from 
General Stibbert on thisoccalion, and which was adopted by you in your letter of the 7 th of January 
1781. After obferving that abufes had, from a long courfe of prafticb, infinuated thethfelve-; 
thiou<ffiouc the army, and which were of a nature tending immediately to the ruin of the corps 
compofing our native infantry, and confeqiiently to the endangering the Britiffi interefts in India, 
General Stibbert adds, that totally to debar Officers from all perquifites and emoluments whatfoever, 
without advancing theic rank and falary, would produce no other confequence than that of rendering 
them to a man difalFefted to ffie Lrvice.

leafes in future, on any pretence whatever. As the expediency of letting the lands for a 'longer 
period than one year, or in perpetuity, is a great political queflion, on which, in the prefent critical 
fituation of our affairs, we cannot at this time come to any determination, you are to be guided by 
our before-mentioned orders oh the fubjeft, until you fhall receive our further inffruftions. ,. And a$ 
you have granted thefe perpetual ICafes contrary to our pofitive orders, we fhail hold you refponfible 
tbr'the confequences, fiiouid any expence or clifficiilty arife. in procuring thei^ refump.tion. But we 
do' not-mean hereby difpoflefs the prefent holders of their lands, on the contrary) they ar^ to con¬ 
tinue to poflefs them from year to year, fo long as they pay their rents, andothervvi/e behave to your 
fatisfablion. 

4T. Your advice^ and confukations re/pe< 5 hng the new plan for the management of the cuftoms 
have been very attentively perufed and confidered. As the arrangement was avowedly formed, not 
fo much by the defire of increafing the cuftoms, as of promoting the internal commerce of the pro- 
videes'V by the removal of relbibtions and oppreffion^, we are much concerned to find fo many in- 
ftances upon your records of its having produced a contrary efFecf. The complaints from' S'Ctool, 
on the borders of Burdwan, in particular, are very alarming. The enormous tax of 15 per cent, 
upon thiicad alone, could not fail to produce the confequences which followed; viz. That not an 
anna’s worth of thread is brought to market, nor a piece of cloth manufadured. This we do 
hot wonder at, when it is ftated, that the whole tax upon cloth amounts to upwards 0/ 36 
per cent. 


42. It is certainly a moft iinpolltic ineafure, for many reafeh^., to tax the materials for manufac¬ 
ture at fo high a rate, more efpecially, as in the prefent inffance the Company’s inveftment muft he 
very materially aftbbted thereby. Equally impolitic, in oui opinion, is the tax laid on rice, and the 
Other ncceffiiries of life. This alfo wMJ be felt in the inveftment, as it will be the meads df railing 
the price of the manufaftures. 


43. So much depends on local knowledge, that it is impoffible for us to give any fpecific direc¬ 
tion upon the fubjedf.. We are well jiware that the introdudhon of new modes, though they be 
really beneficial, is too apt to produce murmurings, from a natural prejudice in favour of old cuf- 
toms, ind a diflike to whatever bears the appearance of innovation.; we therefore would willingly 
believe, that from thefe caufes proceeded Captain Stewart’s declaration, that there are few indivi¬ 
duals in the town of Calcutta, who Have not experienced the operation of authority in Tome depart¬ 
ment or other of the cuftoms, very different from what it was the meaning of the Board it Ihould be 
excrcifed. 

■ 44. However, it is a* matter well worthy .of the greateft attention. We confefs that wC do not 
■ think the fubjedt has had thstt mature cuvifideration, which the importance of it fo‘highly deferves. 
Mf.‘VVhcler,Thongh he concurred- in adopbng the new regulations, feems to confurrh us in this 
opinion, where he fays, that the period of the xiecline .of trade was an .ill-chofen one for adding new 
burthens. If, as Mr. Wheler had afierted, the import and export trade of Bengal has of late years 
^onfidtobly decrcafcd,- you certainly ought to. have been extremely careful how you adopted any 
meafure which had a tendency to f.ncreale the evil. 

45. Seeijig therefore the neceffity of fome mode being thought of for recovering the drooping com-' 
merce of Bengal, we recommend it to you in the moft earneft manner to take the fubjedt into your 
early confideratton. After tracing the caufes of the decline, you will be the better enabled to apply 
a remedy. But even you yourfclves, with all the advantage of a refidence upon the fpot, and with 
-ihe beft inclination to adopt fome falutary regulation for the benefit of the country over which you 
ate deputed to prefide, will not be able to lay down a perfedf and invariable fyftern. An anxious at¬ 
tention to circumftances as they arife, can alone enable you to remedy defeats ; as by gradual im¬ 
provements the people will be induced to acquiefee more chearfully in a total change of fyftem. 

46. Wc wiffi to fee every obftriidtion to a free commerce removed. But, as we have before 
obferved, it is iinpoffible for us to lay down arry-fpecifie rule, we therefore again recommend it to you 
to take the matter into your moft ferious conijderation, that fuch wife meafures may be purfued as 
will ultimately tend to the good of the country, and the eafe, profperity, and happinefs of thofe under 
our Government, 


4y. Whatever regulations may be adopted, it is abfolutely neceffary that the Chokie?, under

Gur GOVERNOR GENERAL and COUNCIL, at Fort William in Bengal, 

Para. i. rjAVING taken Into confideration the late arrangements made by the Governor Ge-^ 
neral \vi'th the Vizier, we fhull now proceed to make (uch obferVations tl>^re6n as ap, 
pear to us iieccilary* ; 

2. In our letter of the 4th of Match 1778, wq figriified our difapprobation of tbp military regula¬ 
tions of 1777, refpe^ting the province of Oiide ; wc therefore, can lee no objeebon to the temporary 
brigade and the three regiments of cavalry being withdrawn from thence. Indeed, it appears-that 
the Nabob was utterly unable to defray tne expence of th<irc troops. Wc hbpe that, agreeably to an 
intimation from the Governor General, this corps has been diflblvcd; 

3. According to the prefent agreement, no more troops are to be placed to the account of the 
V izier than one brigade, at rupees 2,60,000 per month, and a regiment of fe[)oys, at ruj^ees 25,060 
per month, making the annual fum of about 37 lacks ; and we trull: he will be pundlual in the pay¬ 
ment of this fubfidy, To enable him to be lo, wc find that he has engaged to reduce his troops to 
regular and complete eftabhlbrncnts, their number never to exceed tlie certain means of paying 
them; and that he has likewife agreed to adopt other oeconomical regulations. . 

4. By the 2d article of the treaty, the Nabob is permitted to refume fuch J aghJrcsas he fhali thiiik 
proper, with a feferve, that all fuch Jaghiredars, for the amount of whofe Jaghires the Company 
are guarantees, fliall, in cafe of a refumption of their buids, lie paid the amount of the net’colledtions 
through the Rcfident. 

5. XVc dp not fee how the Governor General could confent to the refumption of fuch lands 

as the Corhpany had engaged Ihould remain in tlic hands of thofe who poflefTed them previous to the 
execution ot the late tre^ity, without llrongcr proofs of the Begum’s defection than have been laid 
before us. Neither can we allow it to be good policy to reduce the (bvcral Jaghiredars, and thus 
uniting, the territory, and the troops maintained for the protect.ion of that territory, under ope 
head, Who may by that means, at fomc future period, become a Very powerful enemy to the 
Company. ' • ' , ‘ : 

6. With refpciSt to the refumption of the Jaghires poflefTcd by the Begums in particular, rind the 
fubfequent (ei/Aue of the'IVeafure depofited with the Vizicr\s mother, which the Governor General, 
in his letters to the Board, 23d January 1782, has declared he ftrcauou/ly encouraged—and wc hope 
andtridl, for the honour of the Britdh nation, that the mcafure apj;>eared to be fully jultifiecJ in the 
eyes of all Hindofian—the Governor General lias informed us, ‘‘that if can be well attdlcd,that the 
“ Begums principally excited and fupported the late commotions ; and that they carried their inyetp- 
“ racy to the Englifii nation fo lar, as to aim at our utter extirpation.” 

7. It mull havcdieen publickly known^ that in 1775, the Rcfident at the Vizier’^ Court not only 

obtained from tlic Begum, widow of the late Sujah Dowlah, on the Nabob’s account, 30 lacks of 
rupees, jialf of which was to be paid to tlic Company, but -alfo the forlK^arahce of 26 lacks, for the 
rc-payment of which (lie had fecurity in land, on the Nabob’s agreeing to renounce all further claims 
upon her,' and that to this agreement the Company were guarantees. , ’ 

8. We find, that pn the 2iftof .flpcembcr * 775 * Begum complained of a breach of engage¬ 

ments on the part of the Nabob; folic! ting your protection for hcrfclf, her mother, and all the weVinen 
hclonginjz to the feraglio of the late Nabob, from the diftrefles to which they were reduced ; in con- 
cpicnce whcrc(^, it was agreed, in confultation 3d January 1776, to rembnllrate with the Vizibr; 
the Oovcn’noi General rehiarking, “ 1 hat as the Reprefentativfe ot our- Government has become an 
“ Agent in this bufincls, and has pledged the honour and faith of the Company for the pundh'i.il ob- 
“ feryance of the conditions under which the treaty was concluded, you had a right to interfere, and 
“ juftice demanded it','if it flrould appear that thofe engagements'have been'violated.” And the 
Board at thc lame time refolved, 1 hat as fooii as the Begum’s engagements with tlic t'lahob, to 
“ which Mr. Brirtow is a party, (hall be fulfilled on her part, this Government will thiiik thcmfelves 
“ hou.nd to protect her againft any further demand or molcftation.”. • 

If therefore the difaffciBion of the Begums was not a matter of public notoriety, we cannot but 
be .alarmed for the effe£ts which thefe fubfequent tranfiiaions muft have had on the minds of the 
natives of India. The only confolation we feel upon this occafion is, that tfie amount of thofe 
J<aghircs, for which the Company were guarantees, is to be paid through our Rcfident at the Court 
ot ^hc Vizier; and it very materially coiifcnis the credit ot your Government on no account to 
I'lifFcr fuch payments to be evaded.

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If it fliall hereafter be found that the Begums did nrit take that hoftile patt againfl the Com¬ 
pany which has been reprefeiited (as well in the Governor General’s narrative, as in fevera! docu¬ 
ments therein referred to; and as it no where appears, from the papers at preient iil our poflefliont 
that they excited any commotion previous to the imprifonrnent of Rajah Ght^yt Sing, but only arnied 
thcmieivcs in confcquencc of that tranfadfion ; and as it is probable^ that Inch a condudt proceeded 
entirely froiri motives of felf-defence, under an apprehenfion, that they themfelves might likeWife be 
laid under unwarrantable contributions) wc dire^b, that yoirufe your inftueiKce Wfth the V^iziet, that 
their jaghires may be reftored to them; but if they (hould be under apprehet\fions reijxrft’mg ti^e fu¬ 
ture conduct of the Vizier, and wifh our further prote( 5 tion, it is our pleafure^ that you afford thole 
ladies an afylum within the Company’s territories, and there be paid the amount of th^iiet cOilodioii 
of their Jaghires, agreeably to the 2 d article of the late treaty thr ough the medium of ouf llelident, as 
may beuicertained upon an average effimate of lomc years back, ‘ 


II. With refpeit to the third article regarding Fyzooht Khan^ the Rohilla Chief; before we 
could form an opinion upon it, wc were led to an exdminatiau of fuch parts Of your records as in 
any wife related to him. 


12. We found, that at thereon chi fion of the Rohilld war, in 1774, ii tfc;Uy was made between 
the late SujahDowlah and Fyzoola Khan, whereby the latter, oa certain cond-iions, was put into 
the polleffion of Rampore, and fornc other diffi idfs in the Rohilla country. 1 hough it does not 
pear upon the hice of the tfeaty what equivalent was made to the Vizilr, yet we firid, by a letter 
from Colonel Champion, entered on your Confultations of the 31ft October 1774, that Fyzoola 
Klian was to give the Vizier half his treafure. 

13. On the 9th March 1778, a confiderable time after the death of Snjah Dowlah| you vv6rc 
informed by the Refident at the Vizier’s* Court, that there were reports of hoftile intentions in Fyzoola 
Khan. The Refident added, that the Rohilla Chief might be juftly alarmed by the Nabob’s rc- 
fumptioh of a number of Jaghires granted by his father, and by his opprcllive comluii:f in gene¬ 
ral. You were like wile informed, that Fvzoola Khan was folicitous to obtain the guarantee of the 
Company to his engagements with the Vizier; and the profeffed motives of the Refident for fending 
a deputation to Fyzoola Khan were, ‘‘ that in cafe of the latter’s acquitting himfeh^ it would give 
“ him a confidence in the Companv, which might iiullice him to look up to that'influence as the 

furell: defence againft any invalion of his right, and thereby render him a faithful, and perhaps/a 
ufeful ally, upon fome future emergency/’ On a motion of the Governor General, the Refulchc 
war. authorized to offer the Compar.y’s guarantee for the obfervanceof the treaty ; the Governor Ge¬ 
neral at the fame time obfervin^, that the many letters which he had received from Fyzoola Khaii, 
at various times, proved the neceffity of fuch an intervention, i ' 

14; Gn the4th *May following, the Refident acquainted the Board, that F.yzObla Khan appeared 
in no refpci^f to have violated the treaty, tranfniitting at the fame time, a new treaty under die gua ¬ 
rantee of the Company. 

15. We find, that Fyzoola Khan declared to the perfon who negociated this matter with him on 
the part of the Company, ‘‘ that without the guarantee of the Company, he could not look upon 
himfelf fecurc in his prefent poU'crtions; that the Companv were the oiily power in which ne had 
confidence, and which he could look up to fof pr6tedion.” Fhere' never wiis, perhaps, 'a Ifeaty 
concluded with more folcmnity. According to the report of MrV 'D. Barvyell, entered in your Con¬ 
fultations, 21ft May 1781, it was figncd in the prefence of the greater part of his fubjc'Sts, in order 
to eRablifh a firm convidlion in their minds, “ that it w^s an act fully authorized by the Englilh 
‘‘ Govermy.ent r which Was now become bound'to exaef/ with' impartiality, a ftri6l obrefvancc of 
each article of the treaty.” This bufinefs was finally fettled by Ih'e Governor (leneral being de- 
fired by the Board to write to Fyzoola Khan, confirming the obligation of the Company as guaran¬ 
tees ; and by your acceptance of a lack of rupees on behalf bf the Company, as an acknowledg¬ 
ment from Fyzoola Khan. 


16. In November 1780, upoti receiving information, that the Seiks and Goodies were commit¬ 
ting df]5retkti6n^ in Rohikund; we find that the Board agree toapply to the Vizier, to require frdm 
Fjzoola Khan his quota of troops ; in conlequeiice of which, the Governor General wrote tor 
5,000 horfeq’ but judge of our furprize, to find by’ the treaty that whenever the Vfeitr declared 


• ‘‘That he IhaM-conflder the Vizier’sfr fends as His friends’, and all his enemies as his own. That with 
“ whomfoever the Vizier Ihall declare war,' Fyzoola Khan lhalljoin with his army two or three tbrtufand 
men, to the utmoft of his ability; • and that if the Vizier marches againft any enemy in perfon, he 
“ he ftiall then bring his whole army to join him ; and if he is unable to join him, becaufc the number 
“ of (T>000 men>. to which his (landing army is limited, are. too f«.w, in fuch cafe he (ball have leave to 
“ raiie 4,000 more, that h# may then join him with a iuiliciewt force, and thefe expenccs fuall be 
frayed.”

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j^Fy^Roola Khan was to join only with a or ,^^,000 men, unlefs the Vizier had marched in pe^fon* 
then was the jullice of this demand ? Fyzoola Khan replied, as appears byyourConf. I'Jth 
cbruaty .1781, that he would fend 2,000 liorie, which were all the cavalry in his fervice ; that the 
*3,060 foot kept up by him were for the management of the concerns of his jaghire, and tfiat without 
i them the colledtions could not be made. 

17, We cannot here avoid remarking, that at the very time of your making this impro^xr de- 
ihand, 500 of Fyzoola Khan’s troops had actually joined our forces, though he was under no obli- 

'gation to furnifh the Company with a finglc man, but had granted thisfupply merely to fliew his at¬ 
tachment to the Englifh. 

18. The before-going anfwer from b'yzoola Khan was immediately followed by a minute of the 
Governor General, declaring that he had evaded the treaty ; in confequence of which, it was inftahdy 

•refolvcd to fend a deputation to infift upon* its being complied with, and to demand the immediate 
flelivery, not of 5,000, but of 3,600 horfe, T'o make k> haflry and., perciyiptory a demand for three 
thou/ancl horfe, after you had been pofitively affured that he had but 2,ooo- in his fervice, carries 
with it the appearance of a determination to create a pretext for depriving him of his Jaghire en¬ 
tirely, or to leave him at the mercy of the* ISabob ^ and aH fhe fubfequent procep-dings feemto con¬ 
firm us in this idea. 

tg. Notwithftanding it is flated on Conf. 4 June i j’81, that a flatrefufal was the verbal anfwer to 
this deputation with fefpedt to 3,000 horfe, yet we find at the conference, Fyzoola Khan willing 
to agree, ‘‘that iii compliance with the treaty which fpecihed no definitive nUmlxr of cavalry, ^he 
“ would furnifh 2,000 horfe and 1,000 foot 5 that he would give them one year’s pay in advance, and 

‘‘ furnifli further funds during the \Var.” On the very day you received an account of the re- 

. fult of this deputation (4 June 1781) a letter is read at your J 3 oard from the Vizier, propofing 
. to refume the grant, and leave the Nabob Fyzoola Khan to join his other faithlefs brethren that 
fent acrofs the Ganges, and in lieu thereof, to pay him the amount ftipulated by the treaty, 

• after deducing the pay of 5,000 troops ; and fhortly after, the Governor General proceeded up 
..jho country. 

20. We do nqtfind any further mention of this bufinefs until we read the following article of the 

new treaty with the Nabob of Oude, which was executed on the 19th September 1782, viz. 3dly, 
“ That as Fyzoola Khan has, by his breach of treaty, forfeited the protection of the Englifh G6- 
“ vernment, and caufe'i by his continuance in .his prefont independent ftate, great alarm and 

“ detriment to the Nabob, he be permitted, when time fhall fuit, to refume his Ir.uds, and 

“ pay him in money, through the Refident, the amount IVipulated by treaty, after deduCt- 
‘‘ ing the amount and charges of the troops he ffands engaged to furnifh by treatv, which 

amount thull be pMi’ec^ to the account of the Company, during the continuance 0/ the pr.e- 
A len.t war/’ 

21. The before-going article is cxprefsly faicl to be founded on a breach of the treaty by Fyzoola 

Khan ; and yet, in tfji.e obfe.tvation which the..Governclr General has made upon this article, he ac¬ 
knowledges that the condufit of Fyzoola was not ^an abfolute breach of treaty, though evja- 

five and uncandid. We confefs ourfelvcs of opiniAin, that his condu<Sl: was neither evafive or un- 
candid. But admitting the faiSt, docs it furnilfi a jullifiablc ground for breaking, through a moil: fo- 
Icmn engagement ? Was it a time to feize flight pretences for evading a treaty, when .the moft alarm¬ 
ing confederacies were formed againfi: the Company. ‘ i 

22. We fear, that byobfervin^ fuch a conduft as this, few of the country powers of India will, in 
future, adopt the fentiment:* of Fyzoola Khan, “ in confidering the Company as tlie only power in 

which they have confidence, and to which they can look up for proteilion/’ 

23. We do not only arraign the juftice of the meafure, but its policy alfo ; and if we wanted an 
argument upon this occafion, the Governor General, in his obfervations upon this article of 
treaty, has furniQied us with an iinanfwerahle one. “ I am of opinion/’ fays he, “ that neither t'^e 
“ Vizier’s nor the Company’s intereft would be promoted by depriving F yzoola Khan of his in- 
“ dependency j and I have therefore referved the execution of this agreement to an indefinite term ; 
“ and our Government may always interfere to prevent any ill effects from it.”—We have thus a- 
greed to commit an a6t of injuftice, by which neither the Vizier’s nor the Company’s intereft will 
be promoted ; and yet, if we do not fuffer this injuftice to take place, we fliall be guilty of a breach 
of treaty with the Vizier. It is not by fuch a policy as this, that we can ever hope to break the con¬ 
federacies, and regain the confidence of the feveral powers of India. 

24. In our letter of the I2th of July laft, wc exprefied our apprehenfions for the event of the 
-deputation fent to I^yzoola Khan j and wc arc forry to find that thofe apprehenfions yv'cre but tpo 

"well 
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< founded, Fyzook Ivhiin had reafon to 6xpcd\ otlior treatment at the hands of the Qoi'eniof 
General j for did he not, at the breaking out of the war with France^ to Ihewhis attachment to th« 
Conripany, make a voluntary offer to maintain 2,000 cavalry for our lervice ? The Rcfident at the 
Vizier's Court writes, under the 5th December 1778, that he found fuch a promptnefs in Fyzoola 
Khan to render the Company any affiffance within the bounds of his linanccs and ability, as even 
furpalled his own expedfations: and did you not refolve in conlukations zSch of the fame months 
That the thanks of your Board be returned to him for this mark of his kithful attachment to tivc 
“ Company In the Governor General's letter to Fyzoola Khan upon this occaffon are the fol¬ 
lowing w'ords: In my own name, and that of the Board-, I return you our warmeft thanks for this 

in^ance of your faithful attachment to the Company 5" and you yourfelves have acquainted u , in 
your fecret letter of the 2iff of February X779> that on requeffing the aid of part of the offered af- 
flftiince, he, without helUation or delay, lent 500 men to co-operate with ouribrees.’* 

25. Thus, in March 1778, you pledge the Company's faith f^r the performance of the treaty 
between Fyzoola Khan and the Vizier ; in December followijig, die thanks of the Board arc^ given 
to him for his attachment to the Company, in fending troops to their affiffance on the breaking 
.out of the war with France: in November 1780, you make an unwarrantable demand upon him, 
which it not being in his power to comply with, furniffies a pretext for depriving him of his land»; 
and in September 1781 a treaty is finally concluded, by which his territory is wrefted from him, and 
given to the Vizier. 

26. Fyzoola Khan’s merits with the Company on the one hand, and the Governor OeneraPs 
treatment of him on the other, muff be known to all the furrounding powers; and if fuch fmgular 
marks^of attachment to the Company's intereft and government are to be thus requited, we have 

Ton to dread future combinations againfi us, which may end in the utter extirpation of the Engliih 
from Hindoffan, It is only by a ffricl regard to juftioe, moderation, and good faith, that wc can 
hope to mai.itain our prefent footing in India. 

27. As we can no where difeover that Fyzoola Khan has been guilty of a breach of treaty, and 
thereby forfeited the protection of the Company, and as the Governor General has infonued us, 
that he has referved the execution of the agreement contained in this article to an indefinite tern't, 
and that our Government may always interfere to pi event any ill cfFedFs from it; and as P'yzooli 
Khan appears to have had great mc-rit with the Company in the particular inftance above referred to, 
we direct, that that article be not carried into execution, and that you obtain the confent of the Vi¬ 
zier to Jt yzoola Khan's continuing in the pofleffion of his Jaghirc unm.defted. 

28. The 4th article of the treaty is as follows t That no Englifii Refidcnt be apjiointed td 
urruckabad, and the prefent one recalled.”-*—In order that, we might fully uiKicrftand this ar¬ 
ticle, we had recouifc to your proceedings of the 22d of May 1780, for the reafons of your firff 
fendii^ a Reffclent to burruckabad: we hnd that MozufFer Jung, Nabob of that place, coinplained 
of fuffering hardihips under the perfoa who colledted the annual tribute for the Vizier; upon 
v/hich the Governor General remarked, that he is extremely delirous, as well from motives of com¬ 
mon juffice, as due regard to the rank and fituation which that Chief holds among the powers of 
Hindoffan, that fome means may be deviled of affording him relief : the Board accordingly, on tho 
fame d iy, appointed a perfon to refidc at his Court, and the motives for fuch an appointment were 
highly praife-worthy— wc wiih the real grounds for revoking the appointment had been equally fo ; 
but on the contrary, we conceive that this removal of our Refidcnt was rather calculated to afford the 
Vizier an opportunity of cxercifing his oppreffion uncontrouled ; and the Governor General’s ob- 
fervation upon this article of the treaty juffifies this opinion ; wherein he fays, « If the Nabob 

MuzuiFer J ung muff endure oppreffion (and I dare not, at this time, propofe his total relief) it 
concerns the reputation of our Government to remove our participation in it.” But wherein did 
this i)oliticaI neceffity confiff ? In our opinion it concerned the reputation of our Government much 
more to have removed the oppreffion altogether, than to have fanihfied that oppreffion by an article in 
a formal treaty : to fay that Muzuffer Jung himfdf dcfired the removal of the Rcfident, can, as is 
reprelented by the Governor General in the Appendix to his Narrative, have little weight in the ar¬ 
gument, fmee it was always in your power to have punifhed any improper condqfl: in"the Rcfident, 
or to have nominated in his room one on whom you could depend. And when the Nabob exprelfed 
fuch a defire, w*as he acquainted with the previous determination of the Vizier to heap opptcflion on 
him, and that too under the fandibh of the Britifii Government ? 

29. It is true, that MuzufFer Jung does not ffnnd in the fame relation to the Company as Fy-^ 
zoola Khan, butftill, thofe morives of commonjuffice, and a due regard to the rank and ffanoa 
held by that Chief among the Frinces of Hindoffan,” which aauated your Board upon a former 
occahon, ought certainly to have had foine weight in the prefent inffance: we iruff, however, that 
by means of the mutual good underffandiqg which the Governor General, in his obfervations on 
this article of the treaty, lays fubfvrts between the Vizier and hinTclf, yon will have fruffrated the 
Vox. I. Hhh intended

IT. And in order to fill up the vacancies occafioned by the removal of the fald twenty-four per- 
fons, and to provide for other cafiialties, we have refolved to permit twenty-fix Aflitbnt"Surgeons, 
ftould fo many offer, to proceed to India this feafon on the ufual conditions. 

12. We permit the twenty-four Afiifiant Surgeons appointed by you to remain in India to prac- 
tife in their profeOion, and direft that they be re-appointed to vacancies, as they may happen, after 
the faid twenty-fix Afiiftant Surgeons fliall have been provided for. 

13. Mr. Thomas Morris, one of the faid twenty-four AfTifiant Surgeons, whom you ordered to 
proceed to England as Surgeon of the Warren, has obtained our leave to return to your Prefidcncy 
under the circumilanccs above-mentioned. 

14. We have further refolved, that no more Surgeons be allorwed to proceed, till it fhall be known 
whether their fervices be wanted in India ; and in order to afeertain this point, we dire^I that you 
regularly tranfmit to us ilatements of the number of Surgeons and Surgeons Affifiants ncceflary 
for your eflablifhment, deferibing the different departments where they arc to be employed j and 
alfo that you forward annually (in duplicate atleaft) lifts of Surgeons, and Affiflant Surg^ns’ be¬ 
longing to your Prcfidency. 

15. And in cafii it fhould happen, at any time, that the eftablifhment at one Prcfidency fliould be 
more than complete, while that at another is deficient, it is our order, that the deficiency at one 
fettlemeiit be fupplied from the redundancy of the other. We therebre diredl you to advife our 
other Prefidencics, from time to time, of the number upon your effablifliment, in order foe their 
making the neceffary arrangements accordingly. 


Extract of the company's general letter to Bengal ; dated ;9th 

December 1784. 

Par. W/'E obferve, with great furprife, by your general letter dated the 9th of February laff, that 
you had thought proper to make it a Handing rule, that all fervants of the Company 
appointed to reverfionary itations in the Board of Trade mould be allow^ed to draw the falaries 
which they would be entitled to were they Members of the Board, until you fhould receive our 
commands upon the fubjedf. Wc cannot avoid expreffing our difapprobation of the fefolution in 
queifion, by which we fhould be fubjeded to a confiderable an! indefinite expence ; and we there¬ 
fore diredf, that the ftanding rule before-mentioned be annulled immediately upon receipt of this 
letter, and that perfons appointed to reverfionary Ifations in the Board of Trade be paid the falary 
and allowances as a fenior Merchant only. 

It is our further pleafure that all allowances granted to Mr. Bateman, or any other peribn, in con- 
fequence of die rule eftablifhed by you as before Hated, do forthwith ceafe and determine upon the 
arrival of'this our order at Fort William ; and we cannot omit adverting to the impropriety which 
occurs in this cafe, of grounding a general order upon die particular "’inffance of Mr. Bateman. 
From a regard to the peculiar circumftances of diftrefs attending his cafe, we have not ordered a 

/cim- 
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'irTmburfcinent to be made of the fums he may have received in conlequence of tliis order ; ifitiiad 
not been for this confideratioii, we Ihould-certainly in that, and every other way, have exprefied our 
hi'^heft^difapprobation of a proceeding fo contrary to the general fpirit of our orders, and fo incon- 
lilfent with that oeconomy cflentially necefl'ary for the very exiftence of our Govenimeiit in India. 

We can in no degree think it right that you fhould appoint Agents to aiSf for your Government 
independently of ou”other fettkments, at the Court of any of the Princes fo conneiaed with them, 
or that vou Ihould receive Agents from thofe powers feparately addrefled to you 5 ftill lefs Ihould we 
think fuchameafurejuftifiable, if the fame perfon fhould beallowedby you to aft in both capacities, 
and more cfpecially if he llmuld be chofen from among the inferior fervants of that Government 
whofc dignity v/ould thus be lefiened. 

Whatever reprefentations from the native powers fo conneded with our fubordinate fttriements, 
whatever propofuions for future arrangements, and above all, whatever complaints againft the con- 
dudt of our Governments in thofe fettlements, are made to you, muft be tranlhaitted to thole Go¬ 
vernments alone; with them you are immediately to communicate on thofe liibjeifts, and whatever 
Heps you, take in confcquence, you are to pay every attention to the honour and dignity of our fer¬ 
vants placed by us in high fituations ; this is a line of condudl due to thenr, as well from the cha- 
radlcr which they derive from'us, as from the indifpenfable necclfity of holding, in the eyes of the 
d'iliercnt powers of India, the weight and authority of every branch of,tlie Britilh Government. 


EXTRACT of the COMPANY’S GENERAL LETTER to BENGAL; dated the 

8th July 1785. 

Para. 31. XX/E have perufed your proceedings relative to the appointment of a Committee ot 
VV Accounts to tranfadi the bumicfs appertaining to your Board in the department 
of Infpedlion. Even if the prefent fituation of the Company’s aftairs did not abfolutely and ia- 
difpenl'ably require that every pofliblc reduaion in their expenccs Ihould Immediately take place, 
•we fhould be far from being convinced of the neceflity of the prefent arrangement. Peace i eing 
now re-eftablilhed, we conceive that you will have fufficienl leifure to fet apart at leafr one d.ay In 
a week for aflcmhling as a Board oflnfpedlion, with the affiftance of the Accountant General in the 
Civil Department, and of the Commillary General in the Military, who Ihould, in the intermediate 
davs, audit andex-amlae the (bveral accounts, and thus come prepared to make their obfervatiotis or 
objedbons thereon to the Board, all the purpofes of the original inftitution in 1772, might be fully 
anlwered, and an cftedtual check and controul in every branch of expenditure completely eftablilhed. 
vvY 'do therefore hereby diredl', that the Committee of Accounts be forthwith abolilhed, and that 
you do immediately relume the bufinefs of tliat department as a Board of Inliiedbon—that your 
meetings be conllaut and regular, and that your proceedings be tranlinitted to us in the fame majiner 
as thefe in the other departments. 

49. The Prefidcnt and Council of Fort St. George have lately complained to us of the bad 
quality of provifions conftgnedto them from your fettlement. They liate, that out of 1,282 calRs, 
822 were wholly unferviceable ; that the reft muft be fold for whatever they could get for them, 
and that their ftorehoufes would not have been, by any means, fo much burthened with this unfer¬ 
viceable article, had you attended to their repeated remonftrances againft your continuing to fend it. 
But that, nutwitlrftanding every argument they could urge to the contrary, confignment upon con- 
ftgriment, both of frit provifions and rum, have unremittingly been made to them ; the former of 
wnich, as they alledge, have often been of a very had quality ; and 320 calks which arrived at Ma¬ 
dras in May . 1784, appeared to be fo entirely decayed, that after landing and examining fome of the 
calks, they thought it beft to return it by the vellcl it came in, at a trifling freight, in order that you 
might recover the amount of the colt from the Contrailors, as it w’as not adually worth the cx- 
^lencc of boat hire to bring it on Ihore. 

50. We are forry to obfei ve, by your letter to Fort St. George of the 2d Auguft laft, that, from 
the particular declarations contained in the anfwer from the different Agents for fupplies, you dceni- 
ed yoiirfclvcs precluded from all hopes of recovering the property from any further procedure m this 
bulincfs. 


et. But we can by no means fubmit to fo heavy a lofs without a more particular enquiry being 
made therein.—Either the Agent for the fupplies, the Contraaors,or the Owners of the vellels, miift 
have materially failed in their" lefpeiftive duties. We do titerefore direJf, that you immediately enter 
upon as an examination as poflTible into the lubjec^ ot the prefent coiliplaint; and that you take 
the opinion of the Advocate Cicneral, whether any, and vvhat legal methods ought to be piiriued for the 
recovery of the lofs the Company has fuftained herein ; and if you {liall find it to,have anfen ivom any 
milcondudt in our own fervants employed m this tranfaction, we diieft that you adopt the molt vi¬ 
gorous and ciFeftual meafurcs for bringing them to a fevere and exemplary puniihment. „
